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FIVE QUESTIONS FOR JOE TORRE 




T he former Major League baseball 
player and manager experienced a 
thrill as the co-owner of Charles 
Town Classic-G2 winner Game On 
Dude. In a conversation with 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred’^ Sean Clancy, 
Torre (who won the World Series four 
times as skipper of the Yankees) talked 
about what racing means to him. 

MAT: What do you think of 
Charles Town? 

JT: “Ifs exciting, ifs an exciting 
race, Tve never been to this racetrack 
and it’s pretty cool, it really is. We 
drove in from Baltimore and I’m 
excited about it, every time I get to 
a horse race I get excited. I’ve been 
doing it for a long time, just started 
owning horses in recent years, but 
we’ve had a lot of luck with Dude.” 

MAT: Racing must be a good 
competitive outlet? 

JT: “It is, since baseball has been 
my life, you always make comparisons. 
Talk about winning pennants and the 
World Series, you can only do it with 
Thoroughbreds. When you look at the 
horses and watch them compete in the 
stretch, you realize that they’re athletes. 
When you challenge them, they respond, 
that’s what makes it exciting for me.”

MAT: Describe your experience 
with horse racing. 

JT: “I have an older brother, who 
hked to go and watch the Standardbreds 
and the Thoroughbreds. We grew up in 
New York. We actually had Jamaica, then 
it was Aqueduct and, of course, Belmont. 
He used to take me as a youngster to go 
watch the horses. Then you go to spring 


training, you’re in Florida, you go to 
Gulfstream and Hialeah at the time.” 

MAT: When or how do you get 
involved in owning horses? 

JT: “Actually, Don Zimmer, 
who was my bench coach for eight 
years with the Yankees, got me really 
hooked on horse racing. In fact, I 
kid him aU the time, d would have 
retired a long time ago except you got 
me interested in this sport’ It’s been 
a great experience for me, as I said, 
they’re athletes, there’s a certain look, 
a certain feel. I just haven’t been to see 
enough of these races, hve, because 
of my job, but I was happy I could get 
here tonight.” 

MAT: So, Thoroughbred racing 
has Don Zimmer to thank? 

JT: “No question, in fact, I 
couldn’t keep up with Don Zimmer, 
he’s a lot older than I am, we would 
go to the simulcasts, he’d be doing five 
tracks at one time, I couldn’t keep up with 
him. It was exciting, he got me hooked. I 
talked to him today to teU him Dude was 
running tonight.”

MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 



COLONIAL AFFAIR DIES AT 23 

C olonial Affair, 23, the last runner foaled in the Mid-Atlantic region 
to win the Beknont Stakes-Gl, died on April 23 at Haras El Paraiso 
in Argentina, where he had stood at stud since 2003. 

Bred in Virginia by Hermen Greenberg’s Rutledge Farm, Colonial 
Affair was a son of dual classic winner Pleasant Colony (also a Virginia- 
bred) out of Snuggle, by Nijinsky IL He was sold by his breeder at Fasig- 
Tipton’s select yearling sale in Saratoga for $100,000 to Centennial Farm. 
Scotty Schulhofer trained the colt for Centennial Farm to a record of 
20 starts, seven wins and career earnings of $1,635,228. Other Grade 1 
scores came in the Jockey Club Gold Cup and Whitney Handicap. 

The sire of 21 stakes winners worldwide (he stood in the U.S., Japan 
and Argentina), Colonial Affair is also the broodmare sire of more than 
a do 2 en stakes winners, including Maryland-bred champion Bold Affair. 

Colonial Affair is one of 23 Mid-Atlantic-bred runners to have won 
the Belmont Stakes, including 11 from Virginia. His victory proved 
historic, as his jockey. Juke Krone, became the first woman to win a Triple 
Crown race. 


SIX-FIGURE MID-ATLANTIC-BREDS 
AT APRIL 2-YEAR-OLD SALES 


A $285,000 West Virginia-bred colt 
topped the Mid-Adantic-breds to 
sell at the Ocala Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s April Sale of Two-Year-Olds 
in Training, April 22-25, in Ocala, Fla. 
The fourth juvenile in the ring the first 
day, the son of Flatter, from the consign¬ 
ment of Ocala Smd, agent, was sold to 
West Point Thoroughbreds Inc. He was 
the 21st highest-priced of 802 sold. 

Out of Adena’s Girl, by Personal Flag, 
the dark bay colt named Flat Jack was 
bred by Kentucky building contractor 
Charles Parker in the name of Barak 
Farm and foaled at One Sparrow Farm 
in Charles Town. He was sold by his 
breeder for $165,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky October Yearkng sale. 

Trainer Jean Rofe, who trains Flat 
Jack’s aUowance-winning full-brother Flat 
Brown (the first horse to defeat noted 
Charles Town runner Lucy’s Bob Boy) for 
Barak Farm, usually gets the future Parker 
runners as 2-year-olds. But Flat Jack, 
always considered ‘‘a nice individual,” 
was selected to go through the sales, ^dt 
was a pleasant surprise when he sold well 
as a yearkng,” said Rofe. The colt, out 
of a half-sister to the dam of Preakness 
Stakes-Gl winner and champion Prairie 
Bayou, turned in a :20.80 work at Ocala, 
equakng the third-fas test time for the 
quarter-mile distance. 


Betty Moran’s Pennsylvania-based 
Brushwood Stable purchased the sales- 
topper, a $900,000 Kentucky-bred son of 
Bernardini out of Rooneys Princess, by 
Deputy Minister. The colt’s granddam is 
champion Princess Rooney.

The dark bay, since named Duval, 
posted a quarter-mile in :21.40 at the 
preview show (third-fastest at the 
distance), and was consigned by South 
Carokna’s Kirkwood Stables, which 
purchased the colt for $37,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearkng sale. Bred by Mark Reid and 
DDS Stables, Duval is out of stakes 
winner Sahmkindawonderful.

INSIDE THE SAUSAGE: HOW MRC 
RULES BECOME FINAL REGS 

Posted April 18 in Maryland Business 

O n April 16 the Maryland Racing Commission voted to move forward in its 

adoption of medication rules that are uniform with those in other Mid-Atlantic 
states. 

That means that as early as Sept. 1, Maryland's racing rules will allow raceday Lasix 
only if administered by a state veterinarian (or his designee); prohibit aU other raceday 
medications; limit other medications to an approved list of 24, none of which may 
be in the horse's system above a de minimus level on raceday; and require that drug 
testing be conducted by an accredited laboratory. 

How do we get from here to there? J. Michael Hopkins, executive director of the 
Maryland Racing Commission, outlined the process: 

1. Maryland Racing Commission staff will draft regulations to enact the rules passed 
by the Commission. 

2. Those regs are then submitted to the Maryland General Assembly’s Joint 

Committee on Administrative, Executive & Legislative Review (AELR). According to 
its website, “Proposed State agency regulations are reviewed by the Committee 
with regard to the iegislative prerogative and procedurai due process.” 

3. At the same time, the proposed regs are submitted to the Division of State 
Documents, which handles the administrative end of enacting regulations. 

4. After two weeks, the proposed regulations are published in the Maryland Register. 

5. For a period of 45 days following publication, the public can comment on the 
proposed reguiations (although, in horse racing matters, they rarely do). 

6. Assuming no giitches, the regulations return to the Commission, which then votes 
on final adoption. 

7. Once the Commission has adopted the regs in final form, they are published once 
more and take effect, either in 10 days or on a date specified by the Commission. 

There's an old saw that making legislation is like making sausage-a process 
you're well served not to witness. As it turns out, the regulatory process has its own 
sausagey element, too, though in this case, we have a pretty good idea how it'll taste 
when it's done. 
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PENSIOIIERS ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 




S usie Chatfield-Taylor climbed the 
black four-board fence with a bag 
of carrots in her grip. ‘‘Come on, 
girls,” she trilled. “Come onnnnnnnn. . .” 
A football field away, six mares grazed in 
deep new grass as a soft spring rain began. 
Wonders Dehght, the only gray among 
the group, raised her head momentarily, 
considered the offer, and went back to 
munching. “They might not be too inter¬ 
ested,” Chatfield-Taylor grinned. “They 
really have everything they need out here.” 

That’s one way of putting it. Morgan’s 
Ford Farm in Front Royal, Va., is unques¬ 
tionably one of the most organically 
beautiful properties in this or any region. 
Owned by Susie and husband Wayne, it 
borders the Shenandoah River within the 
Blue Ridge Mountains on farmland that 
was first surveyed by George Washington. 
Part of a National Historic District, it 
is protected by permanent conservation 
easements. 

Wonders Delight has called Morgan’s 
Ford home since the Chatfield-Taylors 
purchased her as a 12-year-old broodmare 
at Keeneland’s November breeding stock 
sale in 1998. “We bought her in fine shape 
and she was just a big question mark 


because she had been bred to some nice 
horses and just plain hadn’t come along,” 
Wayne said. 

On the racetrack, however, the filly 
left no doubts about her ability. Bred in 
Pennsylvania by Eve Ledyard, she was 
the 1986 foal of the *Gallant Man mare 
Ambry and sired by Icecapade. A half- 
brother to both Ruffian and Buckfinder, 
Icecapade was a multiple graded stakes 
winner for owner/breeder Stuart Janney Jr. 

Wonders Delight proved her quality 
early in 1988, winning Saratoga’s Schuy- 
lerviUe Stakes-G2, Keeneland’s Alcibiades 
Stakes-G2 and the Clipsetta Stakes at 
Turfway Park in the silks of Eugene Klein 
for trainer Wayne Lukas. The bulk of her 
career-and aU four of her black-type wins - 
were for Lukas, but she was also trained 
for a time by Happy Alter and finally Bob 
Camac. 

When Wonders Delight retired with 
a dodgy knee in October 1990 after 36 
starts, her resume boasted nine wins, seven 
seconds and a third and $481,521 earned. 
She has since had a Pennsylvania-bred 
stakes race named in her honor. 

By the time she caught the attention 
of the Chatfield-Taylors, Wonders Dehght 


was the dam of five foals. Three eventually 
made it to the racetrack and two were 
winners, but neither came remotely close 
to repheating her talents. She was in foal 
to Skip Trial at the time of the Keeneland 
sale. One thing about her struck Wayne 
when she came home to Morgan’s Ford. “I 
am always amazed by a horse who can win 
that kind of money, and then she comes 
here and she’s never seen a carrot before,” 
he said. “Didn’t anybody ever give her a treat 
for winning all those races?” 

It didn’t take her long to reahze that hfe 
on the farm was the ultimate treat. The 
broodmare barn at Morgan’s Ford is an 
especially bucohe setting, built on a hill 
facing the mountains with posts made of 
logs cut from the farm. Wonders Delight 
occupied a corner stall in the barn, and one 
year the Chatfield-Taylors were amused to 
discover just how much that prime spot 
meant to the mare. 

“She had just shipped in from Kentucky 
and had her foal by her side,” Wayne told. 
“We go to get her, and as the horses are just 
getting to the barn, she brushes past them, 
runs into the barn without anybody, and 
goes and gets in that corner stall and waits 
there. She left her baby in the field with the 
other mares and said, ‘This is my stall-you 
all can deal with that out there.’” 

Now 27, Wonders Delight produced 
five named foals for Morgan’s Ford, 
saving the best for last. Her 2006 foal, the 
Meadowlake fiUy Huge, was a stakes-placed 
winner of four races and $111,968. Wayne 
proudly pointed out that Morgan’s Ford 
has had success with mares producing 
their best foals late in their breeding 
careers. “We’ve had some luck with older 
mares having their first stakes winners 
here at the farm. That’s a nice thing to go 
against the statistics that the first or second 
foal is going be the good one. We’ve had a 
number of mares that have had their best 
foals as late teenagers, as she did.” 

The couple credit the farm itself, based 
on the fact that the property has always 
been chemical-free. “The hay is therefore 
organic, and they aU hke our hay; it has 
won prizes. We think that a lot of these 
horses from this farm can run beyond their 
pedigrees, and we think that has to do with 
the quality of the land and the water.” 
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The Chatfield-Taylors mentioned 
that although the mare herself does not 
possess the hot-headedness so often 
typical of Icecapade’s progeny, she did 
produce several hot-tempered, nervous 
foals. 

‘‘Some of them could channel that, 
and some of them couldn’t,’’ Wayne 
said. “She is not that way herself; she 
has her edges because she’s an old and 
accomplished racehorse, but by and 
large she does not have the temperament 
that Icecapade always has a reputation 
for throwing.” 

As Susie put it, “She’s a little shy. 
She’s never been really personable, but 
she definitely likes hving here.” 

One of Wonders Dehght’s foals, a 
son of Commendable, parlayed “living 
here” into a pretty cushy gig. Several 
of Wayne’s college classmates from 
Virginia Tech’s school of architecture, 
including current university president 
Charles Steger, would come to the farm 
each year for a retreat of sorts to visit, 
discuss work and, according to Susie, 
“party.” In 2003, that group included 
professor Herman Cromwell, in from 
Switzerland for the gathering. Cromwell 
decided that, while the soiree itself 
was fine and dandy, the gang needed 
to experience the fever of racehorse 
ownership. Walking through the barn, 
he approached Wonders Delight’s son 
and announced “This is him. This is the 
horse we’re going to buy.” 

“He was black with a white blaze and 
four white socks,” Susie said. “That was 
what did it.” 

Wayne was somewhat concerned 
about the huge involvement of owning 
a horse with 10 classmates. After 
much deliberation they christened him 
Running Bond, an architectural term. 
Running primarily at Laurel Park and 
Colonial Downs, he gave the partnership 
Httie aside from the thrill of watching 
their horse get to the gate-losing aU 
nine career starts and making the grand 
sum of $8,611. 

“I think the horse probably wasn’t 
genuine and maybe had the same 
temperament we were seeing in a lot of 
the Icecapades,” said Wayne. “We ended 
up donating him to the riding program 
at Virginia Tech, where he is the most 
doted-on member of that squad. He’s 
Uving the fife of a pampered show 
horse.” ^

There’s merit 
to discussing 
regional circuit 


I Ve said it to a few people. Some 
blanche. Some roll their eyes. Others 
seem to want to think about it at least. 
Pretty much all wonder if it could ever 
really happen. 

The first two states in the region that 
join together to form a workable circuit 
of year-round (or mostly year-round) 
racing will be the winners. 

There, ifs out. I wrote it. 

And before you start shooting arrows 
my direction, think about it. Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Delaware and West Virginia 
all have lengthy Thoroughbred racing 
seasons fueled in part by slots revenue. 
Combined, tracks in those states run 
nearly 1,200 dates a year. Mix in shorter 
meets in New Jersey and Virginia, and 
you’ve got a recipe for a horse shortage. 
Maybe not now, but at some point. 

The problem is, nobody wants to 
bhnk. Horsemen don’t want to suggest 
fewer days at their track, for fear of 
losing opportunities, of not being able to 
compete if individual race purses rise too 
high and attract more powerful stables, of 
being forced to spend time on the road. 
Tracks don’t want to give up dates in the 
marketplace, or boost a rival’s business. 

I understand, but I also say look ahead. 
Foal crops are smaller. Competition 
for the gambling dollar-racetracks 
or casinos-is fiercer than ever. 
Transportation between tracks is relatively 
simple. There’s a reason independent 
training centers hke Fair HiU succeed. It’s 
because horsemen don’t feel pressured to 
run at a single track, and hke it. 

Teaming up might be the future. 

Tracks must keep stable areas open and 
maintain certain standards when it comes 
to training hours, backside amenities 
and other areas. Horsemen must not 
play favorites and would be expected to 
support multiple racing jurisdictions from 
a single base. 

Think of the possibihties for strategic 
parmerships. 

Could Parx Racing share its horse 
population and some other infrastructure 
with Monmouth Park as was discussed 
at least a htde bit last year? The model 
works for six days in the spring at 
Adantic City, which once again featured 
fuU fields and big crowds in April. Stop 


racing at Parx for a month or more, 
and run at Monmouth Park in the 
summer. Rejuvenate the fan base, horses, 
horsemen, staff. Charles Town and Penn 
National, which are owned by the same 
company, could do something similar. Or 
maybe Parx and Penn, which technically 
don’t compete (the former races during 
the day, the other mainly at night), could 
team up with an in-state circuit. Presque 
Isle occupies a unique geographical spot 
in Erie, but could stiU share some logistics 
with its Pennsylvania cousins. 

Delaware Park and the Maryland 
Jockey Club tracks might be in a position 
to share horses and dates, much hke 
they did years ago. Put Colonial Downs 
in the mix, sprinkle in Timonium and 
maybe a summer turf festival at Fair 
Hill and you’ve got a racing product that 
would be the envy of any area in the 
country. Kentucky makes Turfway Park, 
Keeneland, Churchill Downs, Elhs Park 
and Kentucky Downs work—not without 
some angst but without slots. 

This region ought to be at an 
advantage because of aU the racing 
opportunity, and the relatively compressed 
inventory of horses. Take it another step 
and card races restricted to horses bred in 
the region-Mid-Atlantic MiUion anyone? 
The Sunshine MiUions idea used by 
Cahfornia and Florida would be a perfect 
fit for this part of the country. 

A track could take a break, encourage 
some crossover, work on some of those 
projects that have long been put off 
Horsemen can target certain horses for 
certain races, give others a rest. 

Such an idea won’t, and shouldn’t, 
eliminate competition. It would be unfair 
to concede Labor Day or another big 
racing weekend to one state, but there’s 
room to share, work together, cooperate. 
There’s got to be. 

Look around. Other sports are 
working on cooperative measures, 
not competitive ones. The National 
Basketball Association looks toward India 
for expansion. Major League Baseball 
participates in the World Baseball Classic. 
The National Football League creates a 
television special out of its draft, focusing 
on every team in the league rather than 
just one or two. ^

Gambler’s 

Dream 

Respected racing analyst Carulli departs 
MarylandJockey Club for Las Vegas

H e’s thought about rolling the dice, chasing his dream, 
and taking a leap of faith for quite some time. Now 
Frank Carulli is forging ahead by giving up his cov¬ 
eted job as the on-air racing analyst, oddsmaker and program 
notes writer for the Maryland Jockey Club. 


“I’ve been in it a while and I’m kind of 
burned out. I want to do something dif¬ 
ferent,” said CarulH, who has been in the 
role since 2001 after serving as analyst at 
Charles Town for about six years. 

Carulli wiU head west at the end of 
Pimhco Race Course’s spring meeting. The 
siren song of the gambling mecca of Las 
Vegas is calling, even though no salaried 
job is waiting. 

“I’ve always wanted to move to Vegas, 
it’s been my dream forever,” said Carulli, 
51. “I’m a gambler and as soon as I saw 
the place on the first trip I made out there 
in the ’80s, I said This is my goal.’ I can 
afford to do it now and live for a year or 
two free of anything while I try to relax. 
I’ll see how it goes. The price of homes is 
right and it’s just time. I don’t think people 
enjoy themselves enough. I’m not one of 


those people. Now I have the opportunity 
to do it and I’ve always wanted to do it. I’m 
single and I’m going to do it.” 

Carulli, who graduated from Penn State 
in 1984, can fall back on his skills and 
experience if need be. He was sports edi¬ 
tor for the Northern Virginia newspaper 
chain The Connection Newspaper Group 
for 13 years and oversaw seven newspapers 
and a staff of 10 when he was promoted 
to executive sports editor. He also did a 
two-year stint as the author of the Mid- 
Atlantic Report in Daily Racing Form^ which 
was basically a compilation of news and 
notes from Delaware, Charles Town, Penn 
National Race Course and Philadelphia 
Park. 

As part of his duties with the Form^ 
Carulli covered Virginia’s pursuit of the 
state’s first pari-mutuel track and the grant¬ 


ing of a license to Colonial Downs. He 
then parlayed his experience into his first 
job on the racetrack. 

‘When Penn National bought Charles 
Town, in the mid-90s, I just sensed that 
they were going to send their signal around 
the country,” he said. “They didn’t have 
a racing PR person, per se. I went in and 
said to management that I was interested 
in writing a weekly centerfold spread on 
what’s going on in horse racing as a feature 
article, and they agreed and gave me $200 
a week. I did that thinking maybe a year 
or two ahead, they would send their signal 
and sure enough, it happened just like I’d 
mapped it. Two years later, their signal was 
going all over the country and I went in 
and spoke to my boss. Bill Bork Jr., and 
said I’d be interested in doing the TV show. 
He gave me a chance and that’s how it all 
started.” 

Multiple talents 

Carulli was a neophyte in front of the 
camera, but had reliable role models. He 
grew up in Northeastern Pennsylvania, the 
son of a horseplayer, and spent hours in 
front of the television watching the races

with his dad. He was spellbound by studio 
co-hosts Fred Lipkin and John Bogar. 

^Tenn National pioneered the concept 
of bringing races into your hving room 
where you watch on cable and bet on a 
phone wagering account/’ Carulli said. ‘‘So 
I grew up with that because my dad Hked 
the horses. I watched each and every night 
with him. I thought what a remarkable job 
Fred and John do on their presentation 
and knew Fd hke to do that. So I sort of 
targeted this in high school after seeing 
them every night and watching the show. 
Fred and John were really good at that and 
they had a big influence on me.” 

A true sign of talent is making the task 
look easy. Anyone who has ever handi¬ 
capped in front of a hve television audi¬ 
ence that reaches far beyond the track to 
a multitude of simulcasting sites or made 
a graded line can attest that it’s incredibly 
more difficult than it appears. Moreover, 
the amount of time devoted to preparation 
alone is staggering. 

“It is not an easy job,” said Carulli, who 
was thrilled to work with Lipkin co-hosting 
one of his first shows at Charles Town. 
“The real part that no one understands is 
if you do it in a studio, which I do quite a 


bit, there is also a mental drain from the 
studio fights. I have an appreciation cer¬ 
tainly for musicians who perform under 
the fights. I’m under the fights for three 
minutes before each race 10 times a day 
as opposed to three or four hours straight. 
What people don’t reafi 2 e about this job is 
the mental drain. 

“You’ve got to get yourself up and 
perform 10 times a day, and it’s really hard 
and that’s what people don’t understand. 
Another big part of it is that you have to 
stay upbeat all of the time. We used to race 
five days a week and you’re totally exhaust¬ 


ed by the end of the week. You get to the 
point sometimes where you’re just burned 
out all of the time.” 

Dealing with the wagering public can 
also be tough. While many will express 
gratitude when an analyst gives out a long- 
priced winner, others can be downright 
nasty when they have to tear up tickets 
after taking the tips. Carulli has had his 
share of those. 

“There’s this lady at Laurel who’s always 
out there when I’m doing interviews in 
the winner’s circle after the races and she’s 
always heckling me,” he said with a chuck- 
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le. ^‘She's an older woman and she’ll always 
yell at me. I’m always afraid it’s going to go 
out over aU of the microphones.” 

Mutual respect 

She’s among the minority. He is widely 
respected as being one of the best in the 
business. But his humility prevents him 
from laying claim to the compliments. 

‘d watch the other analysts and you can 
teU who puts in the time and who the bet¬ 
ter analysts are ” he said. ‘When I’m bet¬ 
ting races on the side on my own, I know 
who I’m watching. I know the ones who 
are going to give me more info than what 
is simply staring at you in the Racing Form. 
There are certain ones I watch, and one 
I don’t. My tops? Andy Serhng at NYRA 


is head and shoulders the best analyst in 
the country. Brad Thomas at Monmouth 
is A-plus. And there’s Mark Patterson at 
Mountaineer. They are the top three in 
the country, unequivocally. You can make 
a sound judgment about a race without a 
program in front of you and know exactly 
what you’re looking at with those guys. 
They are so well prepared.” 

The admiration is mutual. 

“Everybody in this game has only good 
things to say about Frank,” Serhng said. 
“I remember the first time we met. I went 
down to do a show on Maryland Milhon 
day and I was working with \paily Racing 
Form writer and national television rac¬ 
ing reporter] Jay Privman. Jay said to me 
that Frank is the most knowledgeable 


person you will ever find when it comes 
to Maryland racing. Jay was effusive in his 
praise and he was correct. Just watching 
Frank over the years, you can see that he 
takes his role very seriously and always put 
in an enormous amount of effort. He is 
somebody who loves this game and has a 
great appreciation for it.” 

Thomas, who well understands the rig¬ 
ors of the job, said, “You definitely burn 
out in this business, but Frank has always 
had boundless enthusiasm for horse racing 
and handicapping, even though this job 
is so stressful, straining and draining. He 
always provided quality information and 
has done an excellent job. It is very kind of 
him to mention me in such a positive vein 


Gaudet prepped, ready 
for next challenge

I n some ways. Gabby Gaudet is your typical 
college senior. She’s getting ready for final 
exams, she’s finishing up an internship, and 
she’s excited about her May 23 graduation from 
Towson University in Maryland. 

But while many of her classmates might 
spend weekends studying and sleeping off 
celebratory revelry. Gabby heads to the race¬ 
track, as she has for much of her hfe. She also 
knows where she’s going to be working come 
September, an enviable position for a member 
of the class of 2013. 

In April, Gaudet, 22, was named to replace 
Maryland Jockey Club race analyst Frank CaruUi. 
While her full-time responsibilities don’t begin 
until September, she’s working weekends now, 
handicapping on-air between races and offering 
selections and news on Twitter. 

Gaudet grew up almost hterally on the race¬ 
track. 

Her father, Eddie, trained horses in Maryland 
for more than 50 years. Her mother, Linda, has 
saddled her own horses since 1996 and has 13 
top-three finishes from 19 starts this year. Older 
sister Lacey started training in 2007. 

When the girls were growing up, Linda 
home-schooled them in stable areas while help¬ 
ing her husband with training responsibilities. 

After her trackside early education. Gabby 
went to high school in Annapolis, where she 
played soccer and worked with her parents on

Big days, big moments 

Preakness Stakes week is the highlight 
of Pimhco's meet. It's a time when every¬ 
one, from the horsemen to fans, are in high 
spirits. Paradoxically, it became a telltale 
sign that it's time for CaruUi to move on. 

^‘During Preakness week. I'm doing 
30 radio interviews around the country in 
addition to all of my other duties," he said, 
‘d don't enjoy it and I can't enjoy the week 
anymore because I'm so busy." 

StiU, the middle jewel of the Triple 
Crown has provided some of the most 
enduring moments for the man who has 


handicapped and made the line for so 
many editions of the Preakness. 

“Looking back on it aU, I can't give you 
the best horses or best races I've seen, but I 
can certainly recall moments," said CaruUi. 
“The Barbaro incident certainly stands out. 
I happened to be in the press box overlook 
right above him. Just the hush that feU over 
the place, it was just something I'U never 
forget. You just had to sense it to beUeve 
it. It was just hke there was no race going 
on. No sound, there was just no nothing. 
That's what sticks out. I can never forget 
that. 

“Afleet Alex sticks out. Jeremy Rose 
almost feU off him and then got back on 
and won, so that race sticks out. Then 
just the sheer atmosphere surrounding 


weekends. She got her exercise rider's 
Hcense at 16 and for several summers 
worked with her sister at Colonial Downs 
or Delaware Park. 

While attending classes at Tows on, 
she gaUoped horses for her parents and 
for trainer Tim Keefe and worked for 
Maryland Horse Radio. Last summer, she

Balancing school hfe and track hfe is 
nothing new and when she graduates in 
May, she'll have a dual degree in mass 
communication and graphic design. StiU, 
she sounded a Uttle overwhelmed as she 
discussed the weeks ahead. 

“Right now, it's crazy," she said. “I've 
got school four days a week. I've got my 
internship, and I'm working at the track 
on Saturday and Sunday." 

And during the busiest week of 
the year in Maryland racing, Preakness 
Stakes week, Gaudet wUl also be studying 
for finals. 

“It's been pretty hectic, but it wUl get 
better after the Preakness," she said. “It'U 
be clear saUing from there." 

So far, Gaudet has shown an abUity to 
handle stressful situations with aplomb, 
which is part of the reason that she got 
the job. 


One of four finaUsts invited to do 
a one-day, on-air audition, she was 
assigned to analyze the races at Laurel 
Park March 23. 

“It was kind of make-or-break," she 
said. “I had to pick the card and go on 
TV between races. There was a stakes 
race that day, the Conniver, and I had to 
talk from the paddock for that one. It 
was a Uttle nerve-wracking." 

Nervous or not, Gaudet enjoyed a 
heck of a day, noted on Twitter by the 
Maryland Jockey Club's vice-president 
of communications, Mike Gathagan. 
“Gabby Gaudet finishes with 5 W's on 
the day. Boxing her picks would have 
meant cashing 7 times," he tweeted. 

In addition to handicapping, Gaudet 
wUl also write features and do interviews 
for the Laurel, PimUco and Preakness 
websites, an element of the position that 
appealed to her and that wiU make use 
of the experience she got at The Sara¬ 
toga Special and her mass communication 
studies. 

“It would be really beneficial for 
Maryland if people got to know some 
of the people that race here," she said. 
“There are some great stories around 
the racetrack that need to be brought 
out." # 


Smarty Jones. That was amazing. I thought 
he should have gotten Horse of the Year 
just for the aura around him he created. 
Notwithstanding his accomphshments, 
just the aura surrounding him was incred¬ 
ible. That was kind of exciting." 

The Preakness wiU always hold a place 
in his heart. 

“Speaking as a fan and not someone 
who's been part of the Preakness, that 
race is probably the greatest race in the 
country," he said. “For sheer drama, think 
about the excitement and things that have 
happened in the races. There was Sunday 
Silence and Easy Goer, the tragedy of 
Barbaro, Smarty Jones, Fusaichi Pegasus, 
and Rachel Alexandra. It's such a great race. 
I really think they should have a Preakness 
museum. The race has its deserving place." 

There are also many memorable 
moments from horses, horsemen, jockeys 
and races less famous. 

“For the local races, to try to sit down 
and figure out which ones really stick 
out would be hard. I hke racing period," 
he said. “There are so many that stick 
out, especially races where I made money. 
I remember a horse called Mr O'Brien 
because one year I made a big bet on him. 
It was one of the biggest bets I ever made 
so that was pretty exciting. My favorite 
jocks and trainers? Jeremy Rose is a great 
interview and when Ryan Fogelsonger 
rode he was very good. Certain trainers are 
just talkative and fun. The one good thing 
about this job is you're pretty much dealing 
with people who are winning." 

Now there are new opportunities on 
the horizon for Carulh. He won't have a 
hard time passing the baton. 

“It's definitely time to go," said CaruUi, 
whose last day on the air will be Belmont 
Stakes day although he will remain 
employed until the last day of the meet 
June 28. “My mind needs a break, my body 
needs a break. I don't have as much energy. 
I've had a couple of minor health issues. It 
was my decision and that's it. Las Vegas is 
where I want to go, and that's it. I hope I 
don't regret it. I don't think I wiU." 

When CarulU packs his bags, he can 
include the weU wishes of his peers. 

“I'm sorry Frank is leaving and I think 
it's a blow to Maryland racing," SerUng 
said. “I hope he does very weU wherever 
he goes and I'm sure he wiU." 

“A horseplayer moving to Vegas? It 
sounds Hke a dream come true," Thomas 
said. “I hope aU of his wildest ones come 
true as he continues to practice and perfect 
his craft. I wish him only the best." ^

Marjland-bred champion Tuscalee, 
millionaire McDynamo join racings elite

A star of the 1960s and early 1970s, Maryland-bred Tuscalee headed to the post 
at Fair Hill with his regular rider, fellow Hall of Famer Joe Altcheson, aboard. 


M arilyn Ketts figured it would 
never happen. Michael Moran 
thought he’d be too old to have 
to worry about a speech. 

But both Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
owners/breeders will be in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., this summer to accept rac¬ 
ing’s highest honor-Hall of Fame induc¬ 
tion-for legendary steeplechase horses 
Tuscalee (Ketts) andMcDynamo (Moran). 
The jumpers are part of the 2013 class 
for Thoroughbred racing’s HaU of Fame, 
which also includes jockey Calvin Borel 


and horses Lure, Housebuster and Invasor 
(Arg). The annual ceremony takes place 
Aug. 9 at the Fasig-Tipton sales pavilion. 

Steeplechase candidates are considered 
every four years and this year’s inductees 
bring the equine honor roll to 18. The 
latest two fit into the storied group-and 
represent different eras and paths. 

Tuscalee, the seventh Maryland-bred to 
make the Hall, won more American stee¬ 
plechase races than any horse in history. 
His 37 career jump wins top HaU of Famer 
(and another Maryland-bred) Elkridge, 


who won 31. Voted champion steeplechas¬ 
er of 1966 by the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations, back before the Eclipse 
Awards, Tuscalee started at least once a 
year from 1962 to 1972 for owner/breeder 
Alfred Smith and trainer Leiter Aitcheson. 
In 89 career starts, Tuscalee built a fol¬ 
lowing and a reputation for consistently 
game performances. He won over hurdles 
and the bigger steeplechase fences, at the 
racetrack and at hunt meets-often with 
Aitcheson’s son Joe (a HaU of Famer and 
seven-time champion) in the saddle. 

‘Whenever we went to Virginia to run. 
Daddy would stop at The Carriage House 
restaurant in Georgetown on the way 
home,” said MarUyn Ketts, Smith’s daugh¬ 
ter. “The maitre d’ knew Tuscalee, the 
waiters knew Tuscalee, everybody asked 
about Tuscalee.” 

In 1959, Smith bought the broodmare 
Verna Lee (a daughter of British Buddy) at 
auction, in foal to Tuscany. Her foal, born 
at Smith’s Blythewood Farm in Upper 
Marlboro, was Tuscalee. The colt proved 
bullish early, was gelded, sent to Aitcheson 
and buUt a career. He won once as a 3-year- 
old, twice as a 12-year-old and at least once 
in every season in between. 

His best season came in that champi¬ 
onship campaign. He started 13 times in 
1966, and won 10 races—including a vic¬ 
tory at Fair HiU under 165 pounds and a 
score at Montpelier under 167-seven of 
them stakes. Key wins that season included 
the Midsummer at Monmouth Park, the 
Georgetown and Tom Roby at Delaware 
Park, the Noel Laing at MontpeUer, the 
Fair HiU and Manly at Fair HiU. 

On the pedigree side, Verna Lee start¬ 
ed a long Une for Smith and his fam- 
Uy. Four generations later, through Lee 
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Three-time steeplechase champion McDynamo ruled with seven lifetime wins at the Far Hills Races . 


HiU, Friendly Hill and Key to the Hill, 
Cherokeeinthehills finished third in the 
2000 Pennsyvlvania Derby-G3, won a 
Grade 1 stakes over hurdles and earned 
more than $450,000 for Ketts. 

^We had so many horses out of that 
mare, Verna Lee,” Ketts said. ‘‘Most of 
them weren't as good as Tuscalee, but 
they were good, sound horses. They were 
the crowning glory of my father's racing 
involvement.” 

After 11 starts as a 12-year-old in 1972, 
Tuscalee retired to hfe on the farm as a 
foxhunter and babysitter to young horses. 

“He used to foxhunt with one of my 
twin daughters, then we used him on the 
farm with the babies-breaking them and 
teaching them to gallop,” Ketts said. “He 
was about 20 and would slow gallop with 
the babies. He was a good teacher, made 
them feel real secure about it. We rode him 
until he was about 25, then he was turned 
out in a field in full retirement-the local 
legend.” 

Ketts doesn't recall the exact year 
Tuscalee died, but the champion is buried 
on her At Last Farm in Aquasco, Md. 
Tuscalee had been considered for induc¬ 
tion in the past, and got in this time in 
part because of a change to the HaU of 
Fame rules. The steeplechase committee 
had long operated under a rule that limited 
induction to a single name per category 
(horse, trainer, jockey). In its discussions 
this year, the committee proposed a new 
rule limiting induction to no more than 
three individuals (no matter the category) 
every four years. The change opened the 
gate to two horses this year and brings the 
steeplechase committee in line with the full 
HaU of Fame vote. 

Ketts had heard talk of Tuscalee's con¬ 
sideration, but was surprised by the caU in 
late April. 

“My father would be absolutely thriUed 
to death, he'd be very honored,” she said. 
“I was shocked, thrUled. I knew he was up 
four years ago, but hadn't heard anything 
for a while. It reaUy means a lot.” 

McDynamo takes his place 

Fittingly, Tuscalee and McDynamo 
go into the HaU of Fame together. The 
former won more races than any other 
American steeplechaser. The latter earned 
more money than any other American 
steeplechaser. 

McDynamo's career steeplechase bank- 
roU of $1,310,104 leads aU, but he was 
about far more than money. Based on pedi¬ 
gree, the son of Dynaformer was destined 
for something big on the flat, and won 
twice for Moran (who paid $82,000 for the 


Kentucky-bred as a yearUng at Keeneland). 
Nervous in the stall and worse in the start¬ 
ing gate, McDynamo turned to steeple¬ 
chasing as a 4-year-old in 2001. He won his 
debut, a maiden hurdle at Far HUls, N.J., in 
October for trainer Sanna Hendriks. The 
powerful bay became a stakes winner the 
foUowing season. He won his first cham¬ 
pionship with an unbeaten, three-start 
campaign in 2003. The Grade 1 triumphs 
came in the Royal Chase at Keeneland, the 
Breeders' Cup back at Far HiUs and the 
Colonial Cup in Camden, S.C. 

He won subsequent EcUpse Awards in 
2005 and 2006, while consistently racing 
at the top of the game. Far HiUs, annuaUy 
the richest stop on the steeplechase cal¬ 
endar, became McDynamo's playground. 
He won a race there seven consecutive 
years-the maiden in 2001, a novice stakes 
in 2002 and the Grade 1 feature (either 
the Breeders' Cup or the Grand National) 
from 2003-'07. 

His connections went along for the ride. 

“We had serious doubts at the begin¬ 
ning; he was a staU walker, he didn't have 
a whole lot of confidence and the gate 
phobias,” said Moran, son of leading 
Pennsylvania owner/breeder Betty Moran 
of Brushwood Stable. “He was given every 
chance, and look what happened. The 
beauty to him was he could run on any 
ground. Top of the ground, bottomless 
ground, the racetrack, he won pretty much 
everywhere we took him.” 

Hendriks, who still rides the 16-year-old 
gelding with the Cheshire Foxhounds and 
cross-country with her children, remem¬ 
bers all of his victories fondly but has a 
special place for his final win-the 2007 
Grand National at Far HiUs. 


“That was so emotional for me because 
I was dumbfounded that he could do it 
again,” Hendriks said. “By then. I'd go up 
there thinking this could happen or that 
could happen. I always tried to do the 
best I could by him and he certainly came 
through for me. I was so nervous about 
letting him down.” 

Regional Connections 

The three flat horses inducted-House- 
buster, Lure and Invasor-have regional 
connections as weU. 

The former, champion sprinter of 1990 
and 1991, raced for New Jersey resident 
Bob Levy and was bred in Kentucky by 
his mother Blanche and Murphy Stable. 
Trained by Robert Benshof early in his 
career and then by Warren A. “Jimmy” 
CroU Jr., Housebuster won two starts at 
the Meadowlands as a 2-year-old and took 
the Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash 
at Laurel Park in 1991. The son of Mt. 
Livermore won 15 of 22 lifetime starts and 
earned $1,229,696. 

Two-time Breeders' Cup Mile-Gl win¬ 
ner Lure raced for Kentuckians Claiborne 
Farm and trainer Claude “Shug” McGaugh- 
ey III, but made a few memorable trips to 
the region. The son of Pennsylvania-bred 
Dan 2 igwon the 1993 Dixie Handicap-G3 
at Pimlico and finished second in the 
Caesar's International-G2 at Atlantic City 
that summer. In 1994, he reversed the two 
placings-finishing second in the Grade 2 
Dixie and winning the Grade 1 Caesar's. 

Horse of the Year Invasor won the 
2006 PimUco Special-Gl in his American 
debut for Shadwell Stable and trainer 
Kiaran McLaughlin. ^

The Dude abides 

Game On Dude improves on runner-up finish 
in 2011 with victory in Charles Town Classic

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A s Joe Torre sat at his table in the skybox overlooking Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races and Slots just before the $1.5-million 
Charles Town Classic Stakes April 20, he simply couldn’t help but 
flash back to those tense moments back in the Bronx. 


The former longtime Major League 
Baseball manager felt the same tension, 
the same gut-wrenching anticipation and 
nervousness that he once felt during 
those glory days managing the New York 
Yankees to six American League pennants 
and four World Series championships in a 
12-year run from 1996 through 2007. This 
night had nothing to do with baseball, of 
course. Torre, part-owner of the talented 
handicap horse Game On Dude, made 
the time for a rare first-hand look at his 
famous gelding in action. 

Torre missed Game On Dude’s record¬ 
setting romp in the Grade 1 Santa Anita 
Handicap in March, and he wasn’t about 
to miss the Dude once more try to tackle 
the tight turns at Charles Town and bring 
home the $1 million winner’s pri 2 e. 

^ Well, I teU you, my heart was pumping 
just about the same,” Torre said, compar¬ 
ing Game On Dude’s gritty victory to 
managing in aU those World Series games. 
‘‘My heart was pumping. I mean, it’s a help¬ 
less feeling because you can’t do anything 
about it. You just watch. It’s sort of the 
same thing when [Yankees star reliever] 
Mariano Rivera goes out to the mound. 
You put your hands in your pockets and 
hope for the best.” 

The best is just what Torre, his fellow 
co-owners-Lanni Family Trust, Mercedes 
Stable LLC and Bernie Schiappa-and 
trainer Bob Baffert got from Game On 
Dude and jockey Mike Smith at Charles 
Town. Sent off as the overwhelming 
3-10 favorite in a star-studded six-horse 
field. Game On Dude worked every yard 
in the F/s-mile Classic before bringing 
home a half-length victory in a bla 2 ingly 
fast 1:49.93. That winning time, officially 
changed three days afterward following an 
initial clocking of 1:52.27, was just .07 sec¬ 
onds off the stakes record and .17 seconds 
off the track record for IVs miles, both 
held by track legend Researcher. 

Unlike his intimidating victory at Santa 
Anita, Game On Dude’s win in the Grade 
2 Charles Town Classic was more about 
grit and determination than overwhelming 
speed and ability. 

“He had a bit of trouble handling the 
surface today; he was shpping on it espe¬ 


cially around the turns,” Smith said. “He’s 
not used to those tighter turns.” 

The 6-year-old Game On Dude, who 
seemed to handle Charles Town just fine 
in his previous visit to the track two years 
before-a second in the Classic to Duke of 
Mischief-didn’t respond nearly so favor¬ 
ably to the surface in his return visit. 

“He didn’t hke the track, that’s what 
[Smith] said,” Torre said. “But his heart 
got him there.” 

The trouble for the California-based 
Awesome Again gelding originated back at 
Santa Anita Park, where he tore up his right 
front foot after losing a shoe in the Santa 
Anita Handicap. That prompted Baffert to 
switch to plastic shoes without toe grabs 
for Charles Town, which didn’t do Game 
On Dude’s footing any favors. 

TOP-FLIGHT FIELD 

Still, the race seemed to set up favor¬ 
ably for Game On Dude, whose bhstering 
speed appeared tailor-made for the fast 
track. Game On Dude’s toughest competi¬ 
tion figured to be Clubhouse Ride, who 
shared a flight into nearby Martinsburg, 
W.Va., as part of a four-horse contingent 
that marked the first time Thoroughbreds 
were flown into the Eastern Panhandle for 
a race at Charles Town. That was a nice bit 
of history, but Game On Dude’s connec¬ 
tions were seeking a bit more from the trip 
to the Mountaineer State. 

Along with Clubhouse Ride, a distant 
second in the Big ’Cap but stiU a qual¬ 
ity opponent, multiple Grade 1 stakes 
winner Ron the Greek loomed as a dan¬ 
gerous rival. Ron the Greek, winner of 
the 2012 Big ’Cap and Stephen Foster 
Handicap, fi 22 led at Santa Anita in March 
but wasn’t far removed from a dominating 
llH-length victory in this year’s Sunshine 
Millions Classic Stakes at Gulfstream Park. 
With Hall of Fame trainer Bill Mott calling 
the shots, Ron the Greek certainly couldn’t 
be counted out as a challenger at Charles 
Town, and went off as the 4-1 second 
choice. 

Then there was the defending cham¬ 
pion, tough-as-nails Caixa Eletronica, an 
8-year-old with the versatility many con¬ 
sidered crucial to success in the three-turn 
Classic. Trained by Todd Pletcher, Caixa 


Eletronica humbled a strong Classic field 
in 2012 by 3 lengths. Could he do the same 
against the aforementioned trio of Grade 
1 runners? 

Pletcher hoped to even the odds a bit, 
that much was obvious from his three- 
horse entry of Caixa Eletronica, along 
with speedy stablemates Mordi’s Miracle 
and Percussion. Even the late scratch of 
Mordi’s Miracle, thought to represent the 
only real speed to rival Game On Dude, 
didn’t seem to alter Pletcher’s plans. 

At the break, Kendrick Carmouche shot 
to the front aboard Percussion. It was an 
ambush, pure and simple, with the longshot 
serving as the rabbit designed to wear out 
Game On Dude in anticipation of a closing 
finish by Caixa Eletronica and jockey Javier 
Castellano. 

Game On Dude didn’t take the bait, not 
fuUy anyway. 

Smith let Percussion maintain a lead of 
about a length and change through a mod¬ 
est first quarter in :24.12, then eased Game 
On Dude ahead down the backstretch to 
put away the upstart. Nearing the half-mile 
pole. Game On Dude looked well on his 
way to doing just that as he pulled within a 
half length and gaining. 

This was aU positive, from Torre’s van¬ 
tage. Not so encouraging was the sight of 
Clubhouse Ride and Ron the Greek rapidly 
moving up. 

“He was sitting pretty good, but it 
looked like he was struggling a tittle bit,” 
Torre said. “Normally when you get that 
close to the lead, he’s got a pretty good 
shot. But they made him work for it today.” 

Smith swung Game On Dude to 
the outside as they slid past Percussion 
near the quarter pole (after a half-mile in 
:47.43 and three-quarters in 1:11.32), but 
Clubhouse Ride and Ron the Greek were 
still coming. A rough trip cost Ron the 
Greek and jockey Jose Le 2 cano. Although 
the 6-year-old was plenty game and gain¬ 
ing ground even down the stretch, a bump 
from Caixa Eletronica and resulting pinch 
back near the start simply left too much 
ground to cover. 

That left Clubhouse Ride, who made 
it apparent Game On Dude would have 
no repeat of his smooth Santa Anita trip. 
Coming from the outside heading into the 
upper stretch. Clubhouse Ride and jockey 
Garrett Gome 2 had Game On Dude in 
their sights. With Ron the Greek tucked in 
along the rail. Smith had limited options 
for movement, so he didn’t. Game On 
Dude briefly drifted a bit down the stretch, 
but dug in under Smith’s urging and main-

tained his lead aU the way to the wire for a 
hard-fought victory 

‘‘He’s just a workhorse ” Smith said. “He 
does everything. He runs over everything.” 

Torre took it aU in, every nervous sec¬ 
ond of it. 

“He got out aU right,” Torre said. “He 
sat where he wanted to. And then the 
thing, I don’t want to say concerned me, 
but surprised me, is when he started taking 
the lead going around the back and he was 
getting tested again. When he came around 
the top of the stretch, he looked like he 
was working really hard.” 

Clubhouse Ride settled for second and 
Ron the Greek rallied to finish a nose back 
in third. The 13th victory from 25 starts 
for Game On Dude increased his career 
earnings to $4,702,158. It was a remarkable 
collection of talent at Charles Town for the 
Classic, which has rapidly moved from an 
ungraded stakes race to Grade 2 in just five 
years and is now ideally situated, in terms 
of purse si 2 e and talent, to make the jump 
to Grade 1 status perhaps as soon as next 
year. Track officials had little to say on the 
subject, but the star-studded cast crossing 
the wire for the big money is bound to 
bolster any case they care to make. 

WINNER’S SPOILS 

In the winner’s circle, Torre happily 
snapped photos of his stable star before 
Baffert’s assistant trainer, Jim Barnes, 
coaxed him into leading Game On Dude 
to the trophy presentation. 

“That’s a big ballplayer right there, that 
big athlete,” Torre said. “But I was excited, 
more so than nervous. That was a lot of 
fun for me. 

“I missed him at Santa Anita because 
I was managing Team USA in Phoenix, 
so I couldn’t get there. I wasn’t doing any 
managing, so I sort of wrote my schedule 
so I could be here.” 

Torre said he’s only seen Game On 
Dude run in person “four or five times,” 
and it was Torre’s first-ever visit to Charles 
Town, which he described as “really cool.” 
Taking home a share of that $1.5 million 
purse might well have improved Torre’s 
impression of the track. 

“Mike Smith has such a great relation¬ 
ship with Dude,” Torre said. “He backed 
him out—you know, he just wasn’t com¬ 
fortable-and got back in. He’s a terrific 
jock, and you know I’ve known Mikey a 
long time. It was exciting being here. Trust 
me.” ^

Follow the Money 

Trainer Figgins benefits from scratch 
of Grade 1 winner, takes Sugar Mapie

O n a night when unprecedented 
money was flowing into the bet¬ 
ting windows at Hollywood Casino 
at Charles Town Races, OlHe Figgins III 
made sure that a sizeable chunk of that 
cash stayed local. 

The celebrated Game On Dude head¬ 
lined the April 20 feature, the fifth run¬ 
ning of the $1.5-miIlion Charles Town 
Classic Stakes-G2, and the wagering was 
never better at Charles Town as the track 
shattered the previous handle record on a 
single card by nearly $1 million with an all¬ 
sources figure of $4,398,984. 

The star-smdded Classic drew a major¬ 
ity of the buzz, but Figgins was looking 
forward to a big night of his own thanks 
to the $200,000 Sugar Maple Stakes, an 
ungraded stakes for older females that 
served as the lead-up to the main event. 


Figgins could see that the track was setting 
up for speed, and he determined early on 
that his 4-year-old filly Dance to Bristol 
needed a bit more urgency to get into posi¬ 
tion in the 7-furlong race. 

Figgins knows the tight three-turn dis¬ 
tance all too well, and he instructed jockey 
Xavier Perez to be a bit more insistent with 
the Kentucky-bred by Speightstown. 

^Hhafs whey we kind of pushed it,” 
Figgins said. ‘‘Usually we just let her break 
and get comfortable. Today we just kind of 
told him to get as close as he could without 
absolutely, flat asking her.” 

Perez did as told and allowed Dance to 
Bristol to briefly stalk the pace set by lead¬ 
ers Dangerous Vixen and Holiday Soiree. 
Perez was determined not to let the leaders 
get too far away, and surged to the front on 
the outside going into the final turn. 


“We saw the track was holding speed a 
Httie bit, and the No. 3 (Dangerous Vixen) 
and 1 (Holiday Soiree) were showing a Htde 
bit of speed,” Perez said. “She broke good. 
We just stayed off the No. 1 horse, right 
really close. I did what my trainer told me 
to do today and she just responded and did 
it easy, like it was no problem for her. 

“. . . She’s really game, man. When she’s 
engaged in those kind of competitions, she 
gets bigger than them. I just let her do her 
thing. As soon as she let me know she was 
ready, I just let her roll. Down the three- 
eighths, when we eyeballed the other horse, 
the No. 1,1 knew she was ready to go and 
she did. It was really impressive.” 

Impressive is right. With Perez hand- 
hding entering the stretch. Dance to Bristol 
opened up and roared to the wire for a daz¬ 
zling 9-length victory as the odds-on favor¬ 
ite. She completed the distance in 1:23.78. 

“I was really happy with her,” Figgins 
said. “I was really happy with the way she 
broke and the position we had. I asked him 
just to move a bit sooner than you normal¬ 
ly would on a mile racetrack here because 
the turns are a little bit sharp. That’s kind 
of what I had in my mind. Going into the 
turn, it looked like she just handled every¬ 
thing tonight.” 

One opponent Dance to Bristol didn’t 
have to handle was Bob Baffert’s Grade 
1 -winning filly Book Review, who scratched 
after coming in from California with an 
elevated white blood cell count. Knowing 
Book Review would be lining up at the gate 
was enough to give Figgins pause, and he 
also opted against taking Dance to Bristol 
to challenge Bold Affair in the Prim one tta 
Stakes (worth $75,000). He finally decided 
to take his shot in the Sugar Maple. 

“Both races had a tough horse,” Figgins 
said. “We had Bold Affair at Pimlico and 
then Baffert’s filly here. It was just a math¬ 
ematical thing-more money.” 

Still, Figgins didn’t exactiy shed any 
tears when he learned that Book Review 
wouldn’t be running. 

“You’ve got to be pleased with that,” 
Figgins said. “She’s a graded stakes horse. 
That class is tough to beat.” 

Holiday Soiree held on for second 
under jockey Kendrick Carmouche, and 
jockey Erick Ramirez got Bayonne up for 
third. 

WORTH THE TRIP 

Jockey Jose Lezcano enjoyed a memor¬ 
able-not to mention strenuous-28th 
birthday at Charles Town. 
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Le 2 cano's day started in Lexington, Ky, 
where he rode in the fourth and sixth races 
at Keeneland Race Course. Then it was 
off to the airport for his first-ever trip to 
Charles Town to hde three races on Classic 
night. His first time out, in the $85,000 
Robert Hilton Memorial Stakes, made the 
trip well worth the effort. 

Riding favored Free World for trainer 
Tom Amoss and owner Maggi Moss in the 
7-furlong test, Lezcano appeared every bit 
the track veteran as he calmly helped the 
3-year-old son of Stormy Atlantic shake 
off an early bump to move into posi¬ 
tion along the rail for an impressive drive 
to the victory. Free World, also making 
his Charles Town debut, beat runner-up 
Honour the Vow by GV 2 lengths in 1:24.95. 

‘dt was very good,’’ Le 2 cano said, ‘d 
was very confident and happy. He really 
opened it up.” 

MCMAHON DUO ROLLS 

The combination of trainer Hugh 
McMahon and jockey J.D. Acosta proved 
unbeatable on Classic night-right out of 
the gate. McMahon and Acosta teamed to 
bring home victories in two sprint races, 
getting bhstering performances each time. 
In the $35,000 Classic Distaff Handicap, 
Florida-bred mare Joyous Music gave 
Acosta a wild trip. Acosta had never before 
been on the Bellamy Road mare, and soon 
discovered that the willful 5-year-old sim¬ 
ply didn’t want to let up, at all. 

“Oh my gosh! I knew she was quick 
because I rode against her hke a million 
times,” Acosta said. “The thing was, I really 
tried to hold her and not let her go too 
fast in the beginning. I’m glad I held her 
because she went (:21.33) and (:44.41). So 
I felt Hke I gave her a Httie bit of breathing 
room, she’d have gone out too fast. And I 
was scared because I knew she’d have to 
slow down. With a horse Hke that at 4y2 
[furlongs], you have to slow down. But she 
kept going. I looked back and I didn’t want 
to abuse her, so I let her keep going at her 
own pace.” 

Joyous Music knew what she was doing, 
and easily held on for a 2 y 2 -length win in 
a bla 2 ing :50.79. David A. Ross Racing 
Stable LLC owns Joyous Music, the 2.10-1 
sHght second choice. 

Acosta and McMahon were back at 
it in the $50,000 Webb Snyder Charles 
Town Dash Handicap. With track-record 
holder Immortal Eyes back for anoth¬ 
er go, McMahon knew his 4-year-old 
Speights town colt Fearsome best get to the 
front quickly to beat the dominant favorite.

“If youVe got a speed horse and you 
can get an unpressured lead, that’s half the 
bathe,” McMahon said. “They’re usually 
erratic with their breathing and stuff as 
well, you know, and that pressure intensi¬ 
fies it. But if they can get an unpressured 
lead they can relax, take a breath, get a Htde 
bit of a break-they can get another gear, 
you know. And that’s how it worked out for 
both of those today.” 

Acosta tucked Fearsome along the rail, 
drew clear and widened for a surpris¬ 
ingly unmolested trip. Immortal Eyes, with 
jockey Travis Dunkelberger aboard, was 
indeed making a late charge despite a 
horrible trip-first checked near the three- 
eighths pole, the 8-year-old had to circle 
six wide around the far turn to get back 
into position. 

“He’s got a hunger to win, that horse,” 
McMahon said of Immortal Eyes. “No, 
you can’t underestimate that old guy.” 

Acosta, who finished the night aboard 
four winners, said Fearsome needed Httie 
urging-more suggesting, reaUy. 

“I really tried to just hold him a little bit, 
try to get a Httie bit of breathing,” Acosta 
said. “Actually he just finished so strong in 
the end. . . he didn’t Hke to get hit. I just 
show him the stick. I don’t hit him.” 

Fearsome, owned by Winners Circle 
Farmers X, scored a scorching winning 
time of :50.67 in his stakes debut. His next 


spot was still up in the air, according to 
McMahon. 

“We’U have to drop back and punt 
right now,” McMahon said. “I mean, obvi¬ 
ously we’ve got to be 5 furlongs and under, 
which you’re very Hmited with him because 
he comes with speed but he turns and 
burns. 

“He’s just very rushed, very racy.” 

MORE STAKES ACTION 

H Charles Town’s local star, 4-year-old 
Lucy’s Bob Boy, also made a soHd impres¬ 
sion on Classic race night. It was hoped 
that the dominant state-bred Flatter geld¬ 
ing might take a shot at the big race and 
was indeed among the nominees. Instead, 
owner Michael Furr and trainer Sandra 
Dono elected to perhaps wait a year on 
that race and go for the easier money in the 
$50,000 Confucius Say Stakes at 7 furlongs. 

Restricted to state-breds, the field didn’t 
seem to offer much of a challenge for the 
1-10 favorite. It wasn’t, as Lucy’s Bob Boy 
waltzed to a 5-length win with a smooth 
trip along the rail under jockey Gustavo 
Larrosa. The Confucius Say was the geld¬ 
ing’s ninth win in his last 10 starts. 

H A Httie bump and a bit of company 
didn’t bother the formerly excitable Down 
Town Allen in the least during the $50,000 
Original Gold Stakes. Once a determined 
front-runner, the state-bred 6-year-old 
Windsor Castle mare has meUowed over 


the years. Last year’s impressive campaign 
of four wins in six starts proved that 
Down Town AHen has more than regained 
the promise of her youth. 

“She’s a lot better,” breeder, owner and 
trainer John A. Casey said. “When she was 
younger, you couldn’t hold her. She had 
one dimension. Now she’s a lot better. Age 
might’ve helped her. It slows aU of us 
down, doesn’t it?” 

McGowan would agree after another 
soHd trip aboard the dependably strong 
mare. Taking on state-bred competition 
in the 7-furlong test, Down Town AHen 
handled any potential difficulties—includ¬ 
ing close racing with runner-up Autumn 
Affair and third-place finisher Runaway 
Brae—with her new found aplomb to win 
by 3y2 lengths. 

“Even then, I kind of set my hands 
down and relaxed her,” McGowan said, 
^^ou know, it’s funny—in her 2-year-old 
and 3-year-old years, that would’ve burned 
her out. She would’ve gotten really aggres¬ 
sive. Now, just in the last two years. I’ve 
been able to relax her and she doesn’t mind 
that horse being next to her.” 

H Tim Grams knows better than to fool 
with what works, an admirable trait that 
led to a nice payday in the $35,000 Arbor 
Day Handicap. 

Esporon, a 6-year-old Ontario-bred 
Officer gelding who has never lost in six 
starts at Charles Town, was making just his 
second start under Grams’ tutelage after 
being claimed for $25,000 in March by 
owner Dallas Delorme. Grams kept Erik 
Ramirez on as his rider and frankly tried to 
change as Httie as possible. 

‘Aeah, he’s worked out pretty good,” 
Grams said. “I was just hoping that we 
could continue to do as good as the previ¬ 
ous guy did. That’s a tough job. 

“The horse, he’s a classy horse, you 
don’t have to be too smart to train him. So 
I fit the biU perfect.” 

Ramirez and Esporon made Grams look 
Hke a genius once more with 2y4-length vic¬ 
tory in the IVie-mile event, making it six 
straight for the gelding. Grams plans to 
keep on doing what he’s been doing-tin¬ 
kering as Httie as possible with something 
that’s obviously working just fine. 

“No sense changing anything, right?,” 
Grams said. “And Erik’s a good guy. He 
rides a Httie bit for us. He came out and 
worked him one day. I asked him if he’d 
come out and work him and he said, A'ou 
bet, I love that horse.’ The horse reaUy 
responded to him.” W

Hefty Returns 

Maryland-bred Pennsylvania standout 
Hello Lover proves shrewd claim for Reid

W hen Butch Reid decided to drop a 
claim slip for the 6-year-old Hello 
Lover in January 2012, htde did he 
reali 2 e that his $7,500 investment would 
pay so many dividends within the next 12 
months. 

The Not For Love gelding won eight 
races for Reid and new owners Kasey K 
Racing Stable and Brier Creek Farm LLC, 
and nine overall from 17 starts. He also 
racked up more than $300,000 in earnings. 

He placed in three stakes, including the 
Grade 3 Greenwood Cup in July and back- 
to-back tries in December. At season’s end, 
HeUo Lover was voted Parx Racing’s Horse 
of the Year and also earned the leading 
older gelding, winningest horse, claiming 
horse and outstanding claim of the year 
prizes from the Pennsylvania Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Association. 


“He’s such an honest horse,” said Reid. 
“He’s fun to be around and he’s a pleasure 
to train. He’s also the smartest horse Fve 
ever trained in 30 years. He bucks and 
squeals, even at age 7.” 

Reid said that Hello Lover encountered 
some soundness issues in the past, but 
indicated they’re behind him now and is 
looking forward to another profitable sea¬ 
son in 2013. Hello Lover, bred in Maryland 
by Linda Newton out of the Secret Hello 
mare Chemise, has won 12 of 31 career 
starts and earned $399,055. 

Other Parx awards went to Res Judicata 
(2-year-old male). Doubled (2-year-old 
fiUy), Well Spelled (3-year-old male). Spring 
Dance (3-year-old filly) and Winning 
Image (older mare). Individual prizes went 
to Phil Aristone (trainer). Jack Armstrong 


(owner), Angel Arroyo (jockey) and Angel 
Suarez (apprentice). 

DEMASI GETS 1,000TH VICTORY 

Kate DeMasi’s 1,000th winner as a 
trainer didn’t come complete with a lot of 
pomp and circumstance in the winner’s cir¬ 
cle, as is usually the norm for most career 
milestones. In fact, DeMasi wasn’t even 
at Penn National Race Course when the 
big event occurred. She was out of town 
attending a meeting through her work as 
a trainer/director for the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, 
which represents owners and trainers at 
Parx Racing. The event was so low-key that 
even Equibase failed to acknowledge it in 
emails to the racing community. 

It was Pewter Stable LLC’s Forestry 
gelding No La Hace who gave DeMasi her 
landmark event, leading all the way in the 
fifth race Dec. 1, 2012, as the heavy favor¬ 
ite under jockey Angel Suarez. 

“I didn’t even know I was approaching 
1,000 wins, but it’s a wonderful feeling and 
I can’t thank everyone enough for help¬ 
ing me get there,” said DeMasi, who lives 
with her husband, Greg, in MuUica Hill, 
N.J. Together they operate Pewter Stable, 
which offers racing and claiming partner¬ 
ships, plus pinhooking ventures at all major 
sales. 

The former assistant to the late Richard 
“Dickie” Dutrow in Maryland, DeMasi 
won with the first horse she saddled in 
1984, and consistently ranks among the 
top conditioners at Parx Racing. 

Among her personal favorite horses 
is Merry Princess, a multiple stakes win¬ 
ner of $319,164. The daughter of Polish 
Numbers is now a broodmare for the 
DeMasis, who often foal their mares in 
Pennsylvania to take advantage of the 
state’s breeding program. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

H A muddy track reduced the field for the 
$75,000 Langhorne Stakes March 26 from 
six to four, and Stony Brook Stables’ Irish 
Exchange turned the dLa-furlong affair into 
a romp, rolling from off the pace to win by 
^/a lengths over Los Ojitos. 

The Langhorne was the stakes debut for 
Irish Exchange, a Maryland-bred daughter 
of Exchange Rate. Bred by At Last Farm 
LLC, she is a half-sister to stakes winner 
Sterhng Vow; her dam, the Silver Deputy 
mare Silver N Satin, is a half-sister to grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning millionaire Candid Glen. 

Irish Exchange also capped a good 
run for trainer Guadalupe Preciado, who 
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enjoyed a productive spring with 26 win¬ 
ners at Parx through April 23, the last live 
program before the track took a brief 
hiatus for the grassy Atlantic City Race 
Course meeting in New Jersey 

Preciado's win total was only one less 
than leader Scott Lake, but his purse earn¬ 
ings of $832,443 led aU other conditioners 
at Parx. 

Preciado handles a string for West Point 
Thoroughbreds, and saddled Quality Lass 
to victory April 7 in a $48,000 allowance 
test at 5y2 furlongs. West Point purchased 
the Ontario-bred filly by Exclusive Quahty 
for $82,000 at the 2011 OBS March sale of 
selected 2-year-olds in training. She began 
her career at Woodbine, where she broke 
her maiden in her second start. Prior to 
arriving in Preciado’s barn she also placed 
in a fiUy division of the OBS Sprint Stakes. 

H JAG Racing and Jettany Thoroughbred 
Corp.'s Believe in Fun became the first 
winner for his late sire Barbican when 
he broke his maiden in a 7-furlong event 
April 6. 

The 3-year-old out of Pd Believe, by 
Ide, was ridden by Kyle Frey and trained 
by Mike Petro. Frey, winner of the Eclipse 
Award as outstanding apprentice in 2011, 
recently remrned to Parx after a stint at 
Golden Gate Fields. 

Barbican, by A.P Indy out of the Mr. 
Prospector mare Colour Chart, stood at 
Xanthus Farm in Gettysburg, Pa., and 
sired 27 foals before his untimely death. 
Xanthus is also the breeder of Believe in 
Fun. 

H The Lyman Handicap and Foxy J. G. 
Stakes, a pair of $75,000 added-money 
races at 7 furlongs for Pennsylvania-breds, 
spiced up the April 13 card. 

Taking the Lyman Handicap was 
Briardale Stable's Tujoes, a 6-year-old geld¬ 
ing by Oratory out of Mrs. Vanderbilt, 
by Citidancer, bred by Barbara Brown. 
His dam is a half-sister to stakes win¬ 
ner Sagamoon. Tujoes defeated a salty 
group in the Lyman, including Arlo, Sloane 
Ranger and Layers, and was ridden by John 
Bisono for trainer Steve Klesaris. 

The Lyman was the gelding's second 
stakes win. He captured the restricted 
Roanoke Stakes and placed in the Maryland 
Million Classic Stakes last season. 

In the Foxy J. G., ViUette triumphed 
by 2^2 lengths over Lisa Stannard and 
in the process collected the first stakes 
of her 11-race career. Trained by John 
Servis for owner Virginiana and ridden by 
Stewart EUiott, the 4-year-old Petionville

fiUy upped her career bankroll to $217,590 
with the victory with her fifth victory in 
11 starts. 

Bred by Jon Marshall, ViUette is out of 
the unraced Unbridled mare Untangled 
and is a fuU-sister to stakes winner and 
$210,291-earner Political Web and stakes- 
placed No Easy Answer and a half-sister 
to Panamanian champion Full and s takes- 
placed Co 22 en Vinny. 

H Speaking of Servis, one of the first 
horses who put him on the national stage 
was the fiUy Jostle, whom he trained for 
Fox HiU Farms for all but one race of her 
20-start career. The daughter of Brocco 
was a multiple stakes-winning millionaire, 
capmring the Grade 1 Alabama Stakes and 



ViUette picked up her first stakes score in 
the Foxy J. G. for trainer John Servis. 

Coaching Club American Oaks, among 
others. 

WhUe Fox HiU no longer owns Jostle, 
having sold her at the tail end of her 
racing days, Servis is fortunate to train 
her best son, the 4-year-old Lawyer Ron 
colt Adirondack King, a stakes win¬ 
ner of $227,664 for owner MarchFore 
Thoroughbreds.

New Success 

Leading trainer Lake finding victories 
as breeder in Pennsylvania program

to become a breeder of winners as well. 


F rom humble beginnings in the Blue 
Mountains of central Pennsylvania, 
where he won his first race at Penn 
National Race Course in June 1987, Scott 
Lake has become one of Thoroughbred 
racing’s leading trainers by wins. 

Lake ranked sixth on the aU-time list by 
wins through the end of April, with more 
than 5,320 victories. Four times since 2000 
he won the national training tide for most 
wins in a single season, with several hun¬ 
dred horses stabled at tracks up and down 
the East Coast. Most think of Lake as a 
training force, but he also quiedy moon¬ 
lights as a breeder. 

Lake’s involvement as a breeder the 
last few years is through the Pennsylvania 
program, which became one of the most 
lucradve in the country thanks to the infu¬ 
sion of slots revenue. And just like his 
training career. Lake has been successful as 
a breeder, both solely and in partnership. 
One of his solo ventures, Fivefourthree- 
twone, collected his fifth victory Apnl 5 
when he dominated four rivals in a 6-fur- 
long $34,720 allowance. 


The 4-year-old Outflanker gelding 
boosted his career bankroll to $181,733 
with the win. Making those numbers even 
sweeter for Lake is the fact that he owns 
the gelding in the name of his Home Team 
Stables, so he earns owner and breeder 
awards for dnishing first through third at 
Pennsylvania racetracks. 

According to the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Associadon’s website, Fivefour- 
threetwoone earned $21,955 in breeder 
awards and $10,936 in owner awards in 
2012 . 

Fivefourthreetwone is out of the A. P 
Jet mare Bella Rouge, one of two mares 
that Lake keeps at Glenn and Becky Brok’s 
Diamond B Farm in MohrsviUe, Pa. 

claimed Bella Rouge for $35,000 at 
Aqueduct [in 2004],” said Lake. ‘‘She made 
three starts for me, finishing second each 
dme, but she got hurt in her last race. She 
wasn’t cheap, so I decided to breed her.” 

Lake said that he chose Outflanker, who 
stands at Shamrock Farm in Woodbine, 
Md., because of the versadlity of his 
progeny. 

“He sires horses that can go long or 
short, turf or dirt, you name it,” Lake said. 
“I thought he would be a great match for 
Bella Rouge.” 

Lake said that he usually does not get 
a good look at the horses he breeds until 
they arrive in his shedrow after getting their 
schooling at Endeavor Bloodstock near 
Morristown, Fla. He does remember Glenn 
Brok calling while Fivefourthreetwone was 
stiU at Diamond B and telling him, “You 
need to see him. . . he’s beautiful.” 

Lake fielded an offer once Fivefour¬ 
threetwone was in training at Parx but 
decided to hang on to the gelding. He 
broke his maiden last February at Penn 
National, and also captured an allowance 
at Presque Isle Downs over the Tapeta 
surface. 

The first foal to race from Bella Rouge 
was Big Tree Fall Hard, a 2008 son of 


Gators N Bears who won twice and earned 
$33,758. Fivefourthreetwone has been her 
leading earner to date and she is also the 
dam of a yearling colt by Talent Search. 
She recently produced a foal by that same 
sire and will be bred to Mad Flatter, who 
stands at Diamond B. 

In partnership with Barry McCarty, 
Lake has also bred McCarty, a 7-year-old 
Sunday Break (Jpn) gelding with seven 
wins and $237,747 in earnings. McCarty 
is out of the Pilgrim mare Dancing Fluer, 
who is also boarded at Diamond B, and has 
a yearling colt by Talent Search. Dancing 
Fluer won 12 races during her career and 
earned $161,611. 

Lake acknowledges that the breeding 
business is a much bigger roll of the dice 
than the training business, but said, “I’ve 
gotten lucky. And the Pennsylvania pro¬ 
gram is great.” 

FAMILY MAHERS 

When James M. Courtney’s Power 
of Snunner made her somewhat delayed 
debut Feb. 15, the 3-year-old fiUy had big 
horseshoes to fill. 

Her year-older half-sister. Spring Dance, 
enjoyed a strong season in 2012 with a vic¬ 
tory in the $75,000 Dr. Teresa Garofalo 
Memorial Stakes at Parx and a runner-up 
finish in the $100,000 Maryland Million 
Oaks at Laurel Park. The Dance With 
Ravens fiUy won three of her five starts 
and earned $129,180. 

But despite being weU-backed at the 
windows in her debut. Power of Snunner 
encountered a rough trip and settied for 
third. The Power by Far fiUy followed that 
up with two more second-place finishes 
before gettting her first win in her fourth 
start on April 11, a $34,800 maiden special 
weight. 

Tim Kreiser, who also trains Spring 
Dance, said the half-sisters are very much 
ahke. 

“They both have the same tempera¬ 
ment—they’re very quiet and calm, good to 
work with,” he said. “Conformation-wise, 
Power of Snunner is lankier, with longer 
legs. She may eventually want to go two- 
turns.” 

Spring Dance’s 2013 return was delayed, 
Kreiser said, due to a slight physical issue. 
She will eventually rejoin his stable again 
later this year. She was turned out at AUen 
and Audrey Murray’s Murmur Farm in 
Darlington, Md., after her 2012 finale, 
which was a win in a Dec. 10 allowance 
test at Parx. 
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Kreiser said that 80-year-old Courtney, 
the owner and breeder of Spring Dance 
and Power of Snunner who hves in 
Monkton, Md., has never seen either filly 
due to being visually impaired. 

^‘He comes to the track when they race, 
but only listens,” said Kreiser. 

Snunner, the dam of both fillies, is a 
daughter of Yarrow Brae. Also bred by 
Courtney, she was a hard-hitting allowance 
type racing primarily at Charles Town dur¬ 
ing her career. She is the dam of a 2-year- 
old fuU-brother to Power of Snunner 
named Powerful Sun. 

Snunner was sold by Courtney, who is 
‘‘getting out of the breeding business,” said 
Kreiser, and produced a colt by Jump Start 


April 3 in Maryland for her new owner, 
James Bryant. 

Another of Courtney’s homebred stars 
from last year. Relay BiU, is also gearing 
up for his 2013 campaign. A 17-hand son 
of Dance With Ravens, Relay BiU won the 
$100,000 Capital City Stakes in his first 
start on turf for Kreiser last August. He 
made four starts last year at 3, winning 
twice and finishing second once. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

Nepal stood for many years at Upland 
Springs Farm in Chester County, Pa., 
and was a favorite of his owner. Heather 
Hunter. The son of national leading sire 
Raja Baba, a graded stakes winner by 


Bold Ruler who equaled track records at 
Gulfstream Park and Hialeah Park in 1985, 
Nepal died in 2003, much to Hunter’s great 
sadness. 

Nepal, however, Uves on in many of 
the horses that Hunter has bred since then, 
including Heart of Nepal, who capmred a 
$35,000 aUowance race April 11, in which 
he prevaUed by three-quarters of a length 
over favored One Fast Sarava. 

A 6-year-old gelding by Lion Hearted 
out of Nepal’s daughter Speeches Nepal, 
Heart of Nepal was bred by Hunter and 
her husband, FE. “Tuck” Hunter, and is 
trained by Tuck. The April victory was 
Heart of Nepal second from six career 
starts. ^ 



POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAG? 

It is a political action committee formed by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. The PAC 
solicits voluntary contributions from individuals 
or corporations to support issues or assist selected 
candidates for public office in the state of Maryland 
who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is 
horse racing, an industry which is closely regulated 
by state government. In addition, while not 
well understood, horse breeding is an especially 
important segment of Maryland agriculture. The 
economic well-being of racing and breeding is 
very much a function of the political process. It 
is essential to the health of our industry that we 
educate our elected official and support those who 
work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through 
its treasurer which are then disbursed to candidates 
or spent supporting issues as selected by a committee 
headed by the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative 
Committee. Any administrative expense will be paid 
by the MHBA. Reports of PAC contributions must be 
filed with the State Administrative Board of Election 
Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than 
$4,000 to a single candidate or more than $10,000 to 
all candidates in any given four-year election cycle. 
Any contribution to the PAC must be included in 
your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your 
state tax returns but federal law permits a credit of 
50 percent on total political contributions up to a $50 
credit (for a $100 contribution) on individual returns, 
and a $100 credit (for a $200 contribution) on joint 
returns. Political contributions are not deductible 
business expenses.

A Wild Run 

Spicer Cub creates buzz on track, web; 
stakes star Bold Affair goes out a winner

T he fantastic Maryland-bred million¬ 
aire Broad Brush owned a reputation 
for being a head case, and showed it 
off emphatically in the 1986 Pennsylvania 
Derby-G2 when he bolted to the far out¬ 
side at the quarter pole before coming back 
to win the race. Another Maryland-bred, 
Spicer Cub, may have rivaled the legend in 
terms of quirkiness. 

David Butts’ Spicer Cub became an 
instant Internet sensation April 13 when 
his antics in a maiden claiming race at 
Pimlico Race Course went viral. With 
Xavier Perez aboard, he bolted twice, at 
the five-sixteenths pole and then the three- 
sixteenths pole while racing on the lead, 
and followed that up by taking a detour 
through a narrow gap between the parked 
starting gate and the outside rail. 

After aU of that Spicer Club, who had 
Perez’s hands wrapped in his mane because 
the rider had lost his irons along the way, 
pointed for the wire and finished with a 
flourish, charging through the lane to miss 
by just a nose to Turbin. 

‘Tt’s certainly one of more bizarre 
things I’ve seen in racing,” said the horse’s 
veteran trainer Mary Eppler. ‘‘Why did 
he do that? I don’t know. He’s never 
done anything like that before. He’s never 
bolted. He’s done some silly things in the 
mornings, but he’s never done anything 
unusual when he’s been breezing or in the 
afternoons during a race. X Man (Perez) 
had worked him probably five or six times 
prior to me even running him and he was 
perfect. He’s done some goofy things like 
he didn’t like the starting gate in the morn¬ 
ings. When we’d take him to the starting 
gate, he’d pull up to it and he would wheel. 
He’s dropped a couple of riders and stuff 
like that. At times, if he saw something, 
he’d take a couple of strides a path over, 
but he’s never out right bolted or done 
anything like that before.” 


It is a well-established fact that horses 
will shy away from shadows and that may 
be to blame in his case. Or maybe not. 

“X Man said to me after the race that 
the first time he bolted in the turn, he 
thought it was because there was a con¬ 
crete conduit where water can run down 
into the drain and there was water in it and 
the sun was shining on it, which produced 
this huge glare,” Eppler said. “And then 
after he got him straightened up, you can 
see that he just was not going to go any¬ 
where near the shadow of the starting gate. 
The other scenario is that he was never out 
in front by himself before, and he’s the 
type of horse who looks for things to get 
into. When the owner brought him into 
the barn he told me not to put anything 
close to him because he’ll chew it up. He’s 
already gone through a couple of halters.” 

Horse and rider escaped injury and 
came back unscathed from a potentially 
dangerous situation. Because horse and 
rider are fine and they were back out on the 
Pimlico surface by April 25 for a 5-furlong 
breeze in 1:04, the incident might even be 
termed an adventure. 

“They are both lucky. Very lucky,” 
Eppler said. “I had a splitting headache for 
24 hours afterward. My head was pound¬ 
ing and it got worse every time I thought 
about it. I am so grateful that X Man didn’t 
get hurt, and the horse, too. He didn’t have 
a nick, cut or bruise on him. If something 
would have happened, the jock is more 
important than the horse. It just scared the 
you-know-what out of me. To be there in 
person and see it as it was happening, it 
was just horrible. But the horse is fine.” 

Spicer Cub, a Louis Quatortze gelding 
out of the Carnivalay mare Carni’s Luck, 
was making his fifth start in 2013. It’s a 
safe bet that the next time he is in the post 
parade, some of his equipment will be 
changed. 


“I might put a shadow roll on him,” 
Eppler said. “There’s a set of blinkers that 
I got (after the incident) and they have 
screens. It’s a total cup but it’s screened 
and we’ve been putting that on him in the 
mornings. But again, in the mornings he’s 
been fine. In the afternoons, he’d been 
fine, until that happened.” 

Track announcer Dave Rodman, who 
has been behind the microphone in Mary¬ 
land for 22 years, said at the time that Spicer 
Cub’s race reminded him of the 2005 
Preakness Stakes. That’s when the crowd 
audibly gasped as Afleet Alex clipped heels 
and stumbled badly in the stretch and jock¬ 
ey Jeremy Rose almost went to the ground 
before they both gathered themselves and 
went on to victory. Rodman also recalled 
the 1999 Preakness day undercard stakes 
when a man ran onto the track and tried to 
punch the top-flight sprinter Artax. 

Rodman said that Spicer Cub’s race was 
even stranger than those. Perez agreed. 

“I have watched the replay many 
times with my fiance and I still cannot 
believe what happened. I am grateful to 
be here,” said Perez, a Maryland regular 
since September 2011. “The guys in the 
room were impressed. When I came back 
to the jocks room it was funny because 
nothing bad happened but Mary Eppler 
was apologizing to me, but this is part of 
the business. I had ridden him three times 
before and he never did anything like that 
before. He is a nice, kind horse.” 

BOLD AFFAIR WILL BE MISSED 

Two-time Maryland-bred champion 
Bold Affair went out a winner as she 
overcame trouble loading into the gate fol¬ 
lowed by a slow start to rally from off the 
pace in defense of her title in the $100,000 
Primonetta Stakes April 20 at Pimlico. 

The Charles Reed and Mike Zanella 
homebred, who captured her third con¬ 
secutive stakes race in Maryland in 2013 
and her ninth stakes score overall on 12 
wins from 19 starts, was retired after the 
Primonetta to be bred to 2004 Horse of 
the Year Ghostzapper. 

“It was time,” said trainer Howard 
Wolfendale. “She had some aches and 
pains, and either we would breed her now 
or wait until after the next race and then 
it would be too late. We didn’t want to do 
that.” 

In the Primonetta, the popular daughter 
of Two Punch out of the Colonial Affair 
mare Hunka Hunka Lori Z was dispatched 
at 1 -2 in the field of six older females going 
6 furlongs. 
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But instead of customarily setting the 
pace, she trailed the field early and was 
third with a half mile to run. She made her 
bid under Abel Castellano and it appeared 
she would reel in recent stakes winner 
Irish Exchange, a Parx Racing shipper who 
was on the lead in pursuit of her fourth 
straight win. Although Irish Exchange 
dug in gamely. Bold Affair ultimately 
proved best and won by a half length. 
Srumdiddlyumptious, sent in from New 
York, was another 2?4 lengths back in third. 

Bold Affair's connections initially said 
she would next make an attempt to defend 
her title in the $100,000 Skipat Stakes on 
the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes undercard 
May 17. Then plans changed. 

‘‘She's so big that she's been hard to 
keep sound aU this time," Wolfendale said. 
“It was just normal stuff, aches and pains, 
but nothing major." 

Bold Affair was the first horse that 
Wolfendale trained for Reed and ZaneUa 
and he said that he was grateful to them 
for the opportunity to have the 5-year-old 
mare in his barn. 

“I'm definitely going to miss her," he 
said. “She's special, she sure is, and she's 
been awful good to me, to say the least. 
Those kind don't come along too often. 

“She has an awful lot of heart in her. 
She's had issues from day one but when 
it was time to go, she always got her game 
face on and she was ready. Her record 
speaks for itself But believe me, there were 
a couple of races she should have won and 
would have won if she'd had a tittle better 
trip. She hates being down on the inside, 
and a couple of times she got trapped 
inside of horses. She wants to be outside 
and free, and when you're stuck down 
inside and have to be steadied, that's not 
her. She just wants to be out there." 

Bold Affair earned $719,540 and her 
trainer only cited one regret. 

“I wish I would have got a graded race 
in her," said Wolfendale, a multiple stakes- 
winning trainer who also lacks a graded 
stakes victory on his resume. “When she 
was coming up to the Fritchie (the Grade 
2 Barbara Fritchie Feb. 16 at Laurel Park), 
she just wasn't right and the track wasn't 
good and she's never liked an off track. 
I've never run her on an off-track and she 
didn't even tike to train on an off racetrack. 
The fact that she wasn't eating good and 
the way the track was, we skipped it and I 
think it was the best thing for her." 


Mike Zaneila and Chip Reed’s Bold Affair proved her class yet again with a repeat victory in 
the Primonetta Stakes, which turned out to be the final start for the Maryland-bred star. 


Lightly-raced Abstraction shipped in to take Pimlico’s Preakness prep, the Federico Tesio 
Stakes, as the heavy favorite for My Meadowview Farm and trainer David Carroll. 


STAKES ROUNDUP 

H My Meadowview Farm LLC's Abstrac¬ 
tion angled out for clear sailing late and 
spurted away to win the $75,000 Federico 
Tesio Stakes for 3-year-olds April 27. 

Leandro Goncalves rode the son of 
Pulpit for trainer David Carroll. After 
placing in his debut and winning in his 
second start at Fair Grounds, Abstraction 
was sent to post as the 4-5 favorite and 
Lived up to the billing, completing the 1 Ms 
miles in 1:46.16 and winning by 2V4 lengths 
over Heat Press, who nipped Rienzi for 


second. But the trip wasn't the easiest for 
the tightly-raced colt. 

“It was a tactical race, a jockey's race, 
there was nothing our jockey could do. . . 
being boxed in, the horse showed a lot 
of heart down there, he could have eas¬ 
ily backed up and he didn't," said Carroll. 
“I loved the way he hung in there, got 
bounced around and forced his way out, 
once he got clear, he was gone. I loved 
the way he finished up. How good he is, 
nobody knows. Potentially, he's a nice 
horse and hopefully he'll keep improving."

Jewel of a Cat halted a six-month layoff in style, getting her first stakes win in the 
Stormy Blues Stakes for trainer Ben Perkins Jr. and owners J & J Stable and GSP Stable. 


H PTK LLOs Daydreamin Grade swept 
to victory in the $50,000 Shine Again 
Stakes April 27, winning for trainer Dane 
Kobiskie and jockey Garry Cruise. 

The daughter of Domestic Dispute 
beat seven other Maryland-bred fillies and 
mares in the IMe-mile test for non-winners 
of a stakes. Daydreamin Gracie finished 8 
lengths ahead of Touch the Birds. 

The 34-year-old Cruise relocated to the 
mid-Atlantic last fall after spending the 
previous seven years riding at Woodbine 
and Fort Erie in Ontario. He and Kobiskie 
are longtime friends. Daydreamin Gracie 
won for the sixth time in her last eight 
starts and covered the distance in 1:46.30. 

H In the $75,000 Stormy Blues Stakes for 

3- year-old fillies also run April 20, trainer 
Ben Perkins Jr. successfully brought Jewel 
of a Cat back from a six-month layoff as 
she drew off to a 234-length victory as the 

4- 5 favorite. 

Originally carded on the turf, the 5-fur- 
long race was moved to the main track and 
the field was reduced to seven after three 
scratches. Under Chris DeCarlo, Jewel of a 
Cat assumed command at the head of the 
stretch and sprinted home. Ek Haseena 
was second while Sense of Reality took 
third. 

Owned by J & J Stables and GSP Stable, 
the Florida-bred filly by Wildcat Heir 
notched her first stakes score and upped 


her record to three wins and two seconds 
in five starts with earnings of $119,400. 
Perkins also trained Grade 1-winning sire 
Wildcat Heir. 

H The Henry S. Clark Stakes was also 
taken off the turf April 20, and Sylvia 
Heffs Eighttofasttocatch took home the 
bulk of the $100,000 purse, cruising to a 
front-running victory while besting four 
rivals in the field reduced from 16. 

Eighttofasttocatch, a 7-year-old Mary- 
land-bred gelding by Not for Love trained 
by Tim Keefe and ridden by Forest Boyce 
for the first time, kicked clear through the 
lane to win the U/ie-mile event by 5 lengths. 
Lubango finished second and Concealed 
Identity was third. 

Eighttofasttocatch won for the 12th 
time in 41 starts and increased his bank¬ 
roll to $645,430. Although he has won six 
stakes at Laurel, the Henry Clark was his 
first stakes score at Pimlico. 

Keefe ran the classy gelding in the 
Grade 2 Dixie Stakes and Grade 3 Pimlico 
Special Handicap over the last two years 
but indicated he will instead put him on 
target for the Maryland Million Classic 
Stakes in October at Laurel. 

H Perhaps ifs a twist of fate, but one sure¬ 
ly the connections of Ben’s Cat approve 
of after the 7-year-old King Leatherbury 
homebred became a four-time winner of 
the $75,000 Mister Di 2 Stakes for older 


Maryland-breds April 6. Mister DE was a 
Maryland-bred champion in four consecu¬ 
tive years, from 1968 to 1971. 

‘‘Four years in a row, that’s quite rare. 
He’s ama 2 ing,” said Leatherbury, who also 
trains the multiple graded stakes-winning 
son of Parker’s Storm Cat. 

Racing for the first time this year in the 
initial mrf race of the season at a Maryland 
track, Ben’s Cat performed as a 2-5 favorite 
should when he asserted dominance at 
the three-eighths pole and sprinted away 
from his five rivals under Julian Pimental 
to cover 5 furlongs over a firm course in 
:57.74. 

The fourth straight victory in the Mister 
Di 2 was the 20th win in 30 lifetime starts 
and 15th stakes victory for Ben’s Cat, who 
can also claim consecutive runnings of 
the Turf Monster Handicap at Parx the 
last two years, and three Maryland Million 
Turf Sprint Stakes in a row (2010-’12). The 
speedy grass specialist increased his bank¬ 
roll to $1,402,290. 

TOP RIDERS HURT 

Apprentice jockeys Yomar Orti 2 and 
Trevor McCarthy battled for leading rider 
honors at Laurel Park during the winter, 
but were both injured as the action shifted 
to Pimlico. 

McCarthy was good right out of the 
gate, winning six races during the meet’s 
opening week. The morning of April 11 
a horse wheeled during training hours and 
dropped McCarthy onto the track, where 
he landed in an awkward position that 
caused a broken left tibia that required 
surgery. 

“He went to Florida to visit his parents 
while he was recovering,” said Scott Silver, 
who handles the book for McCarthy. “He 
was there two days after the surgery, where 
they put screws in to repair the break. The 
doctors said it would take 10 to 12 weeks 
to fuUy heal, so we’re hoping he’ll be back 
riding by the middle of June.” 

Orti 2 , the leading jockey at Pimlico 
at the time of his accident April 21, was 
injured when he fell from his mount, 
Badon, in the fifth race. Badon broke 
down before the wire in a 5-furlong claim¬ 
ing turf race and Orti 2 was struck by the 
hoof of Gator Gone Wild as that horse 
continued in the race. Orti 2 was taken to 
nearby Sinai Hospital for X-rays, which 
revealed no fractures. 

He missed time with a bruise, but was 
back in action a week later at Pimlico. ^

Dollar Dividends 

Years later, bargain weanling buy 
pays off with stakes winner Embarr 
for breeder/owner/trainer Cooney 


S usan Cooney looked at the three wean- 
hng filhes—essentially giveaways — 
out in a field and chose one. Then her 
husband, Pat, stepped in with a warning. 

‘df you don't give them at least a dollar 
for her, she won't amount to anything," he 
said, and handed his wife a $1 bill. Susan 
paid the money to complete the ‘‘sale" and 
the rest is a story worth telling-over and 
over again. 

The weanling, purchasedin 1999, turned 
out to be In too Deep. The Virginia-bred 
daughter of The Deep (Ire) won six races, 
placed in a stakes and made $122,141 for 
Cooney. Not bad for a dollar, and she's not 
finished. In too Deep's first foal, Embarr, 
was on her way to doubling her dam's 
earnings with seven wins and $224,484 in 
the bank through April. Owned, trained 
and bred in Virginia by Cooney, the 5-year- 
old mare opened 2013 with a win in the 
$75,000 Dahha Stakes at Pimlico April 6. 

Cooney laughs at the improbabihty of 
it aU. She looked at three horses, all in the 
same place (figuratively and HteraUy). The 
horses were by an obscure Irish stallion 
and caught up in a divorce. They needed 
homes. Cooney chose on feel, went with 
her gut and made some call. 

“Why her and not the other two? She 
had the best conformation," Cooney said 
of In too Deep. “AU three were by the stal- 
Uon, who was by Sherna 2 ar. That side of 
them was all Irish. I thought ‘this one looks 
good, rU take her.' " 

In too Deep placed in the Something- 
royal Stakes at Colonial Downs in 2003, 
won in aUowance company four times while 
starting at numerous tracks in the region 
plus ChurchiU Downs and Belmont Park. 
When In too Deep's racing career ended, 
Cooney made her a broodmare-choosing 
stallion Royal Academy in hopes of add¬ 
ing a Uttle stamina to the pedigree. Embarr 
wound up with the best traits of her par¬ 


ents. She's fast enough to win going short, 
she's got enough depth to tackle distances 
beyond a mUe, she loves the turf and she's 
only getting better. 

She's also a Utde bit spoiled. 

“In temperament she's a lot hke her 
momma," said Cooney whUe headed to 
Penn National to saddle a runner in mid- 
AprU. They have the same disposition. 
Momma was a bit. . . impatient I guess is 
the best word. Embarr is the same. She gets 
whatever she wants when she wants it." 

Embarr started once as a juvenile in 
2010, won twice (including a stakes) in 
2011 and posed for four win pictures last 
year. She even placed in a graded stakes, 
finishing second to La Cloche in the Grade 
3 Athenia at Belmont Park in October. 

For the 2013 debut, Cooney went 
to Pimhco and Embarr obhged in the 
Dahha-improving to 3-for-3 at the 
Baltimore track. The AprU stakes win, hke 
the others before it, spurred instant action 
on Cooney's phone. Bloodstock agents see 
the on-track performance, the single name 
under aU categories of connection and caU 
with offers. 

“Every time she wins another race I get 
the phone caUs," Cooney said. “They teU 
me to just put a price on her, that they want 
to buy her. She's not for sale. ReaUy. I've 
been doing this long enough to know that 
money is relative. I'm convinced I'm never 
going to be rich, so the thrUl of winning 
races with her is worth more than money." 

Never say never-this is the horse 
business-but Cooney says she means it. 
Embarr is too important. 

“There aren't a lot of opportunities for 
older fillies and mares going long on the 
grass," she said. “She Ukes PimUco and 
it's close to home, there's the AU Along at 
Colonial. It's pretty exciting to think about. 
I honestly thought I had best horse in the 
race (for the DahUa)-of course she feU 


on her head coming out of gate, but aU 
of a sudden she was second and I felt OK 
again." 

Embarr battled Ask Me Anything into 
submission up front, kicked clear late and 
won by three-quarters of a length in the 
1-mUe stakes. Ask Me Anything stayed for 
second, a neck in front of Charged Cotton. 

With her husband, a former steeple¬ 
chase jockey, Cooney trains 30 horses at 
Walnut HaU Farm in BerryviUe, Va. She 
ships to Colonial Downs, Penn National, 
Laurel and PimUco, Mountaineer Park, 
New York, wherever she needs to run. 

Once owned by the du Pont family, and 
also by Hazel Marsh, Walnut HaU includes 
a 5-furlong training track, turf gallops, 
plenty of space. Cooney rents from cur¬ 
rent owner Don Shockey and has been in 
place for nine years after relocating from 
LlangoUen Farm in UpperviUe. 

“We get staUs at Colonial, but we just 
run off the farm because we're running so 
many places," she said. “That's the advan¬ 
tage of a small training center. You can 
run wherever you need to. It's hard to find 
a place with a track and turnout Uke this. 
There aren't many of them anymore." 

Cooney won a career-high 21 races last 
year, 15 the year before, after weathering a 
four-win 2010. From fewer than 200 starts 
a year, she's reached at least 15 wins in four 
of the last five years. Armed with a mas¬ 
ter's degree in equine reproductive physi¬ 
ology from Texas A&M and a bachelor's 
in Animal Science from the University of 
IlUnois, Cooney got into training some¬ 
what by accident. 

The Aurora, lU., native grew up rid¬ 
ing show horses and went to the local 
Standardbred track (a Uttle). The coUege 
work was meant to prepare her for a career 
managing a breeding farm. After coUege, 
she interned at PiUar Stud in Kentucky and 
found a reason to Uke racing. Next came 
a winter in Camden, S.C., riding yearUngs 
and early 2-year-olds, a job with Kip Elser 
and CharUe Cushman in Camden and then 
seven years with Cushman's solo operation 
(working with young horses and South 
American imports). 

Set up on a bUnd date by fellow horse¬ 
man Mickey Preger Jr., she met her future 
husband in Camden and they ran a steeple¬ 
chase stable for several years-she trained 
and he rode races. When Pat stopped rid¬ 
ing races, they turned their attention to flat 
racing. Husband and wife work together. 
She's the trainer and breeder, he's the 
exercise rider. The mares foal at Lee Ann 
Smith's Paradigm Farm in Warrenton, Va.

‘‘Embarr wouldn’t be what she is with¬ 
out Pat’s riding in the mornings, he gallops 
her every day, breezes her once a week,” 
said Susan, who also passed credit to 
jockey Forest Boyce, aboard for Embarr’s 
last five wins. “And Lee Ann does a great 
job. She raised two Virginia-bred champi¬

Pennsylvania-bred Professor Maxwell, 
Irish jockey Beecher prevail in timber test

J acqueline Ohrstrom and Tim Beecher watched the Maryland Hunt 
Cup from different vantage points, but thought about the same thing 
as Professor Maxwell put on a galloping and jumping clinic to win the 
117th running of the historic timber race in Glyndon April 27. 

The past. 


For Ohrstrom, the owner, the moment 
was all about her late husband George. 
He’d spent much of his life pursuing the 
great American steeplechase only to fall 
short over the years. 

For Beecher, father of winning jockey 
Mark, the achievement represented oppor¬ 
tunity, perseverance, second chances and 
pride. 

Separately and together, they enjoyed 
the ride around the 4 miles and 22 fences 
that make up the Hunt Cup. Blessed with a 
$7 5,000 purse, the race represents a lucra¬ 
tive payday but it’s about far more, and 
delivered yet again in 2013 as Professor 
Maxwell dodged calamity, sei 2 ed control 
and held on late to win by 3 lengths over 
Sand Box Rules with Guts For Garters 
(Ire) third in 8:57.60. In a sign of health 
for the race, the program included 16 
names. For the second consecutive year, 12 
started. Six finished. 

Pre-race discussion centered on the 
field’s balance. Bred in Pennsylvania by 
HaU of Fame trainer Janet Elliot, Professor 
Maxwell was one of the players based on 
a fourth in 2012. He’d also failed to fin¬ 
ish with a mistake at the 16th in 2010 and 
didn’t make the race after falling in his prep 
a week earlier in 2011. Talented and able to 
jump with the best. Professor Maxwell was 
nevertheless often undone by his own mis¬ 
takes - something trainer Richard Valentine 


hoped to avoid in 2013. The plan included 
just one prep, at the Brandywine Point-to- 
Pointin Pennsylvania. The 14-year-old son 
of Buckhar finished second, then went 
home to Virginia to train. 

“He can jump a big fence,” the train¬ 
er said. “The two years we thought we 
had him good, the Grand National came 
too close and he just had some awkward 
jumps and then he came here and remem¬ 
bered them. He’s a very sensitive horse. 
In England they run the Grand National 
horses over hurdles to give them confi¬ 
dence so I just thought a point-to-point 
was the way to go.” 

Among the other main contenders 
were: Battle Op, second in 2012 and third 
in 2010 for teenage jockey Connor Hankin; 
2011 timber champion Bon Caddo, third 
in 2012; Guts For Garters, who came in 
off a carefully managed series of preps for 
trainer Sanna Hendriks and former profes¬ 
sional jockey Jody Petty; veteran TwiU Do, 
the Hunt Cup winner in 2012 and 2010 
who once again entered the race off a dull 
effort in the Grand National. 

When the flag dropped. Professor 
Maxwell galloped brightly to the front— 
pricking his ears and measuring his strides. 
He flew the first and second, skied the 
third as the field settled into a steady pace. 
The massive sixth claimed the first victim 
as Fort Henry (Ire) (Ivan Dowling) went 


down less than a mile into the race. Three 
fences later. Professor Maxwell nearly 
joined him-clouting the ninth and dis¬ 
lodging Beecher. 

The Irishman stayed on, but lost his 
stirrups and looked to be in serious trouble. 
The ninth leads to a turn, a short straight¬ 
away, another turn, and then four fences in 
quick succession. Professor Maxwell navi¬ 
gated the turns, saving ground as Brands 
Hatch (Jackson Roberts) went wide on 
the lead. At the 10th, Professor Maxwell 
jumped smoothly and reclaimed first posi¬ 
tion. Battle Op followed in second with 
Prospectors Strike (Justin Batoff) third 
alongside Brands Hatch and Catch the 
Echo completing the first five. Despite a 
lack of stirrups, Beecher sat tail and kept 
his legs in position over the 11th and 
12th. From a distance, you might not have 
noticed though Beecher knew he wasn’t 
going to make it 2 more miles without 
stirrups. 

“The fences were coming up too quick 
and there was no point in trying to get 
them back,” said Beecher, who put his 
show jumping experience to good use. “I 
thought I’d try and get over the 13th and 
then try and get them back.” 

The 13th, of course, is a 4-foot-9 mon¬ 
ster that begins the race’s second half. 
Companion to the third, the fence has 
claimed its share of faUers-with stirrups. 
Tackling the obstacle without them was a 
recipe for disaster. Beecher rode Professor 
Maxwell down to the bottom and let the 
fence happen. 

“It felt good,” he said of the 13th, 
which claimed Catch the Echo. “The thing 
about him is you ride him up to it and then 
you just wait. I like to encourage a horse to 
his fences and with him you just wait. He’s 
going to come up. It’s a lot of trust, a hell 
of a lot of trust.” 

Making his fourth Hunt Cup start, 
Beecher learned his riding skills in Ireland, 
and likes to teU a story about riding for a 
week without stirrups to atone for falling 
off in a show. 

“That was my doing,” said Tim Beecher. 
“He came off at a corner. He rode all week 
with no saddle. Did it help today? I don’t 
know. I saw it happen and thought ‘it 
doesn’t get any worse, does it?’ ” 

Just as he did for that week at home, 
Mark simply rode on. 

“I’ve done a lot of show jumping at 
home and that helps over these big timber 
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fences/’ he said, ‘d remember that time 
with no saddle. I looked in the truck and 
there was no saddle. My dad told me that 
I had to go and figure it out. It definitely 
helped my riding then.” 

And now. 

Stirrups reacquired by the 14th, where 
Brands Hatch lost his jockey, Beecher 
and Professor Maxwell steamed onward. 
Battle Op continued to apply pressure and 
the duo touched down over the massive 
uphiU 16th in control of the race. Battle 
Op jumped to the front at 17, followed 
by Professor Maxwell, Guts For Garters, 
Prospectors Strike and Bon Caddo (with 
English amateur Mikey Ennis aboard). 
Behind them. Sand Box Rules (Diana 
Gillam) tried to work into the picture 
ahead of Woodmont (Martin Rohan) and 
TwiU Do (James Stierhoff). Battle Op flew 
the 18 th and the field bunched up behind 
him as Beecher tried to give Professor 
Maxwell a breather. 

At the 19th, companion to the 
ninth. Battle Op blundered badly and

lost Hankin-handing the lead back to 
Professor Maxwell. He towed the others 
over the 20th and across Tufton Avenue, 
but there was plenty of run left in them. 

The course’s 21st fence, a 2-foot-ll 
downhill leaning board fence with a small 
brook on the landing side, poses a unique 
question late in the Hunt Cup. Always. 
Despite its size, it claims plenty. The horses 
are tired, the jockeys are tired, the tempo 
is increasing, the end is near. And then 
there’s this, as Beecher put it, ‘‘horrible 
Httle fence.” 


Prospectors Strike progressed on the 
inside. Woodmont followed him. Bridle 
puUed halfway across his face, the riderless 
Battle Op scrambled for room. Guts For 
Garters made up ground along with Bon 
Caddo. Outside, Sand Box Rules surged. In 
front of them. Professor Maxwell looked 
for company. 

“Into the water, I wanted to squeeze 
him and I heard Justin coming up to 
me which was good,” said Beecher of 
Prospectors Strike. “I wanted someone to 
come to me.”

They did. Then they didn’t. Prospectors 
Strike tried to stop, then veered right, 
sending Batoff over the fence and to the 
ground. Woodmont bounced into Guts 
For Garters, who crowded Bon Caddo. 

They aU made it over, but lost precious 
momentum as Professor Maxwell landed 
flat-footed, got back to running and set 
sail for the last along with Sand Box Rules. 

Professor Maxwell stepped into the 
final fence and flew it—galloping resolutely 
home to get his first Hunt Cup win in his 
third try. It was the second for Valentine, 
who won in 2009 with Michele Maheschi 
(GB), the first for Beecher and Ohrstrom. 

A JOCKEY’S TALE 

The Beechers are “fuU time into horses” 
in Ireland. Decades ago, Tim sold hunters 
and timber prospects to Americans. Five 
of his six children represented Ireland in 
equine competitions, with son Paul winning 
England’s famed Hickstead Derby show- j

In his first Hunt Cup ride, without real¬ 
ly knowing what the race was about, Mark 
finished second aboard Private Attack. 

‘Hhe first year I was here two weeks 
and you don't reaUy get into it," he said. 
‘‘Now it's three years and when you're 
here three years, this is all they talk about. 
It does mean a lot to me and it means a 
lot to my dad because he knew about this 
race before I did. He was the one that gave 
me the kick up the arse to get over here. I 
was going to go back to (show) jumping 
at home. I'd kind of done the racing thing 
and was finished with it. Three years ago, I 
said I'd come out here for two weeks and 
give it a go. It's been very good to me." 

After that first Hunt Cup spin, Beecher 
didn't make it past the sixth fence in 
either of the next two tries. This year, he 
nearly missed the ride after injuring his left 
shoulder in a faU at My Lady's Manor. StiU 
wincing in the win photos at the Hunt Cup, 
Beecher went through more prep than the 
horses including acupuncture, chiropractic 
adjustment and-as he putit-“the kitchen 
sink." Cleared to ride after sitting out the 
Grand National and declining a schooling 
session aboard Professor Maxwell, Beecher 
went to the Hunt Cup with confidence. 
He'd seen Professor Maxwell jump much 
of the course in 2010 for Gus Brown,

watched him range into contention late last 
year before slipping on the road crossing 
after the 20th fence and settling for fourth 
for Darren Nagle. 

“He's a funny horse," Beecher said. 
“They got him around here, taught him 
and taught me. They told me how to ride 
him. Sit quiet, don't do anything. Don't ask 
him. Gus asked him and he fell. We were 
up at the 16th and I saw (the same) stride 
and I wanted to ask him for it because 
it was the perfect one. I told myself ‘No 
don't. Sit and wait.' What did he do? He 
jumped up out of my hands anyway." 

His father couldn't have been prouder. 

“Because Mark's had a little bit of bad 
luck here and there, it meant so much to 
see him coming home because he wants 
it so much," Tim said. “Any of your kids, 
whether it's set dancing or knitting or 
whatever they want to do, you want to 
support them. It's their big thing, it doesn't 
have to be the Maryland Hunt Cup, it's 
whatever they are doing and it matters to 
them and to you." 

STAYING THE COURSE 

George Ohrstrom Jr. pursued the 
Maryland Hunt Cup early in his life, and 
often. The Virginian, whose horses raced 
in the yellow and white stripes of his

Guts For Garters (Ire), Bon Caddo, Sand Box Rules (mostly obscured) and Twill Do chased Professor Maxwell (yellow silks) to the finish line. 
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Whitewood Farm, nearly found victory 
twice with Appolinax. The big gray fin¬ 
ished third behind Tong and Beech Prince 
(beaten less than a length) in 1982, and was 
second (beaten a neck) behind Bewley’s 
HiU in 1984. Later, with Valentine train¬ 
ing, Nem Blong Hem finished third in 
1999 and Bowman’s Crossing did the same 
in 2003. Far earlier, however, Ohrstrom 
started Irish Well in the 1958 running. He 
finished fifth with former professional 
Danny Mar 2 ani in the saddle. 

While not quite a quest, the history les¬ 
son shows a man who cared deeply about 
the race, and always pursued a horse who 
could take part. He died in 2005 without 
ever winning, though a horse he’d owned, 
Michele Marieschi (GB), won the 2009 
running for Valentine and the Anna Stable 
of George Hundt Jr. 

‘dt was always George’s dream to win 
the Hunt Cup,” said Jacquehne Ohrstrom. 
‘d don’t know why specifically it was so 
important to him, but I know he Hked the 
challenge of it.” 

Unbeknown to aU at the time, that 2009 
victory started the steps toward triumph 
in 2013. When Hundt bought Michele 
Marieschi from the Ohrstrom family, he 
sold them Professor Maxwell. Then 10, the 
horse was too much for a part-time rider 
like Hundt but flashed potential and made 
people think Hunt Cup. Nearly four years 
later, the potential became reality. 

Before George Ohrstrom died, he told 
his wife to continue in racing and to ‘‘kick 
on” as she put it. Her yellow and blue silks 
have enjoyed a strong run of late with 
Grade 1 hurdle horse Demonstrative and 
others on the steeplechase circuit. Her 
four-horse squad earned $236,250 in 2012. 
Now the Virginia operation has a Hunt 
Cup win. 

“I think George would be pretty happy,” 
Jacqueline said. “He encouraged me to 
keep racing and he gave me the where¬ 
withal to do it. Right now we’re having an 
exceedingly lucky streak, but it comes and 
it goes in the racehorse business. We’re 
enjoying it.” 

Ohrstrom paid credit to the work of 
Valentine, hired by George Ohrstrom 17 
years ago. 

“Richard has done such a superb job 
for me, he really has,” she said. “He’s found 
wonderful horses and he’s also wonder¬ 
ful fun. He’s always at the barn. I go over 
at odd times and feed everybody pep- 


Patience pays off 
for Professor Maxwell, 
winning connections

A t the barn, saddling her sixth horse at 
the Queen’s Cup Steeplechase, Janet 
Elliot answered her new cell phone, 
heard one line and suddenly everybody 
in Mineral Springs, N.C., knew Professor 
Maxwell had won the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

“I had thought about it several times 
but at the particular time when I got the 
phone call, Richard says, ‘You bred the 
winner of the Maryland Hunt Cup,’” Elliot 
said. “I started whooping and screaming. 
Everybody in the barn said, ‘Professor 
Maxwell won the Hunt Cup.’ I didn’t have 
to say a word, they knew.” 

Elliot gained induction into Racing’s 
HaU of Fame by her exploits as a trainer, 
campaigning champions Flat Top and 
Correggio (Ire), major stakes winners 
Victorian HiU, Census, Campanile and 
countless others. As a breeder, weU, she’s 
dabbled at it for years, mixing and match¬ 
ing retired race mares with familiar stal- 
hons, adding friends and chents as co¬ 
breeders and owners along the way. 

Nancy Gerry, a longtime chent of 
Elliot’s, campaigned Sand Castle on the flat 
with Evan Jackson and over hurdles with 
Elliot. When Sand Castle retired, Elliot 
transferred the Paul MeUon-bred mare to 
her fledghng breeding program. In 1989, 
Elliot bred the daughter of Coastal to 
Silver Hawk, producing eventual steeple¬ 
chase stakes winner Raptor. Pas de Basque, 
a daughter of Bounding Basque, came a 
year later. Essential, a son of Digression, 
won nine races on the flat including the 
Storm Cat Stakes as a 2-year-old in 1997 
for trainer Eddie Gaudet and owners Linda 
Gaudet and Morris Bailey. 


Pas de Basque, co-bred by EUiot, Dr. 
and Mrs. J. HoUoway and Blaine HoUoway, 
made one start, finishing ninth in a 3-year- 
old hurdle at Virginia FaU in 1994. Elliot 
retired her and bred her to Buckhar. 
Trained by Elhot’s longtime supporter 
Mike Freeman, Buckhar won eight races 
including the Grade 1 Washington, DC., 
International. Foaling in Pennsylvania, the 
mare produced Professor Maxwell in 1999. 

Professor Maxwell made his career 
debut for ElUot on the turf at Philadelphia 
Park in 2003, finishing fourth and eUcit- 
ing a comment that would sum up his 
career, “finished fuU of run.” Professor 
MaxweU lost his first 14 starts (10 on the 
flat and four over hurdles) before breaking 
his maiden over hurdles at Middleburg in 
2005. 

“He was a nice big, good-boned horse, 
he always had a good attitude,” Elliot said. 
“He always had a good way of jumping. 
I like my horses to chip in, he had good 
scope and a very good jump in him but 
he was typical of what I do to these damn 
horses, it was his way and nobody else’s 
way and don’t tell him how to jump, he’s 
going to jump his way. If he thinks he’s 
going to take four strides, he’s going to take 
four strides, no matter if you tell him three 
or what you tell him.” 

Valentine, looking for an owner/rider 
horse for George Hundt Jr., watched the 
big, long-striding horse and eventually 
asked EUiot if she would sell him. 

“I’m partial to all my horses,” EUiot 
said. “When Richard approached me about 
seUing him I was hke, ‘I don’t know, he was

going to be my Maryland Hunt Cup horse. I don’t want to 
seU him.’ ” 

Hundt and Valentine came to Elliot’s Oxford, Pa., farm 
in spring 2007 and Elliot took Hundt for a ride. Elliot, on 
Flat Top and Hundt, on Professor Maxwell. Elliot, stern as a 
schoolmaster, laid out the terms. 

‘‘If you like this horse and you do want to buy him, there’s 
only one condition I’ll seU him on and that’s he never leaves 
Richard,” Elliot told Hundt. 

Hundt agreed and won a timber race at Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup in 2007 with his new horse, but they failed to 
cUck in several other outings. EventuaUy the marriage was 
annulled. Hundt bought Michele Marieschi (GB) from the 
Ohrstrom family and won the Maryland Hunt Cup in 2009. 
The owner and amateur jockey sold Professor MaxweU to 
Jacqueline Ohrstrom at the end of that season, honoring 
Elliot’s condition to keep the horse with Valentine. 

The trainer recruited former champion jockey Gus 
Brown to ride Professor Maxwell in the 2010 Hunt Cup. 
They made it to the 16th when Brown asked and Professor 
Maxwell abstained. They feU again in the Grand National 
the foUowing spring, tearing apart Brown’s knee and end¬ 
ing that marriage. Darren Nagle tried in 2012, the duo hit 
Tufton Avenue in contention but sUpped, lost all chance 
and wound up fourth and with a high suspensory injury. A 
year later, Valentine recruited Mark Beecher. He sat on the 
horse for the first time at the Brandywine Point-to-Point 
April 7. Twenty days later, at the Hunt Cup, the transplanted 
Irishman got aboard for the second time. 

“I’ve been totally confident in the horse, even though he’s 
let us down. He’s not the easiest horse, we just had to find 
the right combination,” Valentine said. “Gus rode him well 
and he got some experience. Darren did a great job and he 
got a little further. When you ride him, you have to encourage 
him and be positive but being positive and sitting there doing 
nothing is hard. You can see where you’re going a long way 
out, but if you sit down and do the 1 -2-3, he’s going to put 
4 in nine out of the 10 times. He psyches you up to ask him 
and then chickens out.” 

Not this time. Beecher sat stiU and Professor Maxwell 
stood tail, finally getting his Hunt Cup win. Fourteen years 
in the making. The horse goes out a winner, retired to hfe on 
the farm in Virginia. 

“You go down there and see Maxwell turned out in a field 
and he’s hke, ‘Thank God you sold me to this place, it’s the 
most wonderful thing that’s ever happened to me,’ ” Elliot 
said. “I was in Mrs. Ohrstrom’s house for his retirement 
ceremony and there was a picture of him jumping the 13th, 
jumping up with his knees right up under his chin. It brought 
tears to my eyes.”

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A New Tune 

Former Aintree starter Alfa Beat completes 
timber conversion with Grand National victory

he Grand National to the Grand 
National? Why not? 

It isn’t often that an Amercian 
steeplechaser’s running line includes a start 
in the world’s most famous jump race-the 
English Grand National at Aintree-but 
there it was on the past performances of 
Alfa Beat (Ire). Running for American 
owner Irv Naylor, the gray gelding fell at 
the seventh fence at Aintree last April. 
A year later, Alfa Beat came through in 
another Grand National-this time over 
timber-for Naylor and trainer Billy 
Meister. Ridden by James Slater, Alfa Beat 


outran fellow Irish-bred Garryowen Star 
and Battle Op late to score by 5 lengths in 
the $30,000 timber stakes at Butler, Md., 
April 20. 

Imported as a timber prospect, the 
9-year-old made three starts last year. He 
learned the game, adjusted his jumping, 
improved but looked a long way from 
stardom. This spring, he looked hke a new 
horse-finishing second in a solid effort 
against maidens at My Lady’s Manor April 
13 and then getting the stakes score a week 
later. Aboard for both races, and one start 
last year. Slater hked the feehng. 


‘‘Big improvement,” he said. “I rode 
him around Genesee (last fall) and knew I 
had a lot of horse but the jumping wasn’t 
fluid enough to go out and reaUy mix it 
up with stakes horses. I came away know¬ 
ing that I wanted to get back on him. I 
schooled him once before the Manor and 
he was more confident in getting those 
long flowing jumps rather than chipping 
in to them.” 

Alfa Beat was a top-class chaser in 
Ireland, but the fences-even the ones at 
courses other than Aintree-are a long 
way from Maryland timber. Made of birch 
branches, chase fences are angled. There’s 
a distinct ground hne and-stiff as they 
are-horses can brush the top few inches. 
Maryland timber fences are vertical, fea¬ 
ture very little in the way of a ground line 
and-though rails can break-are meant to 
be leaped over, not through. 

“His biggest concern was the chase 
fences back home have a takeoff board, 
they’re angled, you get close to the bottom 
of them and pick up, the jump comes,” 
Slater said. “Over here, over timber, they 
look for the takeoff board and it’s on the 
other side of the fence or seems Hke it to 
them. It was a confidence thing for him 
to leave that big of a gap in front of the 
fence when he jumped. He’s learning it. It’s

nice to sit on a horse with an engine. The 
faster we go, the more he’s learning that bit 
of bravery. He’s learned to take off when 
he has to. That enables me to come home 
with confidence and with more speed.” 

Alfa Beat came with plenty of ability. 
He won back-to-back Kerry Nationals (a 
top-class chase and often an Irish indicator 
of Ain tree promise) in 2010 and 2011, and 
in 2010 scored five consecutive victories. 
The streak included three handicap chases, 
a handicap hurdle and the Kerry National. 
At Galway, he defeated future American 
stakes star Decoy Daddy (Ire). 

The success brought expectation, and 
Slater thinks the horse is living up to it now 
that he knows his new game. Abihty was 
never the issue. 

‘dt’s great to see a horse learn. I’m 
happy for him. He came with high expecta¬ 
tions, obviously, but he didn’t have enough 
confidence in himself and I didn’t have 
enough confidence in him to throw him 
in head and head with more experienced 
horses coming to the last fence or some¬ 
thing.” 

At the Grand National, Slater rated 
Alfa Beat off the pace and toward the 
middle of a field of nine, then outkicked 
Garryowen Star over the final half-mile 
and five fences. 


■ One race later. Slater doubled-in a back¬ 
ward sort of way—when Foyle was award¬ 
ed the victory in the $15,000 Benjamin 
^^Laddie” Murray Memorial allowance 
timber. The winner followed Guts For 
Garters (Ire) and Spencer Road across the 
hne, but was awarded the victory when 
stewards ruled the first two finishers off 
course between the third-last and second- 
last fences. 

“I saw it happening,” Slater said. “I 
had come down low and to the inside at 
(the third-last), the ground was nice down 
there. It’s such a 2 ig- 2 ag line to those 
fences, you’re better off -especially on a 
big, long-striding horse hke my guy-to get 
a good run and pick any panel I wanted 
at the second-last. I was kind of watching 
them out of the corner of my eye think¬ 
ing Tow am I going to get to these guys?’ 
Then I saw them miss the beacon and real- 
i 2 ed aU I had to worry about were the guys 
beside and behind me.” 

The beacon in question is in place to 
set horses on a proper line to the next 
fence. Spencer Road and Guts For Garters 
went to the right, Foyle and the rest to the 
left (properly). Slater didn’t persevere with 
Foyle over the final fence and through the 
stretch, and thought the outcome would 
have been closer had all three horses stayed 


on the same hne. Foyle defeated Voler Bar 
Nuit by a comfortable 30 lengths, with 
Catch the Echo third. 

‘We would have been hard-pressed to 
catch those two, but if they hadn’t done 
that we would have been closer to them 
coming to the second-last and it would 
have come down to meeting the last two 
fences right,” Slater said. ‘Tf we’d have met 
them right, we’d have been in the mix. I’m 
not saying I was going to catch them, but 
it aU changed when they went to the wrong 
side of the beacon.” 

Owned by Merriefield Farm and trained 
by Bruce Fenwick, Foyle continued a pro¬ 
gression through the timber ranks. He 
won a maiden race last November and 
has hinted at big things in several quality 
efforts for the same owner/trainer com¬ 
bination as 2011 timber champion and 
multiple stakes winner Bon Caddo. Bred in 
Maryland by Martha Hopkins, the son of 
Yarrow Brae lost all five flat starts before 
being purchased as a timber prospect. 

“He’s a nice big horse,” Slater said. “He 
hasn’t been going for that long. Bruce is 
so good with his horses and this one has a 
right to be a nice horse.”

Service erased a poor performance a week 
earher to win the $7,500 Western Run

Plate. Trainer Ann Stewart ran the 6-year- 
old in the maiden timber at the Manor, 
where Terko Service went to the front early 
but pulled up late. At the Grand National, 
Stewart moved down a notch to the ama¬ 
teur/ allowance timber, and signed up Nick 
Carter to ride. Responding, Terko Service 
and Nick Carter kicked clear of Idol Maker 
in the stretch to win by 8 lengths. Crossing 
Again finished third. 

Bred in Michigan, Terko Service contin¬ 
ued a meandering career path. He ran 15 
times on the flat, won three low-level 
claimers, and finished eighth in the 2009 
Michigan Futurity. Tennessee trainer Karen 
Gray brought the son of Service Stripe to 
jump racing for four hurdle starts in 2011. 
Always scouting for timber prospects, 
Stewart bought the now 6-year-old and he 
made three starts last year-seconds in two 
spring point-to-points and a training flat 
spin last September. ^

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Family Style 

Moonsox extends Deputed Testamony tale 
with timber stakes upset at My Lady’s Manor

T he legend of Deputed Testamony 
lives on. Less than seven months 
after the 1983 Preakness winner died 
at the Boniface family’s Bonita Farm in 
Darhngton, Md., his grandson Moonsox 
collected the 103rd My Lady’s Manor 
Timber Stakes across Harford County in 
Monkton April 13. 

‘‘Can you beheve it?” said trainer Kevin 
Boniface afterward. “We won the Manor.” 

Did they ever. Nelson and Traveller 
Stable’s 7-year-old, ridden by apprentice Lia 
McGuirk in her first National Steeplechase 
Association ride, accelerated in the stretch 
to win the $30,000 timber stakes by VA 
lengths over Straight to It with Bon Caddo 
third after favorite Grinding Speed feU at 
the second-last. The winner had flashed 
promise in an eight-start timber career 
coming in, with a win and a stakes placing 
since making the conversion in May 2011. 
The Maryland-bred son of Mojave Moon 
won a maiden timber at the end of 2011 
and started in the 2012 Manor. He left with 
a fractured stifle and missed the rest of 
the spring season. He returned in the faU, 
finished second in the New Jersey Hunt 
Cup and fell in the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. 

Boniface regrouped for 2013, putting 
McGuirk aboard as a replacement for his 
son Fritz. The 22-year-old John Carroll 
High graduate came to the assignment 
with plenty of experience-as an exercise 
rider at Bonita and longtime eventer. She 
tuned up for the ride with a spin aboard 
Moonsox at Orange County Point-to- 
Point in Virginia and made it aU look easy 
at the Manor. 

“She learned a lot in that race,” Kevin 
Boniface said of the point-to-point try. 
“And she did such a nice job here. She 
hugged the fence on that final turn, just 
like we talked about when we walked the 
course. She let him get around there and 
then she got on her toe and rode him 


home. She’s been working horses on the 
flat for us for years so she knows how to 
do it.” 

McGuirk, whose family operates Olney 
Farm (known for its events, clinics, shows 
and Shetland ponies) in Joppa, had been to 
the Manor before as a spectator but prob¬ 
ably never thought she’d win the historic 
timber race.

‘‘I never even thought Fd ride in it ” she 
said afterward. 

Moons ox, whose dam Sister Sox is 
a full-sister to $523,863-earner Winsox, 
turned out to be the perfect partner for the 
young rider—though you wouldn’t expect 
that given some of the stories out there. 

‘‘Quirky, quirky, quirky,” she said of 
her horse. “He’s grown up tremendously 
this year, but he will still look at things. At 
Orange County, he spooked when they 
dropped the flag (at the start), but know¬ 
ing him makes all the difference. You just 
ignore the stupid httle things he does and 
get on with it.” 

Sand Box Rules set the early pace, slow¬ 
ly, then gave way to Grinding Speed, who 
took the field much of the rest of the way. 
He still led after the final turn and coming 
to the last two fences, but the others were 
stacking up like planes at BWI. Straight to 
It, Bon Caddo and Moonsox all looked to 
be in with a chance and when the favorite 
went down, they pounced. 

Despite a winless mark in 10 racetrack 
starts, the chesmut finished like a Bonita 
flat horse and outran the others to get his 
second timber win and first stakes victory. 

“I just wanted to get around, jump 
all the fences, let him have a good trip,” 
McGuirk said. “I knew if I was close I had 
a shot. He really finished. Coming down 
the hill I knew I had a ton of horse still and 
I saw people trying to push their horses 
a httle bit. I hadn’t touched him. That’s a 
great feehng to have. When I got where I 
needed to be around that bottom turn, I 
thought I had a chance.” 

Like many Thoroughbreds before 
him, Moonsox has been a Boniface fam¬ 
ily member since the start. He took it 
all another step this season as he’s now 
owned by Kevin and Chris Boniface’s 
daughter Michelle St. John and her hus¬ 
band Harry. They met at Washington and 
Lee University, and took their stable name 
from the horses ridden by each (Nelson for 
George Washington, Traveller for Robert 
E. Lee). 

■ Kinross Farm’s Old Timer took his 
career one more step with a $10,000 maid¬ 
en timber win in a division of the John 
Rush Streett Memorial for trainer Neil 
Morris. The 7-year-old son of Orientate 
broke his maiden for the third time. Yes 
you read that right. 

The first came on Preakness Day 2009, 
when he won on the turf (and paid $29). 


The second came in April 2012, when 
he won over hurdles. The third came at 
the Manor, where he put some of that 
old speed to good use with a 1%-length 
triumph over Alfa Beat (Ire) with Spencer 
Road third. Diana GiUam rode the winner 
for trainer Neil Morris, who laughed at his 
horse’s bloodlines. 

“He’s by a Breeders’ Cup Sprint winner 
so he should be able to get the distance, 
right?” Morris said with a wink. “At this 
stage, the pedigree is out the window but 
he’s out of a Green Dancer mare so that’s 
where he gets his distance and wind I guess.” 

Morris bought Old Timer, bred in 
Kentucky by Gainesway Farm, at Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic as a 2-year-old-spend¬ 
ing $23,000 to obtain another piece of 
raw material for the mixed Kinross stable. 
From the Virginia base, the horses of own¬ 
ers Zohar and Lisa Ben-Dov campaign on 
the flat, over hurdles and over timber. 

“That was the plan for him and he’s 
done it with moderate success,” said Morris 
“He has a lovely way of going, he’s a big 
strider-taU and gives you a great place to 
sit. You have mane in your face and he just 
does it. He can really jump, was always on 
springs, so timber suits him.” 

■ Irv Naylor’s Ebanour (Ire) was pur¬ 
chased late last summer to be a novice hur¬ 
dle horse and the son of Indian Ridge fin¬ 
ished fifth behind Gustavian and Alajmal 
in a $50,000 stakes at Belmont Park. Next 


out, he was fifth again to prompt trainer 
Brianne Slater to think a little differently. 

“I thought he needed the first one so 
I ran him back at Middleburg and he was 
fifth again,” she said. “He seemed one- 
paced to me so I thought about timber. 
I ran him at Callaway a few weeks after 
Middleburg. He loves the jumping and I 
thought going a bit slower and farther with 
him would help.” 

Ebanour finished second in his tim¬ 
ber debut, to former hurdle stakes horse 
Nationbuilder late last year, and did one 
better to start 2013. Ridden by Slater’s 
husband James, Ebanour outran Raven’s 
Choice and Lead Us Not late to score by 
6Y2 lengths in the second division of the 
Streett for maiden timber horses. 

“He will run all day, all day long,” said 
Brianne Slater, who learned the fine art of 
timber conversion from former employer 
Sanna Hendriks. “You learn the horses 
you can switch over and to me he was one 
that would. He’s so kind and willing. That 
makes it easier to do.” 

■ The Manor finale, a $7,500 John D. 
Schapiro Memorial allowance timber for 
amateur jockeys, turned into a romp by 
Snow Bli 22 ard (Ire). Owned by Equinox 
Stable and trained by Nancy Knox, the 
6-year-old son of Sadler’s Wells outran 
Prospectors Strike and Woodmont in the 
final stages to win by 614 lengths for jockey 
Nick Carter.

Brianne Slater trained Decoy 
Daddy, an 11-year-old who joined Naylor’s 
stable in 2010. 

Slater and Naylor also teamed up to 
capture the $50,000 Queen’s Cup novice 
hurdle stakes with Black Quart 2 (Fr) at 
the Queen’s Cup meet in Mineral Springs,

the winner ousted a standout field includ¬ 
ing Wild for Gold, Mr. Hot Stuff and 2012 
novice champion Alajmal. 

At Atlanta, Kingfisher Farm’s Maya 
Charli (Sean Flanagan) won the $30,000 
Georgia Cup, a fiUy/mare stakes, for trainer 
Jack Fisher. The gray daughter of Co 22 ene 
drew off by 7 lengths over Kisser N Run 
and The Grey Express (GB). 

Mid-Adantic-bred winners during the 
month included Maryland-bred Durer at 
Stoneybrook for owner/trainer Michael 
Leaf; Pennsylvania-bred Divine Fortune at 
Stoneybrook for Bill Pape and Jonathan 


Sheppard; Pennsylvania-bred Absolum for 
owner/breeder Bill Riddle and trainer 
Leslie Young at Middleburg; South Caro¬ 
lina-bred Saluda Sam for Naylor and train¬ 
er Billy Meister at Middleburg; and Virginia- 
bred Class Launch for Why Not Racing 
and trainer Lilith Boucher at Tryon. 

In the early individual races, Naylor led 
the owners’ standings with nine wins and 
$197,750 while Sheppard (eight wins) held 
a narrow advantage over Brianne Slater 
(seven) in the trainers’ race. After opening 
up a big early lead, Darren Nagle (seven) 
led newcomer Sean Flanagan (six) among

End of an Era 


South Carolina breeder Wienges 
leaves behind long line of success 



T he last chapter of a long and old- 
fashioned Mid-Adantic story ended 
in South Carolina on April 2 with 
the death of owner and breeder Othniel 
Henry Wienges Jr., who was 88. 

‘We were in the process of completely 
downgrading and phasing out our program 
when he died” recalled CalHe Wienges, 
who’d been married to her husband since 
1949 and helped to raise horses on a 
sprawhng property that also grew cotton, 
wheat and soybeans. Wienges was quite 


accomphshed outside of racing in his 
home state, too, but that’s another story. 
‘We have a son, John, and a daughter, 
Carol, but they aren’t continuing with the 
horses, and we had cut back already quite a 
bit the last few years.” 

Along with his late father, who died in 
1985, Wienges (which rhymes with Hinges) 
bred and raced South CaroHna-breds with 
the distinct and past-era moniker of O.H. 
Wienges & Son. The stable was ubiquitous 
on the New England circuit for most of 


five decades from the 1950s to the 1990s. 
It first caught my eye in 1982 when I was 
a recent college graduate hving in Boston 
and frequenting Suffolk Downs. 

Back in the ’80s, homebreeders were 
stiU aplenty, but certainly not from Calhoun 
County in South Carolina where pari-mutu¬ 
el racing didn’t-and stiU doesn’t-exist. 
The O.H. Wienges & Son racers, bred at 
their 4,000-plus acre Singleton Plantation 
in St. Matthews (pop. 2,000), also carried 
the unique “SC” designation next to their 
names in the Daily Racing Form^ which 
made them stand out even more in New 
England. At first blush they also appeared 
“off-bred” as sons and daughters of a stal¬ 
lion named Double Hitch, whom I’d never 
heard of before I moved to Boston. 

It turned out that Double Hitch was a 
prohfic sire of winners. He was a winning 
son of Double Jay from *Dark Rose II, 
by Nearco, bred by Harry F. Guggenhein 
in 1958. CalHe Wienges said her husband 
had acquired him from trainer Max Hirsch. 
He stood his entire career at Singleton 
Plantation and was used almost exclusively 
for the family’s homebred mares. This pat¬ 
tern of breeding homebred mares to resi¬ 
dent stalHons, so common in olden times 
among big stud farms here and abroad, 
would be repeated in the future when their 
Double Hitch mares were bred to newer 
recruits to Singleton. 

One gorgeous summer day in 1983 at 
Suffolk Downs, I was seated in an open- 
air box with a local trainer taking in the 
racing when a pleasant-looking middle- 
aged couple walked by and sat near us. 
They appeared friendly and down to earth. 
“That’s Mr. and Mrs. O.H. Wienges Jr., the 
Double Hitch people,” the trainer said. 
Later that day they walked past us to get 
to the winner’s circle with one of their 
trainers, Marion F. “Red” Holman, and 
appeared genuinely thrilled though the race 
was a cheap claiming event. 

What I soon reaH 2 ed was that they 
made a habit of winning races, from 
$3,500 claimers to allowance and stakes 
races, mostly with the progeny of Double 
Hitch. They knew everyone at the track it 
seemed, and I soon learned that in 1974 
both father and son had been honored as 
Men of the Year at the 34th New England 
Turf Writers Association dinner at the 
track. In 1981, O.H. Wienges Jr., had been 
the recipient of the Paul Revere Award, 
another prestigious New England honor. 
They were a part of the fabric of New 
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by Sid Fernando 


England racing as, say, the Phippses or Paul Mellon were to the 
New York racing scene at the time. 

‘‘We just loved New England,” Callie Wienges recalled. 
“Everything about it. The weather was so nice. The racetrack in 
Boston wasn't enormous, it was more hke a family track, which 
suited our racing program. We'd go up every summer to Boston, 
then we'd move to New Hampshire [for the Rockingham Park 
meet] by July 4. We rented up there, and each year my father-in-law 
and mother-in-law would come up and join us to go racing. 

“We had our own stalls at the track, so Othniel and I would go 
to see the horses in the morning and then after the races too. We 
went to the races every day, and my husband always wanted to see 
how the horses were doing, before and after. He was hands-on. 
He always wanted to do what was best for each horse. We'd seen 
those same horses born right here on the farm, and we'd broken 
the yearhngs and raised 'em-we saw the whole process. So we 
knew each horse, unlike if you bought one—you don't really know 
what's all behind that horse. That's how we weeded 'em out.” 

Durability was a particular hallmark of their racing stock. One 
of the better runners during the mid-1980s was the 1978 mare 
Running Cousin, a daughter of Double Hitch. She won 22 races, 
finished second 19 times and third 10 times from 86 starts, earning 
$291,440 in a five-year career that included eight stakes victories 
from ages 4 to 7 throughout New England and the Mid-Atlantic. 
Like many of their runners, she didn't race at 2 but made at least 
14 starts each year she raced. 

Kiss and Run, a 1968 gelding by Double Hitch, was perhaps 
the best of his sire's numerous stakes winners. He won 40 races 
and placed an additional 45 times from 144 starts and earned 
$295,681 in an eight-year career from 1970 to 1977. He won seven 
stakes races from ages 5 to 8, and then was pensioned at Singleton 
Plantation. 

The Wiengeses were known outside of New England as well. 
The Lexington, Ky,-based Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association (TOBA) had honored O.H. Wienges Jr., with the 
South Carolina breeder of the year award on 13 occasions. The 
award is now named after him. In more recent years, the stable had 
raced a string in Maryland with trainer Hamilton “Hammy” Smith, 
the brother of Franklin “Goree” Smith, a longtime friend and 
business parmer who in later years broke the family's yearhngs at 
his base at EUoree Training Center in South Carohna. Goree Smith 
won the Othniel Wienges award for leading state breeder in 2012. 

They stood other stallions, including the 1968 unplaced Never 
Bend horse Canmore. He, hke Double Hitch, had been bred by 
Guggenheim, but their next big horse to rival Double Hitch was 
the 1985 Mr. Prospector stallion Kokand-a multiple winner bred 
by Kennelot Stables and trained by Woody Stephens. 

Kokand was a six-time leading sire in South Carohna, and was 
moved to West Virginia where he led the sire hst twice, in 2003 and 
2005. Two of his most notable winners were Double Stake and 
Big Rut, both bred by O.H. Wienges & Son and stakes winners in 
the Mid-Atlantic area. 

Graded-placed Double Stake was a 1993 filly trained by 
Hammy Smith for Wienges. Produced from the stakes-winning 
Double Hitch mare Double Theory, Double Stake won 11 of 37 
starts, earning $343,480. 

Multiple stakes winner Big Rut was a 1993 gelding also trained 
by Smith, initially for Goree Smith and later for other owners. He 
won 22 races and placed 34 times from 91 starts for earnings of 
$570,488. 


Altogether the Wiengeses bred 20 stakes winners in 60-odd 
years. O.H. Wienges Jr. won two races from 26 starts in 2012, 
and he had only one start as an owner in 2013 before he passed 
away. “Goree Smith is helping to phase out the remaining stock 
we have at the farm,” Callie Wienges said. One stallion, 18-year- 
old East of Easy, a multiple stakes-placed horse who was bred in 
Pennsylvania by Derry Meeting Farm, still remains at Singleton 
Plantation, she said. “We've bred a few mares to him the last few 
years. The racehorse business was great for us, but now that he's 
died it's finally over.” 

And so, too, is part of the lore of St. Matthews, Calhoun 
County, South Carolina. 

Storm Cat’s local legacy 

The great stallion Storm Cat was euthanixed at age 30 on 
April 24 in Lexington, Ky, due to the ravages of cancer. Lest it 
be forgotten under the reams of statistical highlights that marked 
the son of Storm Bird's career, remember that he was foaled 
in Pennsylvania as a product of owner-breeder WT. Young's 
then-fledgKng program, WT. Young Storage Inc., later known as 
Overbrook Farm in Lexington, where Storm Cat held forth. 

A foal of 1983, Storm Cat was part of a group of three ehte 
breed-shaping sires during the Wienges era that had local connec¬ 
tions: Northern Dancer (1961) stood at Windfields in Maryland, 
while Danxig (1977), hke Storm Cat, was bred in Pennsylvania. 
Derry Meeting Farm, the breeder of the last Wienges staUion, 
East of Easy, co-bred Danxig with WS. Parish III. ^

A brave new world? 

Regenerative medicine makes progress 
in Thoroughbred racing via research

R egenerative medicine is a hot topic in 
modern medicine, promising much. 
The equine community is no stranger 
to the phrase-much work is being done 
in equine veterinary medicine in this field. 
Unfortunately, most horse owners under¬ 
stand it only on a somewhat superficial 
level with expectations ranging from the 
mundane to the miraculous. This article 
attempts to demystify the field and offer 
insight into just what can be expected of 
regenerative medicine in treating the horse. 

^‘Healing” is best described as a gradi¬ 
ent of repair quality, with regeneration at 
the top of the scale and development of 
scar tissue at the bottom. Regenerative 
capacity refers to the abihty of a tissue 
to renew, replace or repair itself to its 
original architecture, quality and function. 
Degeneration is the opposite: the progres¬ 
sive deterioration of structure and func¬ 
tion. Unformnately, most tissues’ tenden¬ 
cies are to repair themselves with scar tis¬ 
sue, or in the case of arthritis, to continue 
the degenerative process. 

The field of regenerative medicine is 
the study of methods used to get injured 
tissue to heal as closely to its original 
architecture as possible; in essence, seeking 
regeneration. Even after diligent rehabilita¬ 
tion horses with tendon and/or hgament 
injuries experience re-injury at rates rang¬ 
ing from 35 to 70 percent for some of the 
more physically demanding disciplines, hke 
racing. The equine athlete is also prone to 
arthritis, irreversible once it starts. Rest and 
physical rehabihtation are the therapeutic 
gold standards but advances in the field 
of regenerative medicine have added some 
tools to your veterinarian’s toolbox. 


Interleukin-1 receptor antagonist pro¬ 
tein (IRAP), platelet-rich plasma (PrP), 
bone marrow and stem cells are biologic 
technologies derived from the animal’s 
own body that modulate the inflamma¬ 
tory and healing processes, bringing horses 
closer to the ultimate goal of regeneration 
after injury. These are not instant cures 
and failure is often more related to unre¬ 
alistic expectations than to the therapies 
themselves. 

IRAP 

Interleukin-1 is an inflammatory media¬ 
tor that stimulates degenerative processes 
in the body. To act, this molecule (called a 
cytokine) must interact with a receptor, in 
essence switching on a pathway that releases 
damaging enzymes. IRAP is another mol¬ 
ecule that fits in that same receptor but 
instead of activating the process, it blocks 
it. By drawing the horse’s own blood and 
incubating it in a speciahzed collection 
system, this protein can be isolated and 
concentrated. It can then be injected into 
arthritic joints in an effort to block some 
of the major inflammatory pathways and 
stop the degenerative process. The princi¬ 
ples behind the use of IRAP are well estab- 
hshed in arthritis models but not enough 
work has been done to prove definitive 
advantage in the treatment of tendon or 
hgament injuries. It is ready 24 hours after 
drawing the blood and is injected into the 
arthritic joint(s) once a week for four to 
seven treatments. This treatment will not, 
nor win any other, reverse damage already 
done and is best used in the early stages of 
the disease process. 

PRP 

Platelets are cell-hke elements in the 
bloodstream that are classically associ¬ 
ated with blood clot formation. They also 
contain tiny granules full of a multitude 


of growth factors that promote everything 
from cellular prohferation to angiogenesis 
(formation of new blood vessels) to epi- 
thehahzation (covering of an open wound 
with healthy new skin). Centrifugation or 
speciahzed collection kits are used to con¬ 
centrate the platelets into the horse’s own 
plasma (the clear element of the blood) 
creating ‘‘platelet-hch plasma.” 

Upon injection the platelets are acti¬ 
vated and the granules open releasing the 
growth factors into the target tissue. These 
growth factors attract cehs responsible for 
everything from matrix/tissue production 
to the cleanup of damaged tissue and cel¬ 
lular debris. 

The advantages of PrP include the 
diverse range of growth factors dehv- 
ered, ease of production and potential for 
immediate use. 

The main disadvantage is that tendons 
and hgaments have very few innate cells 
and PrP does not provide an immediate 
source of cells. That said, it combines very 
weU with the cellular therapies discussed 
below. 

STEM CELLS-BONE MARROW 

Tendons and hgaments take so long 
to heal because they have so httle blood 
supply and so few cehs. They are almost 
entirely a collagenous extraceUular matrix. 

Instead of relying on the few cehs that 
are already there, bone marrow injection 
provides a source of cehs for local repair. 
While bone marrow comprises many dif¬ 
ferent cell types, our primary target is its 
stem ceU population. 

Stem cehs are undifferentiated cehs that 
are isolated from fat or bone marrow and 
can be injected into a lesion to provide an 
immediate source of cehs for the heahng 
process. Stem cells exist in a more primor¬ 
dial state than the rest of the body’s cehs. 
They have the unique abihty to differenti¬ 
ate into (become) cehs that produce almost 
any type of tissue in the body. 

Bone marrow-derived stem cehs seem 
to have the greatest potential for tendon 
and hgament injuries because they are 
already ‘‘programed” to become connec¬ 
tive tissue-type cells. Bone marrow is har¬ 
vested fairly easily from different sites in 
the body; most commonly the sternum 
and the point of the hip. Once obtained, 
it is either injected as is or is centrifuged in 
an effort to inject a smaller volume with a 
higher concentration of stem cells. 

A typical injection contains 10,000 to 
100,000 cehs. Importantly, centrifugation 
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does not increase the actual number of 
cells being injected, just the concentra¬ 
tion. While it has not been proven that 
more cells are necessarily better, most stem 
cell research showing measurable improve¬ 
ments in heahng parameters has been done 
with cell numbers in the millions. 

The benefits, relative to culture-expend¬ 
ed cells (see below), are the ability to 
obtain and inject the cells immediately and 
decreased cost. Clinical studies show some 
success but robust investigations compar¬ 
ing treated horses to a control group are 
lacking. 

CULTURE-EXPANDED STEM CELLS 

Instead of injecting bone mar¬ 
row immediately after harvest, the cells 
obtained can be cultured over two to three 
weeks to expand their numbers. 

Cells are isolated and allowed to divide 
in a controlled laboratory setting, yielding 
final injection numbers in the millions. 
This pure population of cells can be re¬ 
suspended in other therapeutic agents, 
like PrP, for multi-faceted therapy. The 
advantages of this method are the sheer 
number of cells and the ability to combine 
that number of cells with other therapies. 

The disadvantages are the two- to three- 
week wait, minimum of two hospital visits 
and the higher cost. To avoid the wait, 
researchers are looking at banked and 
allogeneic stem cells. Foals’ umbilical cords 
contain stem cells that can be harvested 
and expanded at birth, then banked for 
future use. Allogeneic cells are cells that 
come from a different animal of the same 
species; another horse. Having a separate 
source for cells has clear time, efficiency 
and cost advantages so work investigating 
the efficacy and safety of these options is 
underway. 

FUTURE 

Many different pathways, degenerative, 
reparative and regenerative, are at work in 
these injuries. 

Current research is investigating com¬ 
bination therapies in which multiple medi¬ 
ators are administered; those that stop 
degenerative pathways and those that 
boost regenerative pathways. 

Think genetically modified stem cells 
that not only produce tendon matrix 
but constantly express genes for growth 
factors and other modulatory proteins. 
Instead of a single injection, growth fac¬ 
tors will be produced by the very cells that 
now populate the healing tissue. 


As amazing as these adjunctive thera¬ 
pies are, they are just that: adjunctive. 

The mainstays of treatment of any 
musculoskeletal disease, from arthritis to 
tendonitis, are appropriate modulation of 
activity and physical rehabilitation. While 
the basics remain the same, recent advances 


in regenerative medicine have increased 
our abilities to heal our horses and the 
future is just as exciting. ^

''He said to me, 'I want you 
to meet my friend Chip. 1 think 
you're really going to like this 
guy/ '' recalled Zanella recent¬ 
ly. ''That's how it started.'' 

It was, as they say, the be¬ 
ginning of a beautiful friend¬ 
ship. 

Reed, now 67, had lived in 
Maryland his whole life; he 
owns the iconic Comer Stable 
restaurant in Cockeysville, re¬ 
cently opening a second one in 
Columbia. A New York native, 
Zanella moved down from his 
upstate New York home about 
30 years ago; his A to Z Loose¬ 
leafprinting company is based 
in Baltimore. Both of them 
now live in Reisterstown. 

Zanella had grown up go¬ 
ing to the races in Saratoga, 
while Reed discovered the 
racetrack when he began his 
first job. 

''I was right out of high 
school and working at Fort 
Meade, about 15 or 20 minutes 
from Laurel Park,'' he recount¬ 
ed. ''I was working for the De¬ 
partment of Defense, and it 
takes about a year to get your 


final clearance. In the mean¬ 
time, you don't have a whole 
lot to do.'' 

His supervisor, he said, was 
an ''everyday horseplayer.'' 

''So every day at lunch, 
we'd go over to Laurel Park 
and play the horses,'' he said. 


''That's where I developed my 
love for horses. It was 1976.'' 

He claimed his first horse 
not long after that, with three 
of his friends. ''It was two 
years before we hit the board,'' 
he recalled with mock-or 
maybe real-dismay.

His partner Zanella had it a 
little easier. 

"He'd ask me if I ever want¬ 
ed to get involved in the game, 
and I'd say, 'By all means, but 
I have to wait a little while.' I 
had a daughter in college, and 
I said, 'Qace she graduates, 
we'll go,"' said Zanella. 

A littler sooner than 
planned, he got a call from 
Reed, who was at a Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic sale at Timo- 
nium. "He said, 'I know you 
told me you weren't ready, 
but I think I got one for us,"' 
Zanella remembered. "I said, 
'I'll talk to my wife, but I'm 
ready. Let's do it.' 

"The rest is history." 

The horse they bought that 
day in 1999, a Colonial Affair 
yearling out of the Raja Baba 
mare Bunka Bunka, became 
Hunka Hunka Lori Z. They 
paid $7,000 for her. 

"She was very very good- 
looking," said Reed. "But she 
had no X-rays. She was a very 
tough mare and when they 
tried to do the X-rays, she field 
goal-kicked the machine 
about 50 feet. I looked at her 
and thought she was fine, and 
I was prepared to go quite a 
bit higher than we ended up 
paying. I loved her breeding 
and I loved her look, and 
when the bidding stopped at 
$7,000, I looked around. I 
didn't think I had the last bid, 
but sure enough, I did." 

Predictably excited about 
his first race horse, Zanella 
made a big deal about the fil¬ 
ly's first race. "It was a maid¬ 


en special weight at Delaware 
Park," he remembered, laugh¬ 
ing. "I had about 30 people 
there. People came from New 
York, my relatives were there... 
and she finished last." 

Bucked shins resulted in a 
three-month layoff, and Hun¬ 
ka Hunka Lori Z returned in 
December at Laurel Park for 
her second start. 

"Of course she wins," Zan¬ 
ella said, "and we had like 
four people there." 

She was one of those horses 
that make racing look like an 
easy game: "Hunka Hunka" 
earned $266,533, a pretty nice 
introduction to racing for first¬ 
time owner Zanella. Little did 
he know when she retired that 
the success was just begin¬ 
ning. 

Hunka Hunka Lori Z's 
first two foals, Lori Z's Punch 
(by Two Punch) and Hunka's 
Victory (by Victory Gallop), 
were both winners, earning 
$209,635 and $62,370. Her 
third foal was the horse of rac¬ 
ing-and breeding-dreams. 

Reed owned a share in 
Two Punch, and in 2007 bred 
Hunka Hunka Lori Z back to 
him. Bold Affair was born on 
May 12,2008, at Green Willow 
Farm in Westminster. 

She didn't race as a 2-year- 
old, but when she hit the track 
the next year, she made up for 
lost time, breaking her maiden 
first out and winning four of 
six races in 2011, including the 
$200,000 Jostle Stakes at Parx. 
She raced 10 times last year, 
notching five wins, including 


three consecutive stakes victo¬ 
ries in Maryland. She crushed 
her rivals in the Maryland 
Million Distaff at Laurel in 
October by a daunting 13 % 
lengths. 

Unsurprisingly the Mary- 
land-bred filly with Maryland 
connections who raced pri¬ 
marily in Maryland built up 
quite a local fan club. Trained 
by Howard Wolfendale, she 
came back and reeled off three 
victories to start 2013, repeat¬ 
ing her 2012 scores in the Con- 
niver at Laurel and the Prim- 
onetta at Pimlico. 

The plan, said Reed, was 
to start her next in the Skipat 
at Pimlico on Preakness Day, 
a race she won last year, then 
give her the summer off before 
bringing her back in the Mary¬ 
land Million in October. 

But within days of her 
Primonetta victory April 20, 
Zanella and Reed made quite 
a different decision, saying 
that Bold Affair would be re¬ 
tired and bred to Ghostzapper. 

"She's raced 19 times and 
won nine stakes races," said 
Reed. "She's been good to us, 
and it was time. There wasn't 
a whole lot more we could 
prove with her." 

"The decision had been on 
the back burner," said Zanella. 
"She ran her race and won it, 
and we said, 'Well, maybe this 
is the time.' We got the oppor¬ 
tunity to go to Ghostzapper, 
so we decided not to lose this 
season." 

Still, he admitted, "It's a 
sad day. Exciting, but sad." 

Their horse-of-a-lifetime 
has left them with few re¬ 
grets, retiring with earnings 
of $719,540 and a record of 
19-12-2-3. 

"It's just been a tremen¬ 
dous ride," said Reed. "We 
wished we'd been able to run 
in Saratoga or in the Barbara 
Fritchie at Laurel, but it didn't 
work out. We thought we'd 
run in the Fritchie this year, 
but the track came up bad, 
and she hadn't trained well 
over the mud. We thought 
we'd run in Saratoga last year, 
but we ended up giving her 
the summer off. 

"But we had a ball with 
her." 


Reed knows what it's like 
to own a good horse; he raced 
and bred Chip's Dancer, 
champion Maryland-bred 
3-year-old of 1993. But for 
Zanella, "beginner's luck" 
may be something of an un¬ 
derstatement. The only horses 
he's ever owned, all in Bold 
Affair's family, have been 
winners. 

"I've been very fortunate," 
he acknowledged. "They're 
all winners. I'm afraid to go 
outside the family Why ruin a 
good thing?" 

Even he admits, though, 
that he may end up with an¬ 
other horse sooner rather than 
later. 

With the retirement of Bold 
Affair, Reed and Zanella have 
no horses racing. Hunka Hun¬ 
ka Lori Z has Cushing's Dis¬ 
ease and has not been in foal 
for the last three years. She's 
with a specialist in Kentucky, 
and they are hopeful that 
she'll be bred this year. 

Lori Z's Punch retired at 
the end of 2012 and is in foal 
to Majestic Warrior. Hunka's 
Victory was given to a local 
school with a riding program. 

"That was our last race," 
said Zanella, referring to Bold 
Affair's win in the Primonetta. 
"That's why it was a pretty 
sad day, and it's going to be 
long drought for three years." 

Both Lori Z's Punch and 
Bold Affair will, if all goes as 
planned, have foals in 2014; 
those foals wouldn't race be¬ 
fore 2016, which might just be 
too long for these partners to 
wait to have a horse to root for. 

"We might go to an auc¬ 
tion and buy something," said 
Zanella. 

But first, they celebrated 
their mare one more time, 
when she was named cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred older fe¬ 
male at the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association Awards 
Dinner at Pimlico May 11. 
And when Bold Affair is bred, 
she'll come back to Maryland 
to Green Willow Farm, where 
she was bom, to foal. 

"Her foal will absolutely be 
a Maryland-bred," Reed de¬ 
clared. "We breed to race, not 
to sell, and we want to race in 
Maryland." ^

Trained by Tom Amoss for 
Maggi Moss, the 6-year-old 
gelding is the first sprinter to 
win Horse of the Meet at Fair 
Grounds since the filly Hal¬ 
lowed Dreams earned that 
honor at the 2000-'01 stand. ^

It's a rare feat for a horse 
to win a stakes race four years 
in a row. Ben's Cat placed 
himself among the elite by 
taking the Mister Diz Stakes 
for the fourth time April 6 at 
Pimlico. 

Facing five other Mary¬ 
land-breds in the 5-furlong 
turf stakes worth $75,000, the 
King Leatherbury homebred 
galloped home by an easy 1% 
lengths after surging to the 
lead in midstretch. His final 
time was a solid :57.74 while 
hand-ridden to the wire by 
Julian Pimentel. The victory 
pushed his record to 20 wins 
from 30 starts (15 stakes wins) 
for earnings of $1,402,290. 

"Four years in a row, that's 
quite rare," said Leatherbury, 
who owns, trains and bred 
Ben's Cat. "He is amazing." 

Sent to post at odds of 2-5, 
Ben's Cat broke with the lead¬ 
ers, patiently sat off a two- 
horse duel, moved up and 
swept by without urging and 
spurted away. The Parker's 
Storm Cat 7-year-old paid 
$2.80 and topped a $6.80 exac- 
ta with Night Officer, who ral¬ 
lied up the rail to take second 
over Disco Elvis. Completing 
the order of finish were Heros 
Reward, Steady Warrior and 
Gottalovethedrake. 

"He's a remarkable horse," 
said Pimentel. "We had a great 
trip. Those two horses went 
at it and I sat behind them. 
When it was time, I asked him 
and he took off." 

"This is our beginning race 
for this season which we've 
kicked it off the last few years 
so we're going to follow the 
same format," added Leath¬ 
erbury, who ranks fourth on 


the all-time win list with 6,375 
victories. 

The 80-year-old credits 
Ben's Cat with revitalizing his 
career. 

"He brought me back to 
life," said Leatherbury, who 
has 23 victories this year 
(through early May), just two 
fewer than all of 2012. "They 
were about ready to plant me 
but we have come back to life 
by investing some of his earn¬ 
ings into the claiming game."

Havelock returns to 
action with Grade 3 
Shakertown score 

Silverton Hill's homebred 
Havelock emerged the win¬ 
ner by a nose in his first start 
of the year, a blanket finish 
in the $100,000 Shakertown 
Stakes-G3 at Keeneland April 
13. It is the fifth career stakes 
victory for the 6-year-old 
son of Great Notion, and his 
fourth graded win overall, 
and pushed his career earn¬ 
ings to $525,491 from 21 starts. 

"He loves it here," said 
trainer Darrin Miller, who also 
trained Great Notion. Have¬ 
lock has made four starts at 
the track, winning three, his 
only loss over Keeneland's 
turf coming in last year's run¬ 
ning of the Shakertown, in 
which he was fourth. 

The gelding found him¬ 
self in the back of the pack in 
this year's event, his first race 
since last November, and was 
last of nine at the three-eighths 
pole off fractions of :21.75 and 
:44.89. He started to make his 
move around the far turn and 
was four wide into the stretch 
before angling in, spliting ri¬ 
vals with a furlong to run and 
getting up late along the rail to 


stop the clock in 1:03.02 for the 
BVi furlongs. 

"The way it was develop¬ 
ing, in the middle of the turn, 
I thought about trying to work 
my way out," said Garrett 
Gomez, who was riding him 
for the first time. "I ended up 
being behind Julien (Leparoux 
on Something Extra). Julien 
looked like he couldn't quite 
make up his mind where he 
wanted to go either. I went 
ahead and committed myself 
to the inside. He ended up 
next to me, and we finished 
up well together." 

Favorite Something Extra 
came out on the losing end of 
the photo as he had to settle 
for second. Perfect Officer, last 
year's nose victor of this race, 
was gaining on the outside 
but ran out of room and took 
third another head back. Gan- 
uletmedowneasy was a neck 
behind Perfect Officer and 
just a half-length back from 
the winner to finish fourth. 
Next Question finished out 
the blanket finish when a head 
behind Ganuletmedowneasy. 

Sent off at 8-1, Havelock re¬ 
turned $18.60 to win. It was his 
first victory since taking Ar¬ 
lington Park's Hanshin Gup

The versatile 
mare by Stop the Music out of First Mirage, by Riva 
Ridge, won at distances ranging from 6 furlongs to 
IVb miles. Missy’s Mirage finished first or second in 
22 of her 28 career starts with earnings of $838,894. 

Bred by Carpinelli and Henwood Brothers, 
Zoffany was foaled on May 14, 1980. His owners, 
Bodie and Segenhoe Ltd. and Speelman, purchased 
the son of Our Native—Grey Dawn Girl for $80,000 
at the Keeneland September yearling sale and sent 
him to Great Britain to begin his racing career. 


After making his first nine starts overseas, 
Zoffany was sent back to the United States at the 
end of his 3-year-old season to race in California 
under the care of trainer John Gosden. Zoffany won 
stakes races each year from the ages of 3 through 7 
including five in 1985. Among his notable wins were 
Grade 1 victories in the Hollywood Turf Cup, Sunset 
Handicap and San Luis Rey Stakes. His 11 stakes 
victories also included the Grade 3 San Marcos, 
Citation and Inglewood Handicaps. Twice during his 
6-year-old season he set course records at Hollywood 
Park. 

Zoffany finished his career with 15 wins from 
36 starts with earnings of $ 1,225,569. He was later 
exported to Australia to stand as a stallion.

Rutgers Equine Science Center unveil 
new computer game for youth 


R ecognizing the growing need to promote 
Science, Technology, Engineering, and 
Mathematics (STEM) education, the Equine 
Science Center at Rutgers University recently 
launched "Exercising HorsePower,” a new computer 
game based on equine exercise physiology laboratory 
practices. The game is available from the Center’s 
youth web portal. Equine Science 4 Kids at esc. 
rutgers. edu/kids. 

Exercising HorsePower was created as a 
teaching tool to introduce highly academic scientific 
research and concepts to youth ages 10-14 in a 
manner that is fun, interactive, educational, and 
intuitive. 

"We take the latest scientific research and 
technology and package it in a way that young 
people can understand and use. Introducing youth 
to equine science at an early age can be a powerful 
force in attracting students to the field and 
preparing budding scientists for successful careers,” 
said Karyn Malinowski, director. Equine Science 
Center. "A bonus for us is that, as a science center, we 
are advancing youth STEM education using the best 
models for human medicine-horses.” 

Exercising HorsePower has distinct levels of 
game play which represent the stages of a standard 
equine exercise physiology research study: Horse 
Preparation, Treadmill, and Laboratory. Each level 
gets progressively more challenging. Players select 
one of three horses to complete the game. Each horse 


has unique abilities depending on age and prior 
condition, which will influence its performance on 
the treadmill and results in the laboratory. 

After preparing the horse with the equipment 
needed to perform a graded exercise test, players run 
their horse on the treadmill at various speeds while 
collecting blood samples to process in the laboratory. 

Once in the lab, players select which activity 
they want to measure: Total Protein or Packed Cell 
Volume. Total protein is used to help determine 
hydration status, among other things, in horses. 
Packed cell volume is used to indicate an increase 
in red blood cells needed to meet higher oxygen 
demands during exercise. 

In order to complete each activity, players utilize 
certain lab instruments and equipment including a 
centrifuge, refractometer, capillary tubes, pipettes, 
and a hematocrit card reader. 

"What sets this game apart from other online 
horse games is that, although it’s illustrated and 
animated. Exercising HorsePower provides an 
accurate representation of the core scientific research 
that is conducted in the equine exercise physiology 
laboratory at the Rutgers Equine Science Center,” 
added Malinowski. 

The game was funded through a grant by the New 
Jersey Department of Agriculture

C hurchill Downs 50 years from now.The 
Twin Spires with a bright, blue sky in 
the background. The first Saturday in May. 
Horses churn the track, but the stands are 
empty. Betting lines dwindle and ticket sales 
for the Kentucky Derby are at an all time 
low.

People of all 
ages gather to tailgate, socialize and enjoy a 
beloved American pastime, without a second 
thought that it is Derby Day. 

Not too long ago, horse racing was the 
premiere sport and pastime of Americans. 
Businesses closed their doors to hear the 
call of the historic Seabiscuit and War Ad¬ 
miral match race of 1938. Families gathered 
around the radio, each cheering for a per¬ 
sonal favorite in the Kentucky Derby and 
the most coveted spot at the racetrack was 
anywhere one caught a glimpse of the horses 
flashing by. 

Horse racing brought all ages and social 
groups together. Most people lucky enough 
to live during the last Triple Crown winners 
remember where they were when Secretariat 
demolished the Belmont Stakes field. Chick 
Anderson’s call of the 1973 race still brings 
chills. 

Yet in recent years, horse racing began 
battling negative press and stigmas. The en¬ 
thusiastic and diverse crowds of race-goers 
became specific to major events like the 
Triple Crown races or the Breeders’ Cup. 
Now men, with gray hair and foggy memo¬ 
ries, compose the majority of track specta¬ 


tors, sparsely occupying the grandstand and 
obtaining any vantage point. 

The youth have virtually disappeared 
from the tracks, making the future of horse 
racing uncertain. 

“Without new fans to replace the old, 
there will be no racing industry,” comments 
David May, CEO ofThorostat.com, a horse 
racing handicapping site he recently started. 
Like many. May’s father exposed him to 
horse racing at a young age, and he credits 
that early education for fostering his interest 
in the sport. 

Stephen Whyno, sports reporter at The 
Washington Times, also credits his upbring¬ 
ing for encouraging his interest in the sport. 
“If not for my family history, I don’t know if 
I ever would have grown up with horse rac¬ 
ing. There are so many other options avail¬ 
able that are easier to see,” he notes. 

Between other major professional sports 
and the addition of casinos to many race¬ 
tracks, the young adults are provided with 
many forms of entertainment and profes¬ 
sional outlets, many of which are marketed 
specifically for the 18 to 30-year-old demo¬ 
graphic. “Racing is just not mainstream any¬ 
more,” says Whyno. 

Not only does a lack of focused market¬ 
ing fail to attract the young masses to racing 
and create new fans, but the absence of ac¬ 
cessibility to equine professionals also poses 
a problem. 

In a time where young people are drawn 
to brand names and major corporations, it 











becomes difficult for equine athletes 
to compete with their human counter¬ 
parts. 

Racehorses reach their twilight 
years quicker than professional athletes, 
meaning they have fewer, and often 
fleeting, opportunities to obtain and 
build a dedicated following. Horses like 
Union Rags and Smarty Jones garnered 
positive media attention for the racing 
industry, but their early retirements 
made it hard to keep the fans’ attention. 

Instead, young people flock to major 
athletes like Robert Griffin 111-who 
revived the football market in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., in his rookie year. His regular 
and personal interaction with fans is a 
rewarding aspect of major sports that 
retains the young market’s interest. 

“There seems to be a wall in place 
which prevents younger people from 
meeting and knowing more about the 
equine athletes,” says Melissa Nolan, 
Marketing Director for the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Association. 

The restricted access to racing stars, 
whether by track security protocols or 


the breeding farms, makes it difficult 
to keep their names current among 
fans and media. In turn, this leaves 
fans searching for the next best thing, 
whether it is an active racehorse or an¬ 
other sport entirely. 

Racetracks also compete with the 
casinos they affiliate with, making the 
business seem like a double-edged 
sword. Casinos bring in millions of dol¬ 
lars to benefit racing purses, breeder 
awards and incentives, but the bright 
lights and flashy advertisements draw 
the youth there instead of the track. 

“Casinos tend to get 10 times more 
exposure then any track they are as¬ 
sociated with,” comments May, “many 
young people play the lottery, poker 
and casino games, but don’t play the 
ponies. I think the industry needs to 
do a better job of promoting races and 
show fans that it is alright to go to the 
track.” 

The 2012 Kentucky Derby set a new 
record for attendance with 165,307 
people filling the stands. The Preak- 
ness Stakes also increased handle and 


attendance since infield policy changes 
in 2007, proving that there is a national 
interest in racing. Yet, it requires a fo¬ 
cused marketing effort that lasts beyond 
major events. 

“Important entities in the business 
are making efforts that should ensure 
increased power and participation of 
a more youthful constituency within 
the thoroughbred industry for years to 
come,” expresses Nolan. 

With time comes change and for the 
security of the sport the industry must 
adapt and evolve to the young market 
to ensure its survival. The road ahead 
may be difficult, but with the help and 
devotion of fans, professionals and in¬ 
stitutions, solutions can be found to re¬ 
turn horse racing to a prominent sport 
full of promise, growth and passion.

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Colonial burns turf course on purpose (again) 


L ike last year, Colonial Downs used a two- 
plus-hour controlled burn to help the 
nation s widest grass racing surface come back 
lusher and greener than ever in time for the 
track s annual summer Thoroughbred racing 
season. 

Track superintendent J.D. Thomas orga¬ 
nized and oversaw the controlled burn which 
began at 6 p.m. on April 11. 


‘‘The ultimate goal of the fire was to cut 
the dead cover off the top since dead leaves 
will not re-green, and to also drive nutrients 
back into the ground so the grass can begin 
re-growing immediately,” said Thomas. 

He believes Colonial Downs is the only 
track in the country to utilize this strategy. 
Following the burn, the track was top dressed 
with crumb rubber, the final aspect of his 
two-day program. 


“The small rubber beads absorb sunlight, 
help with compaction and drainage, and ulti¬ 
mately create a bounce to the turf course,” 
added Thomas. 

About 90 percent of Colonial s Thorough¬ 
bred races are held on the grass. 

Colonial Downs begins its 17th annual 
Thoroughbred campaign June 8. 


Vladykov wins 
two more series races 


I n mid-March, Sara Collette 
(of Virginia Gold Cup winner 
Salmo fame) won two Virginia 
HBPA sponsored Virgina-bred/ 
sired races on the Old Dominion s 
spring point-to-point circuit, 
withWahoo and Vladykov. 

Vladykov came back to cap¬ 
ture his second win in the series, 
the $2,000 Leeds Manor at the 
Old Dominion Hunt Point-to- 
Point, on April 6. 

Homebred Vladykov, by 
Xenodon out of Medaka, by 
Eastern Echo, stalked the early 
pace set by Prima Facie and 
moved to the lead with 3 furlongs 
to run. Undeterred, Prima Facie 


kept going strong, with Vladykov 
amd rider Diana Gillam ultimate¬ 
ly prevailing by 134 lengths at the 
approximately 134-mile distance. 

Vladykov completed a triple 
when he won the 1-mile $2,000 
Woodley Cup on April 21 at 
the Blue Ridge Hunt Point-to- 
Point. With Jacob Roberts up, 
the winner rallied to catch Prima 
Facie after the latter had opened 
a big lead. The three-time series 
winner scored handily by 3 
lengths for trainer Neil Morris. 

The victory was Collettes 
fourth win in the series this 
spring. 


The Meadow celebrates 
Secretariat’s birthday 


F ans of Virginia-born racing 
legend Secretariat enjoyed 
a weekend of activities focused 
on “Big Red” at the Secretariat 
Birthday Celebration at The 
Meadow in late March. The event 
marked the great Thoroughbreds 
birthday and kicked off the 40th 
anniversary of his historic 1973 
Triple Crown. 

Owner Penny Chenery 
attended the event along with 
jockey RonTurcotte and exercise 
rider Charlie Davis. 

Following a Friday night 
reception and a special screening 
of the movie Secretariat, a full day 


of events followed on Saturday 
which included an autograph ses¬ 
sion with Chenery, Turcotte and 
Davis, a chance to meet the origi¬ 
nal grooms and riders of Meadow 
Stable, and an opportunity to 
meet local Secretariat descendants 
Covert Action and Rainaway. 

The Secretariat Birthday 
Celebration was co-hosted by 
Commonwealth Fairs and Events 
ofVirginia and Secretariat.com of 
Louisville, Ky. 

The Meadow Event Park is 
owned by CF&E and the Virginia 
Farm Bureau and is also the site 
of the State Fair ofVirginia. 


Battleship’s British Grand National anniversary celebration 


S eventy-five years ago Battleship, a son 
of Man o’ War, was the first American- 
bred and owned horse to win the English 
Grand National. To commemorate the event, 
Montpelier has mounted an exhibit of the 
event called Beating the Odds: Montpelier^s 
Battleship and the British Grand National A 
reception kicked off the exhibit in late March 
at the William duPont Gallery in the visitors 
center at James Madison s Montpelier. 

Owned by Marion duPont Scott, Battleship 
was ridden by 17-year-old Bruce Hobbs. The 
pair were described as looking like a “hairpin 
on a telephone pole.” 


They prevailed over a field of 36 at Aintree, 
over a course of almost 434 miles and 30 of the 
biggest fences in racing. 

Battleship ran at his owners insistence. His 
trainer, and the jockeys father, Reg Hobbs, 
thought he wasn’t up to it; he was too small. 
Scott insisted and history was made. 

To overcome his 15.2-hand stature, 18 
inches of rein were sewn onto the bridle so 
the tall jockey could lean back and balance 
him on the drop fences. Apparently he needed 
it because after the race Battleship’s nose was 
streaming blood—he had scraped his nose on 
landing. 


After the race Battleship was paraded 
through the streets of Lambourn, the home 
base of his English trainer. 

In June 1938, Battleship returned to the 
United States aboard the USS Manhattan. 
His trainer accompanied him and charged 
everyone on board a dollar to look at him and 
donated the money to the Red Cross. 

Scott made a promise before the race 
and was as good as her word; Battleship 
never raced again. He retired to her home in 
Virginia, Montpelier, formerly the historic 
home of James and DoUey Madison. 

Battleship is buried at Montpelier.

Let’s go racing at Colonial Downs 


O n June 8, Colonial Downs begins its 
25-day summer race meet that runs 
through July 13. Racing is five days a week, 
with a 6 p.m. post on Wednesday through 
Saturday. Sunday has a 12:55 p.m. post. 
Mondays and Tuesdays are dark. 

The $300,000 Colonial Turf Cup-G2 for 
3-year-olds and up, going iMe miles on the 
grass, is slated for June 22. The $100,000 
Edward P. Evans AU Along Stakes-G3 for fillies 
and mares going IH miles is also on the card. 
The meet closes July 13 with the $500,000 
Virginia Derby-G2 for 3-year-olds on the turf 
at the classic IK-mile distance. The $150,000 
Virginia Oaks-G3, for 3-year-old fillies at 1^ 
miles, runs that same day, along with three 
additional $75,000 stakes races on the grass, 
two for juveniles. 

On July 6, the Saturday before the Virginia 
Derby, the track celebrates Commonwealth 
Day by offering five Virginia-bred $50,000 
stakes races at various distances on the turf. 
The condition book, including stakes races, is 
on the Virginia HBPA website, www.vhbpa. 
org, and the Colonial Downs website, www 
c olonialdowns. c om. 

The popular 100 percent owners’ bonus 
for Virginia-breds returns this year. AU 
Virginia-breds registered with the Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association who finish first 
through fifth in open non-stakes competition 
wUl receive a 100 percent bonus as part of 
the purse, subject to an individual race cap 
of $10,000 per horse. In addition, there wUl 
be a 50 percent owners’ bonus for registered 
Virginia-breds in open non-graded stakes races. 

In aU overnight races entry preference wUl 
be given registered Virginia-breds if the pref¬ 
erence is stated at the time of entry. 

Raceday shuttle, dirt bonus program: 

Colonial Downs offers a 12-horse raceday 
shuttle from Laurel Park and Bowie training 
center for horses entered during the summer 
meet. Reservations must be made by 4 p.m. 
the day prior to shipping, except Wednesday, 
when reservations must be made by 4 p.m. 


Sunday. Reservations wUl be awarded on 
a “first come, first serve” basis by contact¬ 
ing Amber or Don in the Colonial Downs 
horse identifier’s office, (804) 966-7223, ext. 
1051, or afontenot@colonialdowns.com. A 
$75 non-refundable reservation fee wiU be 
charged to the owner or trainer’s account at 
Colonial. A signed consent form must be on 
file with the horsemen’s bookkeeper before 
horses wUl be permitted to load on the shuttle. 

The Virginia HBPA again offers a train¬ 
er bonus program to encourage racing on 
Colonial’s main track. In races originaUy 
scheduled on the dirt with claiming prices of 
$10,000 or less, trainer bonuses—based on the 
results of each eligible race—wUl be awarded 
as foUows: $200 (win); $100 (second); $75 
(third); and $50 (fourth-last). 

Horsemen’s Amenities: AU Virginia 
Racing Commission licensed horsemen and 
guests are entitled to free grandstand admis¬ 
sion on every race day. That includes compli¬ 
mentary access (except Virginia Derby Day) 
to the third floor Jockey Club Horsemen’s 
Section, the Adios or Riva Ridge bars, and 
their corresponding lounge and simulcasting 
areas. In addition, free access to the Virginia 
HBPA’s suite on the fourth floor Turf Club 
level is available every day except Saturday. 
Turf Club bar seats and unsold dining tables 
are free every day (except Virginia Derby 
Day). Casual attire is fine for the Jockey Club, 
but the Turf Club level has a dress code. No 
jeans, tank tops or flip-flops. 

Horsemen enter through the Pass Gate 
by showing licenses. Red wrist bands for 
the Jockey Club and green ones for the 
Turf Club areas are obtained at the Guest 
Service Upgrade window immediately to the 
right after entering through the Pass Gate. 
Horsemen with questions or having problems 
should contact the VHBPA’s executive direc¬ 
tor Frank Petramalo at (894) 966-1234 or 
(703) 999-7491. 

Trainer’s Test: The VHBPA will conduct 
a free, three-day preparation course (June 


24-26) for those interested in taking the VRC 
test for a trainer’s license.To reserve a spot call 
Frank Petramalo at one of the above numbers. 

Benevolent Services: The HBPA is 
providing its usual services and benefits on 
the backstretch. Horsemen needing assistance 
of any sort, including with track security, the 
VRC or the stewards should feel free to con¬ 
tact the Virginia HBPA staff in its office on 
the backside near the Licensing Department. 

The VHBPA office building is open from 
6 a.m. to 8 p.m. seven days a week. It has a 
large screen TV with simulcasting, a DVD 
player and card tables. Computers, printers, 
scanners and fax machines likewise may be 
used by horsemen. For those with personal 
laptops, the building is a wifi hot spot for 
internet access. After normal office hours 
internet access is available on the outside ter¬ 
race. 

The VHBPA also has a 12-passenger van 
for transportation from the dormitories to 
shopping and recreation areas. Soccer, volley¬ 
ball, basketball, baseball and horseshoe equip¬ 
ment are on site. 

Meal tickets redeemable in the track kitch¬ 
en are available in the VHBPA office for daily 
shippers and backstretch residents. On race- 
days all grooms are eligible for the VHBPA’s 
$20 “best turned out” award given in the pad- 
dock before each race. 

Urgent medical care for horsemen and back 
stretch workers is available at MedExpress, 120 
MonticeUo Avenue, Williamsburg, Va. 23185 
(757-564-3627). Office hours are from 9 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. Appointments are not necessary. 

Dental care by Dr. Randall S. Rosemond 
is just south of the racetrack entrance at 3521 
N. Courthouse Road, Providence Forge, Va. 
Appointments are necessary (804-966-7202). 

The VHBPA will pay half the $550 cost 
of large mobile storage containers that can 
be used for tack and feed. Delivery and lease 
arrangements are through A-Box Containers, 
(804) 550-9966.

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Craig: Help comes in 
pairs for owner/trainer

W ednesday, April 3 was 
one of those special 
evenings that a hard¬ 
working, hands-on trainer lives for. 

On that clear and cold night Lewis 
E. Craig Jr. saddled two of his own 
horses and welcomed both to the 
winner's circle following splendid 
performances. 

Craig may not be a prominent 
name outside the friendly confines 
of his current residence. Barn 
7 at Charles Town Races, but 
nevertheless is a very competent 
horseman with a solid pedigree in 
the business. 

His father Lewis E. Craig Sr. was a 
popular and well-regarded longtime 
local trainer and obviously imparted 
many of his successful attributes to 
his son. His passing approximately 
four years ago has visibly affected 
the family and left a significant void 
in Craig's heart. 


According to Craig that strength 
of character is now filled by his 
companion and partner of 10 years, 
Daisy Tobin. "She is my rock," he said. 
"Together we have an obsession for 
horses and racing that cements our 
relationship." 

The couple lives in Shenandoah 
Junction, a stone's throw from the 
stable gate. 

Lewis Craig Jr. was born and 
raised in Warrenton, Vd., where 
he dissected the finer points of 
galloping and grooming. 

"After high school I spent roughly 
a year hustling the backstretch at 
Charles Town before I decided to 
pursue my quest of working around 
quality racehorses," he said."I guess 
since my childhood it has been 
my passion to either be close to or 
take care of valuable runners. At 19 
my wish was fulfilled when I gained 
employment under the shedrow of 


Flint 'Scotty' Schulhofer. From there I 
was hooked and over the years was 
fortunate to work for such racing 
celebrities as Rokeby Stable and 
Lane's End." 

In 2000 Craig was lured back 
to Charles Town, where purse 
monies, infused with slots revenue, 
materialized into an attractive 
enterprise. 

"I had a couple of horses that I 
brought with me and received stalls 
at now defunct Shenandoah Downs. 
It was a struggle in the beginning, 
but I always remembered my 
mentor 'Hard Times' (the best groom 
I had the privilege of learning under) 
whispering to me to never give-up," 
Craig said."Soon after I benefited 
from my association with Daisy and 
met a man that would influence 
my career and literally my existence, 
James W. Casey." 

Casey, the owner of Taylor 
Mountain Farm, has always been 
somewhat of a philanthropist, 
particularly to those who endlessly 
labor in the West Virginia racing/ 
breeding business. 

"Mr. Casey has been one of the 
truly generous people I have ever 
dealt with," Craig said. "He has 
helped both Daisy and me and in 
return I will always be grateful."

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Viewtown, a 3-year-old son of 
Taylor Mountain Farm stallion Luftikus 
out of Mystic Rainbow, by Turn West 
captured the fifth race, a West 
Virginia-bred maiden speciai weight 
in his debut on Aprii 3. Unleashing 
an impressive turn of foot under 
Jesus Sanchez, the well made dark 
bay or brown gelding cruised home 
by 3¥4iengths and completed 
furlongs in 53 seconds. The winner's 
share of the purse was $15,600 and, 
aiongside the breeder money, made 
for a handsome sum to the owner, 
trainer and breeder of the May foai. 

"i trained Viewtown's mother 
for Wiiiiam Woodward, a longtime 
ciient," Craig said."She was a spitefui, 
bad tempered mare that only I 
could manage. When Mr. Woodward 
passed he left her to me In his wiii 
and Viewtown is the product of the 
pairing with Luftikus." 

Viewtown definitely flew under 
the betting pubiic's radar as he 
returned a whopping win mutuei 
of $45.20. Sanchez, a regular fixture 
at Craig's barn, was asked if he was 
surprised at the first-time starter's 
effort. "No, this horse had trained 
very weii up to his debut and 
despite of breaking from the difficuit 
1 post i was confident. I think he was 
overiooked in the betting because 
there was a 2-5 shot that took all of 
the action." 

Three races iater, Craig's meai 
ticket from iast year. Help a Brother, 
made his seasonai debut. Off since 
December, the 4-year-old son of 
Windsor Castie (who also stands at 
Taylor Mountain) out of Kom Kim 
Lass, by Seaciiff, broke with running 
on his mind and handily defeated a 


staunch group of allowance horses 
by 4 lengths going 7 furlongs. Once 
again Craig paused to give credit to 
Casey. 

"The mare Kom Kim Lass was a 
flighty sort that Mr. Casey gave 
to me," Craig said."She broke her 
maiden in a special weight race in 
2004, but by the following year was 
racing in cheaper claiming heats. 

As i recall she was a filly that at one 
time was highly regarded by the 
farm."

McDynamo, Tuscalee to enter Hall of Fame. 

Selection committee taps sporfs leaders by earnings and victories.

In many regards, McDynamo was “the 
Natural” of American Steeplechasing. He 
had the talent from the start, he overcame 
his rookie jitters, and he proved himself a 
champion three times. In the process, he 
became the National Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion s aU-time earnings leader and still reigns 
as the NS As top earner with purses totaling 
$1,310,104. 

On his first year of eligibility, Michael 
Moran s Dynaformer gelding was elected 
to the Racing Hall of Fame. He and the 
other inductee, Tuscalee, were tapped by 
the steeplechase selection committee in the 
quadrennial voting. They will be inducted 
into the HaU of Fame in ceremonies at Sara¬ 
toga Springs, N.Y., on Aug. 9. (For more on 
Tuscalee, see the following page.) 

Purchased for $85,000 at the 1998 Keene- 
land September yearling sale, McDynamo 
initially was targeted for the flat, although 
veteran steeplechase horsemen such as 
Moran always have the jumps in the back 
of their minds. McDynamo was respectable 
on the flat, winning his maiden victory at 
Pimlico in 2000 and then taking an allow¬ 
ance race at Colonial Downs the following 
summer. But his success was destined to be 
regional. He was not competitive at the next 
level in New York, and Moran decided to 
make a change. 

He handed McDynamo over to Sanna N. 
Hendriks, and the magic started. “He always 
had an aptitude for jumping,” Moran said. 
“He just took to it right away.” 

Within six weeks of his final flat start in 
2001, McDynamo made his first run over 
hurdles, in a $25,000 maiden race at Far 
Hills, N.J. Ridden by Craig Thornton, McDy¬ 
namo won by 4 1/4 lengths. “We knew after 
that first start that he was something special,” 
Moran said. 

Put away for the year, McDynamo 
won his first stakes race, the Hard Scuffle 
Steeplechase (Gr. 1), near Louisville in May 
2002 and returned to Far Hflls to take the 
Foxbrook Champion Hurdle (Gr. 2) by 19 
lengths that fall. Before the Foxbrook, McDy¬ 
namo had sustained the first and only fall of 


his career at Belmont, and it helped to make 
him a better steeplechase horse. “He was very 
deliberate about jumping,” Moran said. 

The Foxbrook began a six-race win streak 
that included two editions of Far Hills’ 
premier race, now known as the Grand 
National, in 2003 and 2004. He would win 
the Grade 1 race three more times in the 
succeeding three years. In fact, he never was 


beaten at Far Hills in seven consecutive 
racing seasons. The Grand National wins 
keyed his Eclipse Award seasons in 2003, 
2005, and 2006. He also won the Marion 
duPont Scott Colonial Cup (Gr. 1) in each 
of his championship seasons. He set course 
records in 2003 at Far Hills and in the Co¬ 
lonial Cup and then lowered his Far Hills 
mark in 2004. 
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Iron horse Tuscalee racked 
up record number of wins 


Tuscalee was an iron horse in an era of 
steeplechase iron horses, and his accom¬ 
plishments live on with his records for most 
victories in one season and most steeple¬ 
chase victories in a career. 

Bred and owned by Alfred H. Smith, 
Tuscalee was a Maryland-bred of obscure 
pedigree, by Tuscany out of Verna Lee, by 
British Buddy. But he could run, and run 
often. His high-water mark was 13 starts in 

Steeplechase Foundation 
awards several grants 

Continuing its work of supporting 
steeplechasing and amateurism, the Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase Foundation has awarded 
several grants this spring. 

Among the recipients are the Marion 
duPont Scott Equine Medical Center in 
support of its epidemiological study of 
equine injuries in steeplechase races; ARCA 
for support of amateur racing; the National 
Steeplechase Association for enhancements 
to its website; Montpelier for its Battleship 
exhibit, and the Maryland Steeplechase 
Association for running two riders clinics 
overseen previously by the North American 
Point-to-Point Association. 

The foundation also supported the Jr. 
Maryland Hunt Cup, which was run April 
28 with record entries. 


1966, but he made 11 starts in each of his 
final three racing seasons, wrapping up his 
career at age 12 with an unplaced start in 
the 1972 Colonial Cup. 

Trained by Leiter Aitcheson, Tuscalee 
often was ridden by the trainers son, Joe 
Aitcheson Jr., who has his own plaque in the 
Racing Hall of Fame. In a 2006 interview, 
the younger Aitcheson described Tuscalee 
as his gamest mount from 2,457 trips onto 
the race course. “He’d run his heart out,” 
Aitcheson said. 

Although very much a regional horse 
who did not often venture north of Mon¬ 
mouth Park, Tuscalee was not targeted 
for easy spots. He won 12 stakes races and 
placed in 11 other others. In all, he made 89 
starts, almost all of them over fences. 

His 1966 season was notable for many 
reasons. In addition to making 13 starts that 
year, he won 10 races, a steeplechase record. 
Of those, six were stakes races, including 
Monmouth’s Midsummer Steeplechase, the 
Noel Laing at Montpelier, and Delaware 
Park’s Tom Roby and the Georgetown. 

Tuscalee was voted 1966’s champion 
steeple-chase horse by Thoroughbred Rac¬ 
ing Associations. His 37 wins over fences 
during his 10-year racing career, nine of 
those years on the steeplechase courses of 
the East Coast, also is a record.

“Lia” McGuirk is an exercise rider for Kevin 
Boniface at the Maryland racing family’s 
Bonita Farm. Boniface, who trains Moon- 
sox, gives the mount to McGuirk. 

The 22-year-old resident of Bel Air, Md., 
applies for and is granted a jockey’s license 
from the National Steeplechase Association. 
To her credit, she has ridden in amateur 
races on the flat in Maryland as well as 
point-to-point races in Maryland and 
Virginia. 

Nelson & Traveller Stable’s Moonsox will 
be her first sanctioned ride ever, in a tough 
spot. The Mohave Moon gelding would be 
taking on some top-level horses in the My 
Lady’s Manor, first leg of the Maryland tim¬ 
ber triple crown, on April 13. Does she freak 
out? Does she give Moonsox a safe ride in 
the middle of the pack? No way. 

After setting the early pace, Moonsox 
and McGuirk dropped back and then made 
their move approaching the final fence. 
Moonsox took the lead and drew away to 
a 1 3/4-length victory under his first-time 
jockey. “He took care of me,” McGuirk said.

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In Memoriam 



WILLARD C. “MIKE” FREEMAN 

Shuvee gave WiUard C. ‘‘Mike’’ Freeman 
many lasting memories during her Hall of 
Fame career highlighted by a sweep of 
New York’s Triple Tiara. Mr. Freeman 
repaid those gifts through the years, in 
a variety of ways that now stand as the 
legacy to the man respected for his horse¬ 
manship, generosity, and mentorship to 
many stiU making a living in some segment 
of the game he so loved. 

Mr. Freeman, who died April 17 at 84, 
was as respected for his deft handling of 
Shuvee and several other top-flight stakes 
winners as he was for providing guid¬ 
ance and goodwill during a training career 
born in the 1950s after a brief stint riding 
steeplechase races. 

Alfred Vanderbilt gave Mr. Freeman 
a big break in 1964, offering a string 
of horses to condition and the owner- 
trainer relationship achieved success with 
the Canadian-bred Cold Comfort. The 
Nearctic fiUy won or placed in eight stakes 
in the late 1960s and early 1970s, including 
the 1971 Hempstead Handicap at Belmont 
Park. 

Nashua fiUy Shuvee was in the barn 
at the same period, and turned in a stel¬ 
lar 3-year-old campaign that included the 
Triple Tiara victories in the Acorn, Mother 
Goose and Coaching Club American Oaks 
in 1969. She was equally effective at 4, 
winning four stakes, including the 2-mile 
Jockey Club Gold Cup over males. Shuvee 
added another Gold Cup as a 5-year-old 
in 1971, a season that also saw her defend 
her crowns in the Diana and Top Flight 
Handicaps. Shuvee, inducted into the HaU 


of Fame in 1975 and two-time champion 
older mare (1970 and 1971), won 16 of 44 
career starts and earned $890,445. 

Mr. Freeman, a fixture at Saratoga 
Race Course for many years, trained sev¬ 
eral other major stakes winners during 
his career. Among the best was one of 
his last in Buckhar, winner of the 1993 
Washington, D.C. International-Gl off 
just one prep race following a nearly year¬ 
long layoff. 

He also trained 1982 Arkansas Derby- 
G1 winner Hostage, who missed the 
Kentucky Derby with an injury, 1989 
Rothman’s International Handicap-Gl 
winner Hodges Bay, and stakes winners 
Gala Performance and Understudy. 

Mr. Freeman retired from training in 
2008 and then operated the lay-up, training 
and boarding operation Chime Bell Farm 
in Aiken, S.C., with his wife Iris. He split 
his time in retirement between Aiken and 
Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 

T. J. “TOMMY” KELLY 

Tommy Kelly didn’t hke the idea of hfe 
at St. Mary’s Industrial School, a place he 
said was for poor children and orphans in 
Baltimore, so at age 13 he ran away to the 
racetrack. 

The decision at the time probably 
seemed outlandish for the son of a bar¬ 
tender and horseplayer who died from 
tuberculosis, but it wound up being for¬ 
tuitous for the boy who one day would 
become one of the most successful horse¬ 
men of his or any generation. Mr. Kelly, 
the patriarch of one of the country’s most 
prominent racing families and a member 
of the sport’s HaU of Fame, died April 19 
at 93. 

He grew up not far from Pimlico Race 
Course and spent time as a youngster 
caddying at the nearby Maryland Country 
Club. When he landed at the racetrack 
he eventually went to work for Louis 
Feus tel, the trainer of Man o’ War, a stint 
that lasted three years. Mr. KeUy left the 
track in the early 1940s, serving in World 
War II and earning two Purple Hearts, 
before remrning to racing. He took out his 
trainer’s Ucense in 1945 and embarked on 
a career that would land him a spot among 
racing’s eUte with his 1993 induction into 
the Hall of Fame. 

Mr. KeUy, whose brother Eddie was 
also an accomphshed trainer, conditioned 
65 stakes winners during his career. The 
group was led by Plugged Nickle, champi¬ 
on sprinter of 1980, who won not only the 


Vosburgh-Gl and Tom Fool Stakes during 
that season but also the Grade 1 Florida 
Derby and Wood Memorial Stakes. 

A strong presence on the New York 
circuit for many years-the leading stakes- 
winning trainer there in 1980 and co¬ 
leading trainer in 1977 at Saratoga-he 
also trained such major stakes winners as 
Colonel Moran, DroU Role, Dubassoff, 
Globemaster. King’s Bishop, Limit to 
Reason, Misty Galore, Noble Dancer (GB), 
Pet BuUy, Sauce Boat, Storm and Sunshine, 
Sunrise County and Topsider. 

He retired in 1998 and later enjoyed 
racing as an owner and breeder, namely of 
Evening Attire. Bred and owned in part¬ 
nership with Joseph Grant and trained by 
Mr. KeUy’s son Pat, the Kentucky-bred by 
Black Tie Affair (Ire) won 15 of 69 career 
starts and earned $2,977,130. Evening 
Attire won a pair of stakes as a 3-year-old 
in 2001 and got better with age, winning 
stakes at 4, 6, 7, 9 and 10, including the 
2002 Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl. 


OTHNIEL H. WIENGES JR. 



Othniel Wienges Jr. was the fourth 
member of his family to be named for the 
first Bibhcal judge, an appropriate name¬ 
sake for the men considered good deci¬ 
sion makers in their chosen professions or 
passions. 

Mr. Wienges, who died April 2 at 88, fol¬ 
lowed in his father’s footsteps with an inter¬ 
est in horses, specifically Thoroughbreds, 
and he was annually one of the leading 
breeders in South Carolina. He based his 
operation at Singleton Plantation in Saint 
Matthews, the farm originally bought by 
his grandfather in the late 19th century 
which expanded to 4,000 acres over the 
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decades. The farm was run by his father first as a Standardbred 
and then Thoroughbred nursery 

Mr. Wienges, who operated as O.H. Wienges Sc Son Stables, 
was honored as South Carolina’s breeder of the year 13 times by 
the Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders’ Association and the 
breeder of the year award in his native state bears his name. He 
stood stallions at his farm, including Double Hitch, the sire of 
more than 150 winners (14 stakes winners), and Kokand, who 
sired the earners of more than $14 million and 10 stakes winners. 
The best of Kokand’s progeny was Big Rut, who won 22 of 91 
starts, earned $570,488, and won seven stakes in the Mid-Atlantic 
region in the late 1990s. 

A veteran of the U.S. Navy, Mr. Wienges served in his home 
state’s House of Representatives in the 1960s and 1970s and was 
honored with New England Racing’s Man of the Year Award by 
the Northeastern Sportswriters Association in 1974. 

BILLAUWARTER JR. 

Frederick ‘‘BiU” Auwarter Jr., amember of one of New Jersey’s 
most active and well-known racing famihes, died March 26 after a 
long illness. He was 66. 

Mr. Auwarter got his start in racing by working for his uncle, 
trainer Carl Auwarter Sr., on the family’s Little Timber Ranch in 
Berhn, N.J. As a teenager, Mr. Auwarter galloped horses for his 
uncle, and traveled to regional tracks with the racing stable. 

Following a four-year stint in the Navy, Mr. Auwarter returned 
to work in various capacities at area tracks, including pony boy, 
horse identifier and assistant on the starting gate crew, which 
took him to Garden State Park, Atlantic City Race Course, 
Meadowlands and Philadelphia Park. He trained horses with his 
cousin, Eddie Broome, before Broome went out to become a 
trainer full-time. 

“Bill loved horses and enjoyed the racetrack atmosphere,” 
noted his sister, Karla Shaw. “He could always be counted on to 
handle a difficult horse anytime someone came asking for help. He 
could do anything you presented him at the track.” 

Mr. Auwarter retired from the track in 1995 and worked with 
his wife, Linda, at ANS Steel Company in Philadelphia. He and his 
wife lived in Berlin. 


DR. REX EATMAN 

Dr. J. Rex Eatman, one of the most ardent supporters of the 
Thoroughbred industry in North Carolina, died April 29. 

A past president of the North Carohna Thoroughbred 
Association and North Carohna Horse Council, Dr. Eatman was 
a native of Raleigh, N.C., graduated from Duke University and 
the Los Angeles School of Chiropractic Medicine and practiced 
chiropractic medicine in Raleigh from 1963 to 2009. He was 
instrumental in the creation of the North Carohna Thoroughbred 
Association and was named its first president in 1972. He 
remained active on the board through this past year. 

Dr. Eatman and his late wife Toni, who died in January 2012, 
bred and raised Thoroughbreds at their farm in Apex since the 
early 1960s. 

ROBERT WESTERGAARD SR. 

Bob Westergaard, who trained horses in Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey with his longtime companion, Dolores Wagner, for more 
than a doxen years, died this past winter after a long illness. The 
resident of WiUingboro, N.J., was 70. 

The couple, who met in 1978, began racing Wagner’s home- 
breds soon after and Mr. Westergaard, a former car salesman, 
took out his trainer’s hcense in 1992. The couple’s greatest success 
came with their New Jersey-bred Just Beforemidnite. A foal of

Memorial Stakes at Philadelphia Park. 

Mr. Westergaard retired from training, but kept active as an 
owner with a partnership that campaigned allowance winner Hat 
Tricker in recent years.

B Pennsylvania-bred filly Rus¬ 
sian Rhythm became an Eng¬ 
lish classic winner by taking 
the One Thousand Guineas- 
GI . The daughter of King- 
mambo, bred by Betty Moran’s 
Brushwood Stable, outfinished 
highly acclaimed favorite, 
French-based Six Perfections, 
by 1 Vi lengths for owner Chev¬ 
eley Park Stud, which pur¬ 
chased her as a yearling at the 
TattersaUs Houghton sale for 
the U.S. equivalent of 
$678,770. Brushwood sold her 
as a weanling at Keeneland for 
$370,000. The filly, trained by 
Sir Michael Stoute, was out of 
the Nijinsky II mare Bakstroika. 

B Sixteen-year-old student 
Chris Gracie took over for 
injured Joe Davies and guided 
Move Up Stable’s Swayo to his 
second Maryland Hunt Cup 
victory in four years. Swayo, 
a 12-year-old chestnut son of 
FoHgno bred in Pennsylva¬ 
nia by HaU of Fame trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard, won by 
a length over Wood Whistle. 

It was trainer Ann Stewart’s 
third Hunt Cup win, having 
also sent out Ivory Poacher 10 
years earlier. 

B The Thoroughbred was 
made the official state horse 
of Maryland. Pat ConnoUy’s 
fourth grade at St. Pius X 
Regional School in Bowie was 
instrumental in the “lobbying 
efforts.” 

“We were studying 
Maryland government, when 
one of the moms (Cathy 
Flaherty) came up with the 
idea,” explained ConnoUy, 
who said there were no 
Thoroughbred owners or 
breeders among the parents.

B Bob and Lorraine Quin- 
ichett’s homebred filly Willa 
On the Move shipped to Keene-

2!4 lengths. It was the sixth 
win in seven lifetime starts, 
and fifth stakes victory, for the 
3-year-old daughter of Wind- 
fields Farm stallion Assert (Ire). 

The Quinichetts made no 
secret that their filly was for 
sale, for the right price. 

The Quinichetts did find a 
buyer by that August, selling Willa 
On the Move to Ron Lamarque, 
co-owner of that year's Preakness/ 
Belmont Stakes winner Risen Star 
The price for the private transaction 
was not disclosed. 

B The awards for cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred runners 
of 1987 were presented at 
Pimlico. Among the trophies 
handed out were those to Rob¬ 
ert Meyerhoff for Horse of 
the Year and champion older 
horse Broad Brush.

B Rex Ellsworth’s “gaunt,

Trained by Mesh Tenney, 
the chestnut colt went off as 
the 3-2 favorite in the field of 
eight. 

B The first Maryland-bred 
2-year-old stakes winner of 
1963 was Grey Scandal, a 
grey daughter of *Brunetto, 
who stood at Tom O’Farrell’s 
Windy Hills Farm in Westmin¬ 
ster, birthplace of Grey Scan¬ 
dal. The fiUy, foaled May 8, 
1961, won the Walden Stakes 
at Pimlico exactly two years 
and nine days later. 

Trained by Harold “Buddy” 
Jacobson for R and R Stable, 
she made her first start at 
Hialeah on Feb. 19, finishing 
sixth in the 14-horse field 
“after being all but eliminated 
at the start.” She broke her 
maiden three days later as 
much the best. The Walden 
was her fifth start of the year. 

B Glade Valley Farm’s fresh¬ 
man sire Martins RuUah got 


his first winner when Nancy 
M. Leonard’s 2-year-old filly 
Mar tine tta won a maiden race 
at Garden State in her first 
start. 

Martins RuUah, a son of 
*NasruUah out of Shy Katie, 
by Roman, stood as the prop¬ 
erty of a syndicate and was 
booked fuU each of his first 
four years at stud. 

Martinetta made only one start 
at 2, and was unplaced in four 
starts at 3, but as a broodmare at 
Glade Valley Farm she proved a 
gold mine. Five of her 10 foals were 
stakes winners, all bred by Leonard, 
includingfuture leading Maryland 
sire Rollicking and steeplechase star 
Double Reefed. 

Martinetta is found behind 
a long line of stakes horses 
through her great-granddaughter 
Spinnaker Sal, dam of Delaware 
Handicap-G3 winner Power Play 
and $691,867-earner and graded 
stakes winner Gala Spinaway. 

Frac Daddy, a Kentuc^-bred colt 
who started in thisyeads Kentuck)j 
Derby-GI, represents the sixth 
generation bred by Leonard from 
Martinetta.

' SOCIAL MEDIA IN-FOCUS: ' 

COUNTRY LIFE FARM 

Country Life Farm is one of the most popular Mid-Atlantic out¬ 
fits on social media. With oodles of foal photos and consistent 
updates from around the farm and beyond, they’re spreading the 
word about Maryland and Mid-Atlantic breeding and racing with 
the help of their new farm project manager George Adams. 

Describe CLF’s social media usage. 

Mostly Facebook, some Twitter-LOTS of great photos and 
updates posted aU the time! 

Why is social media important for CLF? 

Social media is a great way for CLF to connect with folks 
that might be fans of the farm and our horses, but aren’t actively 
involved in any of our parmerships at the moment. Social media 
lets those folks live vicariously through our experiences at the race¬ 
track and on the farm. It allows us to reach a much wider range of 
horse racing fans than we would otherwise be able to do, and we 
hope that our use of social media enhances their experiences and 
encourages those people to remain fans, and hopefully one day to 
be able to enter the sport themselves, one way or another. 

Has using social media improved your business? 

There has definitely been a positive impact on CLF’s business. 
Facebook allows us to post photos of foals for all the world 
(including each foal’s owner) to see almost immediately after those 
foals are born, or on a daily/weekly basis thereafter. And with 
Friesan Fire’s first foals arriving this spring, we’ve been able to get 
photos out there to people so that they can see just how impressive 
his babies look, and that’s led to more folks wanting to send their 
mares to him this year. The reach is broader and more immediate 
with social media than it would have been before. We can also 
congratulate the farm’s clients on victories or other impressive 
performances in a pubhc way that allows others to see what good 
things CLF’s clients and ‘‘graduates” are doing. 

What is your favorite social network to use? 

I am a big fan of Facebook-the ability to post as many photos 
as we can take, and have our fans enjoy those photos and comment 
on them is fantastic. Plus the fact that we can share news stories 
with aU of our fans that they might otherwise have missed gives 
us fantastic bang for our buck (except that it’s free!). Twitter is nice 
too, except racehorse pedigrees and explanations of things often 
require more characters than what you’re limited to on Twitter, 
especially if you’re targeting folks that might not be incredibly 
familiar with all the nuances of the Thoroughbred industry. 

Do you think social media will continue to play a 
part in your marketing strategy? 

We have definitely had folks come into the office or run into us 
at the races and teU us how much they love our Facebook page, or 
our newly re-designed website. It seems like no matter how often 
we post, people always want more!
